MAT: How many 
Preaknesses have you been 
to? 

MO: This is my first 
time. Pve always wanted 
to come but never had the 
time. So this is my first time 
and Pm enjoying every bit of it. 

MAT: Have you ever owned a 
horse? 

MO: I never have. Pve seen a few 
movies with horse races and it’s always 
been very interesting to me. It seems tike 
a lot of fun, and you have to take a lot of 
pride in it to win races. You have to love 
your horses. And you have to find the 
right jockeys-it seems like a lot of hard 
work, something similiar to what we do 
on the football field. 

MAT: Horse racing is such a 
different sport, but do you see similarities 
between racing and football because of 
the competition? 

MO: No question. I saw this girl 
(jockey Rosie Napravnik) on 60 minutes 
a couple of weeks ago—sometimes you 
have to be finesse on the football field 
and she was saying how in touch she has 
to be with the horse, the finesse. It takes 
a lot of concentration to ride the horses, 
it’s not just getting up on a horse. It takes 
a lot of preparation, similar to what we 
have to go through week in and week out, 
when we have to prepare for every play by 
our opponent. You have to put a lot into 
it—definitely not an easy job. 


MAT: Anything about Preakness 
Day that really stands out? 

MO: Honestly I didn’t think this 
many people were into horse racing tike 
this-a hundred thousand people here at 
one time. I really didn’t know the track 
was a mile around—just to be able to ride 
a horse that amount of time, to be able 


to control that horse and 
be in touch with that horse 
I find amazing. You have 
to know it and be one with 
the horse if you want to 
win your race. The power 
of the horse is extremely 
impressive— the speed they 
get up to—all those big, 
strong animals. Pm in awe. I 
honestly don’t think I’ll miss 
another Preakness. I want 
to get to all of them—to 
the Kentucky Derby and 
everything. Pm having a 
blast and enjoying the entire 
experience. The preparation 
and the work ethic that the 
riders put in, it’s incredible. 

MAT: Have you 
cashed any tickets? 

MO: I haven’t-Pm 
just enjoying my time with my teammates 
and watching all the ladies with their big 
hats and all dressed up, and having a fun 
time. 

MAT: Did you get to see Pitbull 
(the featured concert in the infield)? 

MO: We actually got to go up on 
stage with him.

FIRST GAUDET AT THE MIC 

B y now you’ve seen or heard new 
Maryland Jockey Club analyst 
Gabby Gaudet on your television 
or at the track. But she’s not the 
only Gaudet with racetrack auditory 
skills. Her father, veteran trainer 
Eddie Gaudet, called the races as the 
substitute track announcer at Atlantic 
City Race Course as he put it “a long 
time ago.” 

Gaudet, 82, added announcer to his 
many racetrack jobs when the regular 
announcer had a heart attack. 

“They asked if anybody could do 
it,” he recalled while standing in the 
Pimlico winner’s circle during Black- 
Eyed Susan Day. “I told them not to 
worry about anything. I did it for about 
five or six days. I give them a good call. 
There’s not much I can’t do. I’ve been 
on the racetrack since I was 10 or 12.1 rode flat races. . . I rode steeplechase races. . . 
I trained. . .” 

And he announced. What did it sound like? At the question, he lowered his 
voice a notch and started right in: “Ah, they’re off. Going right to the lead is the two 
horse, the three horse is laying second, here comes the five making a bold bid on the 
extreme outside and now coming up to challenge for the lead. . .” 

If Gabby ever needs a day off, her replacement should be easy to find.

HALL OF FAME HORSES AND US

I was talking with one of the participants in the Maryland Thoroughbred Hall of 
Fame ceremonies, one of the humans there to represent the celebrated equines, 
when a faraway look crept into his eyes. 

“You know” he said, “I would have done anything for that horse.” 

It was like that all day. The horses’ halcyon days had all occurred years, even 
generations, earlier. And yet the owners, trainers, breeders who came to the event 
could recount those days, to the tiniest detail: how this horse stretched as long as she 
could to hit the wire first. How that one didn’t jump the shadow that her rival did, 
which made all the difference. How the trainer put his exercise boy up on the horse 
in order to get a decent price when he wagered. 

Racing fans often see the first flush of victory, when we learn, to no great 
surprise, that the winner is happy. “Mrs. Genter, I love you,” Carl Nafzger famously 
gushed when her colt Unbridled, under his training, won the Kentucky Derby, and 
who could blame him? What, in that moment, was there not to love? 

Yet racing’s enduring strength-the quality that makes otherwise presumably sane 
people hemorrhage money and devote their lives to goals which, in the grand scheme 
of things, are of a considerably lower magnitude than, say, curing cancer-is, well, its 
endurance. Racing’s lows may plumb the depths, but its highs can become moments 
by which to mark a life’s passage. 

And that, in its way, is the purpose of a Hall of Fame: to mark those horses 
whose stars shone brightest in the night sky of our sport’s passage, those by which 
we define our sport and thus to some extent ourselves. 

The 12 horses that entered the Maryland Thoroughbred Hall of Fame—full 
disclosure: I have had the good fortune to participate in its creation as a member of 
its steering committee-were astonishingly accomplished and would not look out of 
place in any Hall. Indeed, half of the group are already in the national Hall of Fame. 

But all of that-wins and losses, dollars earned and stakes won-is so many words 
and numbers on a page. 

That’s not where racing lives and breathes. 

What makes it matter is the daydreamy look on an old man’s face, the happiness 
of a woman recounting events that happened when she was really still a girl, a man’s 
feeling of vindication still palpable after all these years. It’s not, in other words, that 
Carl Nafzger told a 90-year-old widow that he loved her; it’s that he meant it. 

Once you’ve talked to the people connected with a horse like this — a once-in-a- 
lifetime horse—you understand why they mean it when they say, “I would have done 
anything for that horse.” It’s because the horse had already done everything for them.

RETIRED RACEHORSE TRAINING 
PROJECT GOES NATIONWIDE 

T he Retired Racehorse Training Project's events get big¬ 
ger and bigger-the newest, the Thoroughbred Makeover, 
reaches out on a national level to showcase the talents of 
off-the-track Thoroughbreds. 

Twenty-six horses and their 26 trainers will participate in 
RRTP's Thoroughbred Makeover, representing 14 states from 
coast-to-coast, as well as Canada. The current project requires 
each trainer to select an ex-racehorse who has had no training 
for a second career, but must have a tattoo and be positively 
identified with pedigree and a race record. The trainers will 
work with their horses throughout the summer in preparation 
for a public appearance at the RRTP Thoroughbred Makeover 
and National Symposium Oct. 5-6 at Pimlico Race Course in 
Baltimore. Each trainer will chronicle the training process on the 
RRTP website. 

The Davidsonville, Md.-based RRTP, a non-profit dedicated 
to increasing demand for Thoroughbreds off the track, received 
142 applications. The applicants were professionals, amateurs 
and juniors and specialized in 10 equestrian disciplines. 

“We were overwhelmed not only by the number of 
applicants, but also by the high quality, the diversity and the 
passion of these trainers," said RRTP President Steuart Pittman. 
“These are the people who work hard every single day educating 
these magnificent animals to ensure that their futures are secure." 

The Thoroughbred Makeover is not a “trainer challenge." 
RRTP notes that “There will be no single winner and there will 
be no losers." 

According to RRTP, each trainer will do a demonstration on 
the Saturday of the symposium before a large audience and a 
panel of judges. Judges will comment on the rides, and trainers 
will be given an opportunity to speak about the progress of their 
horses. 

Each trainer who appears with a horse at the symposium 
will be presented with a check for $1,000 to recognize the work 
they have done. These funds were gifted by a member of the 
RRTP board of directors as her response to the national call 
for 26 Acts of Kindness in response to the Newtown, Conn., 
shootings. 

The National Symposium will also feature demonstrations, 
educational seminars and discussions on topics relevant to the 
farms, individuals and organizations across the country that 
provide the bridge for racehorses to move into second careers.

1965, he travelled to Aintree and 
won the most grueling test of all, 
the English Grand National. 





CIGAR 

The superstar retired as the richest 
North American runner of all time 
with $9,999,815. He won 16 
straight-10 Grade Is-and the 
Eclipse Award for Horse of 
the Year in 1995 and '96. 


ELKRIDGE 

No Maryland-bred has won more 
stakes races than this famed 
steeplechaser of the 1940s and 1950s. 
He won 27 stakes from 123 starts. 


POLITELY 

A dominating presence in the distaff 
handicap division in the late 1960s, 
she carried 131 pounds to victory in 
stakes company and twice won the 
Matchmaker Stakes in record time. 



SAFELY KEPT 

The first Maryland-bred to win 
a Breeders' Cup trophy (for the 
Sprint in 1990), she was honored 
with the Eclipse Award over 
males in 1989. The 22-time stakes 
winner earned $2,194,206.

The gallant gelding was a stakes 
performer through age 11 and retired 
in 1961 as the richest Maryland-bred 
with $803,615 for his career. He won 
or placed in 51 stakes in 110 starts. 



GALLORETTE 

One of the greatest racemares 
in history, she regularly beat 
the best handicap males in 
the country in the 1940s. 


TWIXT 

Averaging nearly 18 starts per 
year, winning 18 stakes and 
placing in another 19 over four 
seasons, she was twice named 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year.

PENSIONERS ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



I n the German fairy tale “Hansel and 
Gretel” published by the Brothers 
Grimm in the early 19th century, the 
story comes to a happy ending when 
Hansel and his sister return safely to their 
father at their childhood home. At Lazy 
Lane Farm in Upper ville, Va., in February 
2006, a similar scene played out when 
Hansel’s equine namesake journeyed back 
from Japan. 

Lazy Lane manager Frank Shipp was 
there that day and for all the landmark 
days in Hansel’s life. In fact, it was Shipp 
who first spotted Hansel as a yearling 
in 1989. He and trainer Frank Brothers 
were at the Kentucky farm of breeder 
Marvin Little Jr. when the striking bay 
Virginia-bred son of Woodman—Count 
On Bonnie, by Dancing Count, caught 
their attention. 

“He was a good looking guy” Shipp 
said. “I fell in love with him right there. He 
was purchased at Keeneland September 
for $150,000. For a first-year stallion who 
stood for $12,500 or whatever (Woodman) 
stood for then—that was a pretty good price.” 

The dark bay colt with the megawatt 
blaze learned his earliest lessons at Lazy 
Lane before going on to Texas for his 
on-track training and then to Brothers’ 
barn. The horse’s debut win at Arlington 


Park on June 7, 1990, was so impressive 
that Brothers next stepped him up to 
stakes company in the Tremont Stakes-G3 
at Belmont. That win earned him a spot 
in the gate at Monmouth three weeks 
later in the Grade 2 Sapling, where Hansel 
was handed his first defeat, finishing third 
behind the Wayne Lukas-trained Deposit 
Ticket. Hansel chased that one home 
again just two weeks later in Saratoga’s 
Hopeful-Gl, this time closing the gap 
to finish second. In his last freshman 
start that September, Hansel returned to 
Arlington Park and scored in the Arlington- 
Washington Futurity-G2. 

In 1991, Hansel hit the Triple Crown 
trail in Florida as a legitimate Derby 
contender. He finished fifth in Fly So 
Free’s Fountain of Youth Stakes-G2, but 
rebounded to finish third a month later 
in the Florida Derby-Gl. Sent to Turfway 
Park two weeks later, Hansel and Jerry 
Bailey captured the Jim Beam Stakes-G2, 
then steamrolled into Keeneland to snag 
the Lexington-G2 by 9 lengths. 

His spring campaign was enough 
to stamp him the favorite in the 1991 
Kentucky Derby, but it was not to be. 
Hansel was a well beaten 10th, with chart 
notes stating that he “gave way readily.” 


“It wasn’t traffic, I can tell you that,” 
Shipp remembered. “He just had an off 
day for whatever reason. I don’t know that 
his work the week before was the best of 
his career, either. But you know—woulda, 
coulda, shoulda. He had a bad race that day 
and then he never had another one.” 

No, he certainly didn’t. 

At Pimlico in the Preakness, Hansel 
was dominant, besting the field by 7 
lengths. Derby winner Strike the Gold 
nearly ran him down in the Belmont, but 
Hansel dug in and fought him off by a 
he ad-giving Hansel two-thirds of the 
Triple Crown. Next came a third in the 
Haskell Invitational-Gl before Brothers 
ventured to Saratoga for the Travers-Gl. 

“Frankie told me the day of the Travers 
when he was in the paddock—he said ‘This 
horse is doing really well and he’ll run well 
today. But the next race after this will be 
his best race,’ ” Shipp said. But after losing 
by a neck to Corporate Report, Hansel was 
vanned off with a bowed tendon. He never 
ran again. “Talk about a heartbreaker.. . to 
hear that and have that happen right after 
the race.” 

After only 14 starts, Hansel’s record was 
7-2-3 with $2,936,586 earned. Within weeks, 
owner Joe Allbritton had offers for stud 
duty. Hansel was sold to Gainsborough 
Stud, with Lazy Lane retaining breeding 
rights. Softening the blow of the colt’s 
abrupt and early retirement was the Eclipse 
Award as the top 3-year-old colt of 1991. 

Hansel stood in Kentucky for six years 
before relocating to Questroyal Stud in 
New York for two seasons. When the 
stallion was sold to Japanese interests in 
2000, Allbritton made it known that he 
would like to have the horse back upon his 
retirement from stud duty. At the end of 
2005, those wheels were put into motion. 

Shipp explained the logistics: “There 
was a 14-hour time difference and a huge 
language barrier involved in getting him 
back here. It took some help to get it done. 
That’s a long trip; the plane had to stop 
in Alaska to refuel and then he had to be 
quarantined in New York for 48 hours. 
And there are federal regulations regarding 
returning breeding stallions. Depending 
on which country they come from, they 
have to be quarantined for a while and 
then test bred, and the mares they are bred 
to have to be tested for CEM (contagious 
equine metritis). It takes about six weeks, 
but we were able to do that part of it here 
at Lazy Lane.” 
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Requirements fulfilled, Hansel settled 
back into life at Lazy Lane as if he’d never 
left. “We put him in the paddock, he ran 
around for about three minutes, put his 
head down and started eating grass and has 
been doing that ever since.” 

So special was the horse that Lazy Lane 
purchased the Polish Navy mare Rixa 
expressly to breed to Hansel. “She had 
five Hansels,” Shipp explained. “There was 
one year we donated a couple of seasons 
to Virginia Tech’s research center over at 
Middleburg. We let them breed to him. So 
I know there are a couple of fillies from 
that program, but I don’t think any of 
them made the races. Almost all of ours 
did.” 

While there was a bit of interest in 
Hansel upon his return to Virginia, All- 
britton didn’t want to put the horse 
through the rigors of commercial breeding 
and felt that the numbers didn’t realistically 
support offering him publicly. 

Rixa’s first two offspring, Rixa Marie 
(2007) and Helicopter Ace (2008), were 
winners. Her 2009 gelding was injured as 
a youngster and now has a loving home as 
a pleasure horse. Bonnie Rose, foaled in 
2010, won her first start for Lazy Lane and 
A1 Stall on March 27 at the Fair Grounds 
and was third in a starter allowance on the 
turf at Arlington Park in late May. Shipp 
believes that the best might be Rixa’s 
2-year-old, a gelding named Hunterwood, 
who will eventually go to Stall. The very 
last Hansel foal was born in 2012 to the 
Mineshaft mare Kate C., also owned by 
Lazy Lane. 

“It’s interesting,” Shipp said, “that all 
of his stakes winners were sired in the 
U.S., and none while he was in Japan.” 
Among his top runners were Guided Tour, 
Quantum Merit, Magellan and Prince of 
Thieves in the United States, Fruits of 
Love in England and Dubai, and French 
champion Loving Claim. 

Hansel’s world is a beautiful tucked- 
away parcel of Lazy Lane with a barn he 
has all to himself -by choice. ‘We tried 
to put somebody in the paddock next to 
him but it didn’t really agree with him. He 
couldn’t setde into that. So he’s very happy 
the way he is. And he doesn’t look like a 
25-year-old horse.” 

Allbritton died late last year, but his 
widow Barbara spends time at the farm 
and the racing/breeding side of Lazy Lane 
continues. In addition to Hansel, farm 
residents include his son Blaze and Blues 
(winner of the 2000 Woodlawn Stakes at 
Pimlico) and five-time breeding partner 


Rixa. Cared for by grooms Jimmy Pierce 
and Tony Byington among other Laze 
Lane staffers, Hansel still gets plenty of 
visitors. 

One gentleman from Chicago stopped 
by recently, informing Shipp that visiting 
the stallion “was on his Bucket List.” A 
couple from Pennsylvania who have family 
in the Upperville area come to see him 
several times a year, always with his much 
coveted carrots. And his former partner 
Jerry Bailey spent a long afternoon with 
Hansel earlier this year. “He was on his way 
to Florida, stopped here and spent about 3 
to 4 hours with him. He took some video 


of him out in the paddock and sent it to 
his wife,” Shipp said. 

With the death of Deputed Testamony 
last year, Hansel is the oldest winner of 
a Triple Crown race. And appreciates the 
attention. 

“He absolutely knows how special he 
is. It’s incredible, the presence that he has. 
There’s something they call ‘the look of 
eagles’—you don’t see it very often, but he’s 
got it.” #

Derby winner 
harkens back 
to faith in racing 


T he party at heaven's Reading Room 
must have been something. 

Smart Janney Jr. and his wife 
Barbara were there. Her mother, Gladys, 
led the toasts. Ogden Phipps held court 
at a corner table, proud of his nephew 
and son. Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, Frank 
Whiteley and Charlie Hadry sat on the 
porch and told stories. 

They talked about Bold Ruler, Bold 
Irish, Shenanigans, Ruffian, Easy Goer, 
Private Terms, maybe even good old 
Winton. 

The 2013 Kentucky Derby brought 
a result that should have confirmed the 
passion of anyone in Thoroughbred 
racing. Orb's win, for Smart Janney III 
and the Phipps Stable, struck a blow for 
doing things the old-fashioned way—for 
breeding, for patience, for longevity, for 
only running when you think you've got 
a chance, for believing in (and sticking to) 
a plan. 

Gladys Mills Phipps and her brother 
Ogden Mills, racing as Wheatley Stable, 
built a powerhouse racing operation 
trained by Hall of Famers Fitzsimmons 
and Eddie Neloy. Wheatley won its first 
race in 1926, campaigned the likes of 
Bold Ruler, What a Pleasure, Misty Morn. 
More important than any of Wheatley's 
wins, the stable began the still-thriving 
Phipps family racing and breeding 
program now in its fourth generation. 

Orb paid homage to that legacy, with 
an electric, powerful, mud-splattered 
charge home in the Derby May 4. Trained 
by Hall of Famer Shug McGaughey for 
Marylander Smart Janney III and the 
Phipps Stable, the bay 3-year-old owes his 
lineage to Gladys Phipps. 

She gave her daughter, Barbara 
Phipps Janney, the mare Bold Irish. She 
was bred by Claiborne Farm —still the 
family's choice for bloodstock advice 
and care today—and was given as a way 
to help Barbara's husband Smart Janney 
Jr. expand his Thoroughbred thoughts 
to flat racing. Janney was an amateur 
steeplechase jockey and foxhunter in 
Maryland. He won the famed Maryland 
Hunt Cup four times, including a triple 
with the incomparable Winton before and 
after World War II. 

The Janneys, who lived at Locust Hill 
Farm in Butler, took to their new pursuit. 


A foal of 1948, Bold Irish produced 
Shenanigans, a Maryland-bred daughter 
of the great Native Dancer (who stood 
at nearby Sagamore Farm) in 1963. 
Shenanigans became a producer of 
greatness many times over. Her sons 
Icecapade and Buckfinder were major 
winners and sires. Her daughter Ruffian, 
of course, flashed like a comet on 
racing-winning her first 10 starts for 
Whiteley before being tragically injured 
in a match race with Foolish Pleasure 
in 1975. Fate has a way of tempering 
tragedy, and came through with 
Laughter—the only surviving daughter 
of Shenanigans. Ruffian's older half- 
sister, by Bold Ruler, produced Grade 1 
winner, millionaire and future sire Private 
Terms (trained by Hadry). In addition, 
her sons Blue Ensign, Light Spirits and 
Dover Ridge all won stakes and became 
sires. Laughter's stakes-winning daughter 
Steel Maiden produced Black-Eyed Susan 
winner Mesabi Maiden, who produced 
Lady Liberty. She never won a stakes, 
but did something her esteemed relatives 
couldn't do, produce a Kentucky Derby 
winner-the first for the Phipps family. 

That's seven generations of 
Thoroughbreds-spanning some 65 years 
from the birth of Bold Irish to Orb's 
Derby victory. 

What's the point of all this history? 
That it matters. Racing is built on such 
legacies, whether you're a Phipps or a 
Phillips, a Janney or a Jones. And at a root 
level, the sport counts on them for the 
production of Thoroughbreds that make 
the game go. 

Breeders do research, study pedigrees, 
get advice, make decisions-yet still take 
great leaps of faith on the inexact process 
of nature. 

You can do all the work you want, 
but it still might not result in success. If 
Laughter was born a colt. Orb may not 
have happened. If Gladys Phipps had 
given her daughter a mare other than 
Bold Irish, Orb may not have happened. 

If Shenanigans spooked from a tractor 
or colicked or got kicked in the field, Orb 
may not have happened. 

The variables can be staggering, but so 
can the rewards. ^

A return to Glory 

Veterans Stevens , Lukas ride magic 
of Oxbow back to top of the game

“w: 


hat’s different?” 

Jerry Bailey asked Gary Stevens the question 
Friday before the Preakness as the two Hall of 
Fame jockeys—one retired and one recently un-retired—met in 
the kitchen of the Pimlico jocks’ room. 


Stevens shook his head, shrugged, 
‘Nothing’s different. Just riding races .” 

Bailey shook his head, “What about the 
urgency?” 

Stevens nodded his head, smirked, “Oh, 
there is no urgency None 

A day later, the 50-year-old rode the 
Preakness Stakes-G1 without urgency, 
melting Oxbow from the gate, nursing him 
on the lead, ricocheting eight runners 
behind him like socks in a dryer and steal¬ 
ing an easy win in the second leg of the 
Triple Crown May 18. The Derby winner 
Orb sputtered from the rail, winding up a 
non-threatening fourth, derailing yet 
another Triple Crown bid in Baltimore. 
Two weeks of hype, two minutes of dismay. 

Trained by D. Wayne Lukas and owned 
by Brad Kelley’s Calumet Farm, Oxbow 
rebounded from finishing sixth in the 
Derby—reversing a 9%-length drubbing 
by Orb —to win for the third time in 
his career. For Stevens, it was his third 
Preakness victory, ninth tally in a Triple 
Crown race —first since 2001. For Lukas, 
77, it was his sixth Preakness triumph, 14th 
Triple Crown victory, first since 2000. 

“They’re all special because they were 
all with a different client. The key, if 


you’re training horses, try to win one every 
once in a while for a new guy/’ Lukas 
said. “We’ve got a new guy in Brad Kelley 
at Calumet, and that is just the good eco¬ 
nomics of it. You give that guy that special 
moment to stand up there with his daugh¬ 
ter and to know that he was watching at 
home and put Calumet, who we all know 
that name, back on the front pages of the 
racing publications is very special. I’m so 
happy for him just to have the opportunity 
to represent him.” 

Kelley, a self-made billionaire who 
made his fortune producing discount ciga¬ 
rettes, began racing horses under Bluegrass 
Hall in 2009. He bought the venerable 
Calumet Farm for $36 million in May 2012. 
Oxbow became the eighth Preakness win¬ 
ner for Calumet, the first under Kelley’s 
stewardship. 

Amid his own exploits, Calumet’s legacy 
and Kelley’s investment, Lukas knew what 
won the 2013 Preakness Stakes. 

“We got a Hall of Fame ride,” he said, 
after surpassing Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons 
for the most Triple Crown victories. 

Inducted into racing’s Hall of Fame 
in 1997, Stevens retired in 2005. Citing 
knee pain-and realizing later it was simply 


burnout—the Idaho native tried endeavors 
like a teenager tries personalities. In no 
particular order, he trained horses, dabbled 
as a jock’s agent, tried domestic life, drank 
too much, ate too much, starred in the 
short-lived HBO series Luck and did his 
best work as a racing analyst for HRTV 
and NBC. All the while, eight trunks of 
tack sat in his California garage, untouched 
but unmovable, the man in him saying he 
was finished, the jockey in him saying he 
wasn’t. 

After years of soul-searching and 
months of weight-shedding, Stevens 
returned to riding races in January. It didn’t 
take long. “The racing hasn’t changed. Not 
for me. I’m seeing things in slow motion 
again, which is great. It took awhile for that 
to come back and it’s just coming back, but 
it’s there,” Stevens said in March. Business 
began to be there as well, perhaps not to 
the level of the glory days, but it returned. 
Saturday trainers Lukas, Tom Proctor and 
Richard Mandella, to name a few, began 
to believe. 

Lukas called in January. 

“He put me on my first Derby winner 
and he was one of the first to call this 
time,” said Stevens, who guided the Lukas- 
trained Winning Colors to win his first 
Derby in 1988. “He called and said ‘I have 
a colt for you. His name is Oxbow.’ And 
here we are.” 

It took awhile. Bred in Kentucky by 
Richard Santulli’s Colts Neck Stable, the 
gray son of Awesome Again enticed Eddie 
Kane to bid $250,000 for Kelley’s Bluegrass 
Hall at the Keeneland September Yearling 
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Jockey Gary Stevens exulted as Oxbow crossed the finish line with an upset victory in the Preakness 
Stakes, second leg of the Triple Crown. The moment brought the names of Hall of Tamers Stevens 
and trainer D. Wayne Lukas, plus owner Calumet Farm, back to the Pimlico infield winner’s circle. 


Sale in 2011. Consigned by Burleson 
Farms, Oxbow is out of Tizamazing, an 
unraced full-sister to two-time Horse of 
the Year Tiznow, $2.8 million earner Bud- 
royale and stakes winners Tizdubai and 
Tizbud. Pedigree? At the time of his pur¬ 
chase, Oxbow’s pedigree page didn’t reach 
the third dam. 

Lukas unveiled Oxbow, a full-brother 
to stakes winner Awesome Patriot, for 
his career debut at Saratoga. Sent off at 
22-1, he raced awkwardly, lost contact with 
his six rivals and jockey Junior Alvarado 
pulled him up. Two months later, he faded 
to finish fourth in a 7-furlong maiden at 
Keeneland. Thirteen days later, he tired 


again, finishing third at Churchill Downs. 
He graduated at Churchill in his fourth 
start, failed to threaten in his stakes debut 
in the CashCall Futurity-Gl in December. 
In January, with Jon Court aboard, he 
broke out with an 11 -length win in the 
LeComte Stakes-G3 before finishing 
fourth in the Risen Star-G2, both at Fair 
Grounds. Shipped west, he finished sec¬ 
ond to stablemate Will Take Charge—beat¬ 
en a head—in the Rebel-G2 at Oaklawn 
Park for Mike Smith. 

Kelley likes his horses to race and 
Lukas likes to race his horses. In April, 
Stevens became Oxbow’s seventh jock¬ 
ey. Rating from an outside post in the 
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Preakness Stakes-GI

Arkansas Derby-Gl, they finished fifth. 
Stevens stuck with him for the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl (he didn’t have a lot of choices) 
where they showed tenacity at least, beat¬ 
ing 13 rivals but were no match to the Shug 
McGaughey-trained Orb. 

Undeterred, Lukas did what he’s done 
throughout his career, fined up and took 
another swing, aiming Oxbow, Will Take 
Charge and Titletown Five at the Preakness. 
As Lukas says, if you want a guy who’s 
going to play zone, he’s not your man. He 
kept Oxbow in full-court press and went 
into the Preakness full of confidence. 

“I thought he had the best day of the 
spring (Friday). The gallop boy that gal¬ 
lops him all the time was on him and I 
said that is the best he ever looked,” Lukas 
said. “He just seemed like he was in the 
zone, relaxed, got over the track. He can 
get aggressive in the morning. He’s not an 
easy horse to train at all. He’s so aggressive. 
You think you’re doing too much every 
single day with him, but the good ones 
sometimes do that.” 

Five days before the Preakness, Stevens 
breezed Oxbow at Churchill Downs, 
going an easy half mile, galloping out five- 
eighths. It was routine, nothing exciting, 
but Stevens felt the headstrong colt relax 
and listen to his cues, taking a deep breath 
for the first time in months. If he could 


offer those options again, Stevens felt like 
the Preakness was possible, at least. 

“Look, I’m not saying he’s going to beat 
the other horse,” Stevens said about Orb, 
the day before the Preakness. “But, I can 
tell you, that was his best work, by far. We 
didn’t want anything fast, but I got him 
to the pole better and he waited for me. 
That’s huge.” 

Breaking from stall 6 in the field of 
nine, Oxbow bumped with Will Take 
Charge from his outside before Stevens 
nudged for a couple of strides, clearing 
Departing and Titletown Five and match¬ 
ing strides with Goldencents. As they went 
past the wire, Stevens checked over his left 
shoulder to see what Keven Krigger was 
doing on Goldencents. Krigger abstained, 
Stevens pounced, nudging again, allowing 
Oxbow to stroll to the lead, about four 
lanes off the rail. 

After a deep breath and a quarter- 
mile in 23.94 seconds, Oxbow led 
Goldencents by 2 lengths, Titletown Five 
and Itsmyluckyday found comfortable 
spots in third and fourth as Orb tracked 
in fifth, just 5 lengths off the lead, com¬ 
pared to the 20-length gap he relished in 
the Derby two weeks earlier. Straightening 
down the backstretch, Joel Rosario angled 
Orb off the deep rail and into a clear lane, 
outside Titletown Five, as Stevens doled 


out another easy split and Oxbow took 
another deep breath, going a half-mile in 
48.60. Applying just enough pressure to 
the reins for support rather than restraint, 
Stevens rocked atop Oxbow’s withers as 
Rosario tried to maneuver for a clear run 
down the backside. 

When you’re the Derby winner, from 
the rail, in a short field, behind a slow pace, 
it’s not your moves, it’s the countermoves. 
“They’ll be looking for me, it’ll be differ¬ 
ent this time,” Rosario said before the 
Preakness. It was. As Rosario slid between 
Titletown Five and Itsmyluckyday, Julien 
Leparoux asked for a lead change on 
Titletown Five and urged him past Orb. 
Ranging to within 2 lengths of Oxbow, 
suddenly Orb was in traffic, in trouble. 
Oxbow strolled the first three-quarters 
of a mile in 1:13.26. The dog had been 
walked. Goldencents tracked to his out¬ 
side, Itsmyluckyday stalked, clear in third. 
Titletown Five ran interference from 
the rail. Departing and Govenor Charlie 
stacked up on the outside. Mylute began 
to swell from the back. Orb was out of 
his orb, reefing from third to seventh as 
Oxbow re-broke on the front end. 

For Stevens, the hard part—getting 
Oxbow to relax—was over. Now, for the 
easy part, taking advantage of the havoc he 
had wreaked. Just breezing a horse, a sharp 
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three-eighths, get him light on his feet, 
squeeze him into the bridle, punch him to 
his right lead and enjoy the ride. Whether a 
jockey is 20 or 50, that's natural. 

Still well off the rail, Oxbow eased 
past the three-eighths pole, Stevens still 
motionless, like he was counting sheep 
in Oxbow's ear. Nearing the quarter pole, 
Stevens sensed the low bridge, crouching 
lower and asking for separation. Oxbow 
jumped into the bridle, spurting clear, 
clearer as he opened up on Itsmyluckyday 
and Mylute who had separated from 
Orb, Departing and the laborers. Into 
the stretch, Stevens threw a cross, turned 
his whip over and urged Oxbow with 18 
right-handed flicks —his elbow fluttering 
like a pennant in the breeze, just like old 
times. Oxbow stayed true to the task, win¬ 
ning by 1 %-lengths over Itsmyluckyday 
and Mylute. Orb passed tired horses to be 
a non-threatening fourth. Oxbow finished 
l 3 /i6 miles in 1:57.54. 

Stevens rose in his irons, a stride before 
the wire and then popped up and punched 
the air, once, twice, three times. Comeback 
complete. The hard work, the doubt, the 
demons slipping away as Oxbow legiti¬ 
mized a boy's desire to be a man, a man's 
desire to be a boy. Winners win. Riders ride. 

“This is why I came back," Stevens said, 
moments after winning his third Preakness. 

This is why he left the comfort of 
home, the normalcy of mid-life, the steadi- j 
ness of a Friday paycheck to be a recluse i 
at a fitness center near Seattle, Wash. 
Stevens made the decision to come back 
last September, and began walking five 
miles a day. After working his television 
job at the Breeders' Cup in November, he 
moved to Pegasus Training Center near 
Seattle. Best known for its connection 
to champion Blind Luck, Pegasus is an 
equine rehabilitation and training center 
owned by preeminent heart surgeon Dr. 
Mark DeDomenico. Stevens used the 100- 
acre farm as a base for his re turn-living in 
a guest house on the property, getting fit 
in rigorous workouts he compared to boot 
camp and, eventually, getting on horses 
again far from the glare of Santa Anita or 
another racetrack. 

“The toughest part of the comeback 
was when we got all the logistics worked 
out and I left, five days after the Breeders' 
Cup and went up to Seattle," Stevens said. 
“I had prepared myself, both mentally and 
physically, but I got up there and it was 
hardcore."

This is why he stopped drinking alcohol. 
Stevens has long been the guy who sits 
down with friends after the races - to catch 
up, talk shop, laugh, tell stories, relax and 
unwind—over a beer. Those days are over, 
or at least, on hold. 

“I was drinking entirely way too much. 
Too much time on my hands. I couldn't see 
myself going into a rehab, blaming other 
people, sitting around," Stevens said. “The 
cool thing about the diet I went through, 
it was mandatory that you don't drink, the 
diet wouldn't work with any alcohol at all. 
I'm not on any bandwagon or anything 
else, but I'm not going to do what I had 
done in the past. I'm not 25 years old, even 
35 years old. Yeah, you can function, but 
do you want to function at the highest level 
or do you just want to function? I want to 
function at a high level." 


This is why he hired a nutritionist, a 
physical trainer, a sports psychologist; this 
is why he threw up in a trashcan. 

“I had gone through one set of the 
workout, my trainer said go get a drink of 
water. I said ‘I don't want a drink of water.' 
He said, ‘I'm telling you to go get a drink 
of water.' I said, ‘I'm going to puke if I 
drink any water.’ He said, T said go get a 
drink of water, there's a trashcan next to it.' 
I went over and got a drink of water and 
puked in the trashcan. I guess when I was 
over there, he told my friend, ‘I can't get 
this guy to holler uncle, but I've made him 
puke twice.' It was two months of that. I 
appreciate that stuff, I love that stuff." 

This is why he risked his reputation. 
Sure, his wife Angie supported his decision, 
old friends Mike Smith and Mike Puhich 
rallied and long-retired comrades tike 
Laffit Pincay Jr. and Eddie Delahoussaye 
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told him they would do it if they could, 
but those are friends, Stevens risked public 
embarrassment, public failure. 

“There are critics. In this game, you have 
to have a thick skin,” Stevens said. “I think 
everybody was skeptical when I came back 
until they all saw how serious I was taking 
it. Even in this jocks' room, you're not 
friends with everybody, you put up with 
people because you have to, it's a small 
room here. It's a small room in every jocks' 
room in the world.” 

This is why he tested himself. 

“I'm not going to BS you, I felt that 
pressure when I came back,” Stevens said. 

“You know when you come back from an 
injury, you feel like you've got to prove 
yourself all over again, no matter what, 
you always came back with a bit of pres¬ 
sure, ‘Hey, I've got to show them that I'm 
not hurting, I'm still game, I'll go through

those holes and ride my race and do what 
I did when I was a kid.' It was no different 
this time around, maybe more so, because 
I'm in the Hall of Fame and people are 
saying, What is this guy doing? Why is he 
coming back?' I put a lot of pressure on 
myself for this comeback.” 

This is why he stirred his demons. 

“Deep down inside I was lying to myself,” 
Stevens said. “I told everybody, including 
myself, ‘I'm done. I'm done.' I had all this 
tack, I told my wife, ‘No, you can't get rid 
of that. No, you can't get rid of that.' In 
the back of my mind, I was saying, You 
never know. Never say never.' Now, I'm 
a free spirit, taking advantage of what's 
being offered.” 

The weeks leading up to the Derby and 
the Preakness tried Stevens. After moving 
his tack to Keeneland for the spring meet 
(he won three races, a decent showing for 


the competitive stand), Stevens transferred 
to Churchill Downs where things slowed. 
Mounts were scarce, winners were non¬ 
existent. Oxbow trained poorly, worked 
aggressively, Stevens looked like a man 
doing what he had to do, not what he loved 
to do. Comebacks are touchy. Questioning 
comebacks is worse. 

Oxbow managed to run well in the 
Derby, securing an inside spot, moving 
through on the rail to reach the front 
before giving way late. In the seven years 
Stevens sat in a television booth instead of 
a saddle, he missed that moment when the 
race is in the balance, when anything's pos¬ 
sible. It's irreplaceable. At the least. Oxbow 
provided it, for a moment, in the Derby. 

“I had a great run, a great position. I 
secured a great spot on the rail, he was 
relishing the muddy track, he was loving it 
down there,” Stevens said. “I'll tell you what,

approaching the quarter pole, I had an 
inside spot, I got through, I had a big smile 
on my face, saying Tm going to win this 
thing again/ As soon as we turned in the 
stretch, I was immediately attacked, but Til 
tell you what, this colt, he’s all fight, he 
never chucked it in, just kept plugging away” 
Two weeks later, the over-achieving 
colt kept plugging to win the Preakness, 
giving Stevens his first Triple Crown vic¬ 
tory since Point Given’s Belmont Stakes 
in 2001 and snapping Orb’s two-week joy 
ride. In the two minutes of the Kentucky 
Derby, Orb justified the life’s work for 
McGaughey, owners Stuart Janney III and 
Phipps Stable. The sport’s ultimate purists, 
they ventured to Chur dull Downs with a 
horse they believed belonged and he domi¬ 
nated 18 rivals. Everything fell into place. 
Two weeks later, nothing fell into place as 
Stevens played puppet master in a race that 


so often slays the Derby choreographer. 
Once again, the Preakness played the toll 
booth, the money went in but the arm 
didn’t raise. Everything that felt so right, 
suddenly went so wrong as Orb failed to 
elicit even a moment of expectation in a 
surreal running of the race. 

As Stevens and Lukas explained dieir 
career reclamations in a press conference 
in the infield, McGaughey stood along 
the outside rail, answering questions, his 
wonderment the same as everybody else’s, 
maybe it was the rail, maybe Orb had a bad 
day, maybe something will show up later, 
maybe it wasn’t meant to be. 

Finally, reporters released him and 
McGaughey began to walk back to the 
Pimlico stakes barn. A fan yelled his name 
and tepidly held out a red Sharpie and 
a baseball hat with Orb embla 2 oned on 
the front. McGaughey stopped, took the 


pen and scribbled his name across the bill. 
Another fan lifted a straw hat off his head 
and handed it to McGaughey, he signed 
that. Another fan leaned and handed 
McGaughey a white Polo baseball hat, he 
signed that. Each time, his scrawl became 
more scribble than signature. McGaughey 
checked for any other requests, put the cap 
back on the pen and clicked it shut. 

McGaughey turned and began the long, 
lonely walk along the outside rail to go see 
Orb, the vanquished Derby winner. 

“I don’t know what happened, he just 
got down there where he wasn’t com¬ 
fortable...” McGaughey said. “M wake 
up tomorrow and I’ll be fine. I’m disap¬ 
pointed, but I’ll be fine. We know the game, 
we’ve been disappointed before.” 

MeGaughey was disappointed—two 
weeks of euphoria over. Stevens was 
delighted— seven years of exile over. 
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Taking His Turn 

Orb delivers Derby win for old-school trio 
of McGaughey, Janney, Phipps

WINNER 
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S hug McGaughey, bracing against the rain, stepped onto the muddy 
track at Churchill Downs, paused, then turned. 

“You know it rained here once before when I had the favorite, 
maybe they owe me one,” McGaughey said, before making the long, 
thoughtful walk along the outside rail at Churchill Downs, hours before 
the 2013 Kentucky Derby. 


Walking with his son, Chip, McGaughey 
buttoned a khaki windbreaker over his 
sport coat and began the trek from the 
chaos on the frontside to the solitude of 
the backside of the old racetrack. The Hall 
of Fame trainer had more confidence this 
time, knowing that Orb had trained well 
on a sloppy track and had flourished all 
winter and spring. But, that walk will make 
anybody think—about horses, about life. 

For a trainer, the walk can be haunted 
by old demons. For McGaughey, none 
are bigger than the day in 1989 he came, 
locked and loaded, with Easy Goer, only to 
be felled in the rain. Sunday Silence turned 
into Saturday Silence. McGaughey walked 
through the mud, thinking about that 
squandered opportunity, one that left an 
indelible, burning mark on the Kentucky 
native. It took 24 years for McGaughey to 
return with one who breathed the same air 
as Easy Goer. 

“Don’t ever let anybody think I don’t 
want to be competing in the Triple Crown,” 
McGaughey said about the prospect of 
winning his first Derby. “I think my name’s 
on one of them ” 

Orb etched it in stone May 4, winning 
the historic Grade 1 for McGaughey, own¬ 
ers/breeders Smart Janney III and the 
Phipps Stable, anyone who believes history 
matters in Thoroughbred racing. 

From stall 16, the light-moving bay 
colt broke a step slower than Charming 
Kitten on his inside and Will Take Charge 
on his outside and instantly began to slide 
toward the rail, finding a comfortable spot 
in 16th, only four wide after a furlong. 
Farther back than what McGaughey and 
jockey Joel Rosario expected, Orb loped 
comfortably, outside, on his own as Palace 
Malice stoked the pace, burning through a 
quarter mile in 22.57 seconds. Santa Anita 
Derby-Gl winner Goldencents pressed, 
LeComte Stakes-G3 winner Oxbow kept 
his position on the inside, once-beaten 
Vyjack pulled his way to the pace from the 
outside, undefeated Verrazano danced in 
the ring of fire. 

All the while, Orb galloped along in the 
clear, bouncing off the sloppy but firm 


surface-McGaughey compared it to the 
wet sand, hardened by waves, at the edge 
of the ocean. Aboard Orb for the sixth 
time but first since January, Rosario sat, 
content and confident, with only Mylute, 
Revolutionary and Java’s War behind him 
as the field began to stretch out after a tor¬ 
rid half mile in :45.33. Into the turn, the 
leaders began dropping like plastic ducks in 
a shooting gallery as Normandy Invasion 
swept to the lead and Orb ignited, going 
from 17th at the three-quarter mark to 
fifth after a mile. 

Orb, Will Take Charge and Mylute 
closed from the outside, Golden Soul and 
Revolutionary threaded their way through 
on the rail, they were the only ones run¬ 
ning. Orb brushed away Will Take Charge 
at the top of the stretch and aimed at 
Normandy Invasion. Nearing the eighth 
pole, Rosario pulled his whip through to 
his left hand and slapped Orb, maybe four 
times, and then hand-rode the 5-1 favorite 
to the wire to win by 2 ¥z lengths, going 1 Va 
miles in 2:02.89. Golden Soul, at 34-1, fin¬ 
ished second as second-choice Revolu¬ 
tionary and Calvin Borel went around just 
one horse while rallying to be third. Nor¬ 
mandy Invasion faded to fourth, a head in 
front of Mylute. Oxbow wound up sixth, 
the best of any horse in the fray early The 
rest came home on their own time, like kids 
being called to dinner after a summer base¬ 
ball game. 

Rosario stood tall in his irons and 
pumped his right fist to the sky. Orb’s ears 
fluttered in the wind as the jockey patted 
him on the neck and fist-bumped Robby 
Albarado aboard Golden Soul. Orb won 
his fifth consecutive race and secured the 
first Derby victory for his owners, trainer 
and jockey. 

As isolated as a trainer can get on Derby 
Day, McGaughey watched the $2 million 
race on television in the horsemen’s lounge 
behind the paddock. Never let them see 
your demons or your dreams. McGaughey 
stood, cross-armed, like he was waiting for 
a red light to change as Orb splashed under 
the wire. McGaughey’s wife Alison leaned 
over and put her arm around his shoulder 
and kissed his head, finally he exhaled, 


accepted congratulations. The bucket list 
had one less entry. 

In the melee of the box seats, Janney 
tried to focus on two things. 

“I wanted to see him come by the stands 
and see whether he was comfortable, strid¬ 
ing out, relaxed and as best I could see he 
was. Then I wanted to see the fractions for 
the quarter and the half and when I saw 
that I kind of figured we were OK,” said 
the Marylander. “Any time in a big race I 
tend to think of all the things that could go 
wrong and think of all the reasons that it’s 
not going to happen. When you finally do 
see the horse get to a point in the stretch 
where you don’t think he can lose then 
you just feel this incredible sense of relief. 
Then I got elated after that.” 

Assistant Jenn Patterson ran onto to the 
rain-soaked track and stood by herself, 
staring down the racetrack, tears streaming, 
hands shaking. Her Orb hat squeezed 
down to her eyebrows, she didn’t know to 
run, leap, stand or cry. She felt the satisfac¬ 
tion of the moment; what she had hoped, 
what she had envisioned, what she had 
dared to believe rained down in clarity. The 
Delaware native hugged a friend, who had 
critiqued her every move from Shawan 
Downs to Churchill Downs for two 
decades, “He did it. He did it. He did it.” 

McGaughey, assistant Robbie Medina, 
Patterson, the Janneys and the Phippses 
eventually converged on the turf to cel¬ 
ebrate -a horse, a legacy. 

Maybe the lords of Derby history did 
owe them one. 

While the rest of the world tries to buy 
a Derby winner, Janney and the Phipps 
family try to create one. 

As Orb galloped out, Janney reflected. 

“The history was there,” he said. ‘You 
had to think about it.” 

In a modern world of breeding for 
profit, Janney and the Phippses breed 
for posterity, believing in their campaign, 
campaigning their beliefs. Orb traces back 
six generations, all the way to Bold Irish, a 
mare bred by Claiborne Farm (who raised 
Orb) and owned by Gladys Mills Phipps’ 
Wheatley Stable. Phipps gave Bold Irish 
to her daughter Barbara and her husband 
Stuart Janney Jr. 

Winner of the Maryland Hunt Cup 
four times, Janney bred and raised home- 
breds from his Butler, Md., base. Bold Irish 
produced Shenanigans, who begat Ruffian, 
Buckfinder, Icecapade and Laughter. The 
only surviving daughter, Laughter pro¬ 
duced Blue Ensign, Dover Ridge, Light 
Spirits, Private Terms and Steel Maiden. 
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The latter raced for Janney's Locust Hill 
Farm and Maryland-based trainer Charlie 
Hadry, finishing second in the 1986 Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes-G2. 

When Smart Janney Jr. died in a car 
accident in 1988, his son sold half of Steel 
Maiden (and others) to his uncle Ogden 
Phipps as a way to stay in the game, pre¬ 
serve the legacy, get some advice, solidify 
the Janney arm of a racing dynasty His 
father played an active role in the stable's 
management, kept most of his mares at 
the Maryland farm and even rode regularly 
until late in his life. 

“I was 40 years old and doing other 
things and not all of those things were 
completely compatible with running a rac¬ 
ing stable," Janney said. “Uncle Ogden's 
offer to be involved in some horses was 
a very good development because I loved 
doing things with him and I respected how 
he managed his stable. It was very condu¬ 
cive to getting me to a point where I could 
figure out if I wanted to do this.” 

He did indeed want to do it, and now 
manages a sizeable racing/breeding opera¬ 
tion headed by 20 broodmares (six owned 
in partnership with the Phipps Stable). A 
daughter of Damascus and Laughter, Steel 
Maiden produced 1996 Black-Eyed Susan 
winner Mesabi Maiden. She in turn pro¬ 
duced Lady Liberty who produced Orb. 


Bold Irish to Shenanigans to Laughter 
to Steel Maiden to Mesabi Maiden to Lady 
Liberty to Orb. Now, that's a homebred. 

“Mesabi Maiden was terrific, she was 
a really attractive mare by Cox's Ridge. I 
would have said that she could have been 
the best broodmare ever and (Claiborne's) 
Seth Hancock thought the same thing,” 
Janney said. “We'd go down there and look 
at her and say ‘She's got all that pedigree, 
she's beautiful.' And she didn't really do 
anything particularly special. Lady Liberty 
was her best.” 

The daughter of Unbridled won four 
races, but failed to earn black type in eight 
stakes attempts, finishing fourth in two 
Grade 3 races. Undaunted, Janney and 
the Phippses sent her to Claiborne for her 
broodmare career. She produced Cause of 
Freedom, a son of Alphabet Soup; he was 
limited. She produced Far and Away, a filly 
by Strong Hope; she ran once. Her third 
foal died as a yearling. She was barren the 
next year. Lady Liberty was on borrowed 
time, at least on the docket of Dinny 
Phipps, Janney's cousin who succeeded his 
father as head of the Phipps Stable. 

“Dinny was in a bit of a culling mood 
and he was after me for two or three years, 
Why don't we sell Lady Liberty?' Seth and 
I were thinking that Unbridled mares were 
really a good thing, Seth believes that very 
strongly. If you don't have one you need to 


get one so why would you be selling one 
that was in a good family?” Janney said. “I 
kind of put Malibu Moon down a couple 
of times at least the year before and Seth 
had said Well, maybe. Not yet, not yet. 
Let's see a little bit more.' So when I put 
Malibu Moon down next to Lady Liberty, 
he said ‘I think that's a good thing, we 
ought to try that.' ” 

Continuing the Maryland theme, Malibu 
Moon began his stallion career at the 
Pons' Country Life Farm in Bel Air before 
becoming one of the sport's premier stal¬ 
lions and relocating to Castle ton Lyons in 
Kentucky for the 2004 season and then 
to his current location, Spendthrift Farm, 
prior to the 2008 season. 

Orb was born in 2010. 

He made his debut going 7 furlongs 
at Saratoga last summer. He broke from 
the gate like he fell off a diving board 
but closed ground to finish third behind 
Violence. He was 29-1 that day. In his next 
start, he dropped to 70 cents on the dollar, 
but acted poorly in the gate, hit his head on 
the way out, then was forced to try to lay 
up and was beaten 22 lengths. McGaughey 
went back to work, schooling him in the 
gate and waiting two months before his 
next start where he finished fourth in 
a 6 V 2 -furlong maiden at Aqueduct. Two 
weeks later, he won a mile maiden at 
Aqueduct and booked a ticket to Florida. 
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From left, Dinny Phipps, Shug McGaughey and Stuart Janney III told the media all about Orb’s win and what it meant. 


McGaughey wasn’t sure if he was killing 
time or making time. 

“To tell you the truth, I thought coming 
down to Florida, with his running style, he 
wouldn’t be effective. I said I’ll get a couple 
of faces into him and get him back to 
Aqueduct going two turns and he’ll be the 
nuts,” McGaughey said in February. “I got 
him down here and sent him up to Pays on, 
he wasn’t there very long, four or five days 
and I took Jenn up there and said, We are 
going to work this son of a gun.’ ” 

Orb was electric. 

McGaughey knew he liked what he 
saw Knew he really liked it. On that quiet 
January morning at sleepy Payson Park, the 
Hall of Fame trainer watched the leggy, bay 
colt breeze 3 furlongs in 37 seconds, drove 
back to his barn and waited for Patterson 
to return. Waited for confirmation. 

“Make my day, Jenn.” 

“I made it,” Patterson said, smiling. 

In his first start after that breeze, a 
January allowance at Gulfstream Park, Orb 
continued to make McGaughey’s day, han¬ 
dling the class hike with aplomb. 

A month later, he notched his first 
stakes win, taking the Fountain of Youth 
by a half length over Violence. Orb became 
a stakes winner while McGaughey was still 
wishing he could have been conservative. 

“In a perfect world, I would have loved 
to run him in an allowance race going a 
mile and an eighth, even if I had to run 
him against older horses but that wasn’t 
going to happen, so we elected to run him 
in the Fountain of Youth,” McGaughey 
said. “We didn’t know what was going to 
happen that day, ‘Is he good enough, will 
he be able to catch up?’ He answered all 
those questions.” 

Orb continued to prefect his late-run¬ 
ning style, rallying from seventh for John 
Velazquez, who replaced Rosario in the 
Grade 2 stakes. 

A month later, Orb continued to answer 
the questions, solidifying himself as one 


of the leaders of the division, taking the 
Florida Derby-Gl with a 2 3 A -length win 
over favorite Itsmyluckyday. Velazquez test 
drove Orb, placing him closer to the pace, 
stopping and starting throughout the race, 
just to see if it could be done. 

“Sitting there before the race, I watched 
it on TV in the tunnel, I was just think¬ 
ing to myself, ‘This horse has trained so 
good since the Fountain of Youth, it’ll be 
interesting to see if he runs that way or 
doesn’t run that way,’” McGaughey said. “I 
thought he ran that way.” 

After the Florida Derby, McGaughey 
felt confident about the Kentucky Derby 

“I’m hoping I can hold what I got,” 
he said. “If he doesn’t move forward and 
he doesn’t move backward, then I think 
we can be competitive. I think he’ll go 
forward.” 

Velazquez, partly because of his loyalty 
to Todd Pletcher, chose unbeaten Grade 1 
Wood Memorial winner Verrazano for the 
Derby, allowing Rosario to be reunited 
with Orb. 

Orb moved forward yet again, winning 
the Derby and justifying McGaughey’s 
conservative approach. The trainer doesn’t 
paint with a wide brush when it comes to 
big 3-year-old races in the spring. In his 
career, he had started just six horses in the 
Derby before Orb. In 1984, Pine Circle 
finished sixth and Vanlandingham finished 
16th. In 1988, Seeking the Gold finished 
seventh. In 1989, Easy Goer finished sec¬ 
ond as the favorite and Awe Inspiring fin¬ 
ished third. In 2002, Saarland finished 10th. 
When others throw paint, McGaughey 
stirs paint. Push? Not a chance. 

“I do wish I had been more competitive 
in the Triple Crown races, but I also know 
what it can do to them, I’d rather have the 
horse for the long run than force a horse 
to the Derby and have something happen 
to him and that would be the end of it,” 
McGaughey said. “We’ve used that style, 
the Phippses, the Janneys, they don’t have 


Derby Fever. They feel the same way I do, 
they just want the horse to take them there. 
I would probably be more inclined to want 
to get there than they would, but we’re not 
forcing anything.” 

Trainers have learned to recite the cliche 
about horses taking them to races like the 
Derby, rather than them taking the horses. 
Of course, 19 horses of varying abil¬ 
ity started this year, proving that trainers 
might recite it, but they don’t necessarily 
heed it. No horse took a trainer to a race 
more than Orb took McGaughey to the 
2013 Derby. 

This Derby was 
about an old-school 
horseman, winning 
for old-school 
owners. During 
Derby week, 

Alison McGaughey 
handed out baseball 
hats that said, “Old 
School” on the front 
and “Shug Style” on 
Asked if Shug approved of the mess age, 
Alison never hesitated, “He loves it.” 

The Phippses changed McGaughey’s 
life when they hired him in 1986. Sure, 
McGaughey has it good, training blue- 
blooded Thoroughbreds for deep-pock¬ 
eted owners, but it comes with pressure, 
comes with expectations. 

“I’m enjoying it, with the people I’m 
enjoying it with, they’re enthusiastic, they’re 
wanting things to happen, they’re work¬ 
ing hard. You know what I think of the 
Janneys and the Phippses, any success I can 
have for them is like the cherry on my ice 
cream,” McGaughey said. “Doesn’t really 
matter about me, it matters for the people 
who put the time in and for the people 
who provide you the horses. I’m just the 
guy who pushes the buttons.”

Fiftyshadesofhay gives Pegram, Baffert something 
to cheer about on big Friday card at Pimlico 


W inning never gets old for owner Mike Pegram, 
who’s seen some years pass since Real Quiet won 
the Preakness in 1998 to set up a bid for the Triple 
Crown sweep.

The man who made his fortune in 
McDonald’s franchises and his reputation 
for enjoying the simple things in life-good 
friends and cold beers-isn’t the same 
46-year-old who won the Grade 1 Preak¬ 
ness and Pimlico Special in back-to-back 
years with Real Quiet (1998 and ’99) and 
the 1999 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 with 
Silverbulletday. But he is still the same easy¬ 
going guy, and heartily cheered home 
Fiftyshadesofhay in the $500,000 Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 at Pimlico May 17. 

“I pinch myself every time I come to 
Baltimore with how much luck we’ve had 
with the Preakness,” said the Californian, 
who also won the Preakness as a co-owner 
of Lookin At Lucky in 2010. “Real Quiet 
coming back here and winning the Pimlico 
Special and now this being the second 
Black-Eyed Susan. It’s getting pretty close 
to being my favorite track.” 

Fiftyshadesofhay made her case, sit¬ 
ting off the pace of Maracuya early and 
easing into contention around the turn. 
The daughter of Pulpit waited as others 
made plays, led by Marathon Lady, who 
briefly kicked away in the stretch, before 
Joel Rosario moved Fiftyshadesofhay 


from off the rail and over the heels of 
Toasting. Once clear, the winner charged 
at Marathon Lady and got up to score by 
a neck as the roughly 2-1 second choice. 
Toasting stayed for third, while favorite 
Emollient was a well-beaten sixth of seven. 

Trained by Bob Baffert for a partner¬ 
ship of Pegram, Karl Watson and Paul 
Weitman, Fiftyshadesofhay covered lVs 
miles in 1:52.73 while winning for the third 
time in nine career starts. She broke her 
maiden late last year, won the Santa Ysabel 
Stakes-G3 in January and came into the 
Black-Eyed Susan off back-to-back Grade 
1 losses to champion Beholder at Santa 
Anita Park. Baffert put blinkers on for the 
Pimlico race, told Rosario to be patient, 
and was rewarded. 

“Her other races, she’s been chasing,” 
the trainer said. “I told him not to chase 
the speed, let her break, get her off the 
rail. He just sat back there and turning for 
home I thought it didn’t look like she was 
engaging. She went in, then she went back 
out and came running.” 

Bred in Kentucky by WinStar Farm, 
Fiftyshadesofhay was purchased at the 
Keeneland September yearling sale for 
$175,000. Baffert remembered her dam 
Quiet Kim, a daughter of Real Quiet, and 
recognized a look. 

“She looked a lot like Real Quiet,” he 
said of Quiet Kim, who finished second in 
the Grade 1 Santa Anita Oaks in 2006 for 
trainer Bob Hess. “At Keeneland, I saw this 
filly and remembered the mare. She could

run a little bit. The filly had a certain look I 
like and it worked out.” 

Fiftyshadesofhay finished fourth in her 
debut at Del Mar last September, and 
picked up a maiden win three starts later at 
Hollywood Park. Baffert tried turf at Santa 
Anita and she was eighth. Back to dirt, 
she won the Santa Ysabel by 5% lengths. 
After a short freshening, she chased home 
Beholder when second in the Las Virgenes 
Stakes and third in the Santa Anita Oaks. 

“Bobby always told me she was going 
to be a good horse,” said Pegram. “It took 
a while. We were waiting for her to go two 
turns and he always told me the further 
she went the better she was going to get. 
It feels like a homebred, her being out of a 
Real Quiet mare.”

With chants from the Pimlico 
Race Course lead-pony crew that made 
her first name two syllables, Fern Augusti 
walked back toward the barn with her 
favorite horse and soaked it all in. She’s 
the groom of Ben’s Cat, Maryland’s resi¬ 
dent turf-sprinting star and growing state 
legend. The Maryland-bred added to his 
gaudy career with another late-running, 


powerhouse victory—taking the $100,000 
Jim McKay Turf Sprint Stakes on Black- 
Eyed Susan Day. Owned, trained and bred 
by King T. Leatherbury, Ben’s Cat dis¬ 
patched five foes to collect his 21st win 
from 31 career starts. 

“You don’t get much chance to take care 
of a horse like this,” said Augusti. “King’s 
a big trainer to us, but he’s not Pletcher or 
Asmussen, the types that have a horse like 
this. When you work for the smaller train- 
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ers, you don't get a chance to be around 
one like this. It's why you do it. It makes 
the job really fun." 

Augusti and Ben's Cat have had plenty 
of fun. The 7-year-old didn't make his 
career debut until age 4 and, other than a 
stint last year when she was out for shoulder 
surgery, Augusti has been there. She takes 
care of him in the barn, leads him over 
for his races, keeps him calm, meets him 
afterward—usually at the winner's circle— 
and heads back to the barn. 

But she can barely watch his races. 

“It's awesome taking care of him, I love 
that horse, but I can't watch until the end ” 
she said moments after witnessing little 
more than the McKay's final furlong. “I 
stress. I worry. I cry. He's got guts on the 
track, but he's a sweetheart in the barn. He 
likes me too, I think." 

Based at Laurel, Leatherbury follows 
pretty much the same schedule with his 
stable star. After a winter break at a farm 
near Chesapeake City, the nearly black 
gelding starts his year with the Mister Diz 
Stakes. He's won it four years in a row, 
the last three to kick off the spring sea-

The winner 
paid $4.20 as the narrow second choice to 
Bridgetown, and delighted a legion of fans. 

“As long as he keeps winning he'll keep 
running," said Leatherbury. “He's a super 
horse. Naturally we treat him well. He 
knows the finish line is here. The laws of

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Fourth straight 
for ‘Dance’ 

O llie Figgins III scooped a little 
low-hanging fruit last time, tak¬ 
ing advantage of the scratch of 
a California Grade 1 winner and winning 
the $200,000 Sugar Maple Stakes on the 
Charles Town Classic undercard with his 
stable star Dance to Bristol. 

Any more performances like the one 
she put in early on the Black-Eyed Susan 
program and Figgins could wind up in a 
role reversal, with people hoping he doesn't 
show with his Speightstown filly. Dance to 
Bristol showed up in the $100,000 Skipat 
Stakes and it wasn't easy for the competi¬ 
tion as she rolled to her fourth consecu¬ 
tive win, all with Xavier Perez up, to give 
Figgins reason to consider tougher opposi¬ 
tion next time around. 

“If all is well we might try graded,” said 
Figgins, who trains the filly for Copperville 
Farm from his base at Bowie. Dance to 
Bristol deserved such talk thanks to a 
growing reputation. She won twice in 2011, 
turned in a win and three seconds last 
year and roared through the first part of 
2013 with a second in Laurel Park's What 
a Summer Stakes in January, and then 
four consecutive wins —two in allowance 
company at Laurel, then the Charles Town 
stakes and the Skipat. 

“She's a real easy filly to train, nice to be 
around, and she runs every time,'' Figgins 
said. “And that's hard to find. Even in 
defeat she runs hard.” 

Dance to Bristol, taller, longer and built 
more like her dam's sire Louis Quatorze 
than the typical Speightstown, gave six 
pounds to each of the Skipat's entrants 
except Barbara Fritchie Stakes-G2 win¬ 
ner Funnys Approval.

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phones, much to the chagrin of a very 
vocal security guard-were a distraction. 
A bit more company inside the paddock- 
she’d only been with more than seven oth¬ 
ers once before in her four starts-didn’t 
help either. 

She threw a bit of a fit, and a shoe in 
the process, holding up the post parade 
and prelims for the Ms. Preakness Pink 
Warrior Stakes, the race everyone knows as 
the Miss Preakness. 

Once that was straight it didn’t get bet¬ 
ter. I’m Mom’s Favorite broke well, but 
was quickly sandwiched between Flattering 
Be a and lighthouse Bay, dropped back, 
and raced nearly a dozen lengths behind 
on the backstretch off an opening quarter 
mile in :22.85. Things cleared up and I’m 
Mom’s Favorite closed into the collaps¬ 
ing early pace, got clear in the stretch and 
barely held off massive longshot Flattering 
Be a for her first stakes win as Lighthouse 
Bay wound up third. The winner covered 6 
furlongs in 1:12.51. 


“Having run her a few times you start 
to have an expectation,” said trainer Tony 
Dutrow, still amazed how the Indian 
Charlie filly who showed mostly early 
speed in her previous four races closed 
from second-last in the field of eight. 
“Sheldon (Russell) was very confident and 
comfortable with it all, but she’d never run 
that way before sol wasn’t. 

“It was her doing, but she put a lot of 
unnecessary stress on herself today and 
she needs to work on that. She got caught 
up in the minute. She needs a little Michael 
Jordan in her veins, and maybe some Tiger 
Woods, Derek Jeter, those guys shine in the 
big moment. She just got a little upset with 
it all today. More than a little. She stepped 
on herself, pulled her shoe off. All of this 
is part of it, but at the same time she needs 
some work.” 

Dutrow said she’ll get that work 
through more paddock schooling and rac¬ 
ing, the latter unquestionably pleasing for 
Chuck Zacney, who campaigns the filly in 


the name of his CJZ Racing Stable. Zacney, 
who owned 2005 Preakness and Belmont 
Stakes winner Afleet Alex, clearly enjoyed 
the Miss Preakness and got a chance to 
show off his screen-printed suit coat with 
a racing scene on the back after the race in 
the winner’s circle. 

“I’ve got a half-dozen, eight, for them,” 
said Dutrow, who meant horses not jackets. 
“He’s a great client and gives me the right 
kind of horses.” 

I’m Mom’s Favorite was right when she 
needed to be, just barely. 

“I was lucky to hang on,” Russell said. 
“She did everything right, I was kind of too 
easy with her late. As soon as we went by 
them I thought we had momentum where 
I could just keep her coasting. As soon as I 
put the stick away and went to hand riding 
she just went to doing all sorts of slow- 
motion things. She was tired. I’m proud of 
her, very happy, but that was close.”

Sensible Lady defends crown 


M att Lyons says he took a “bit of 
a shot” when he bought Sensible 
Lady on the cheap more than 
two years ago and the Street Sense filly 


does nothing but reward that confidence 
in just about every start. 

She burst on the scene a year ago when 
she upset the $100,000 The Very One 


Stakes at nearly 25-1 and did it again in the 
2013 edition of the same 5-furlong turf 
sprint for older females, this time winning 
as the 3.60-1 second choice in an even big¬ 
ger field for trainer Tim Salzman. Sensible 
Lady roared from well back in the 14-horse 
field and caught Nechez Dawn to win by 
a neck with longshot Donna Getyourgun 
third after 56.57 seconds. 

Sensible Lady won last year with two 
preps, this year with just one. She improved 
to 8-for-16 lifetime with a $371,330 bank¬ 
roll that’s a far cry from her purchase price- 
a whopping $9,500. 

“She had been trained on our farm, 
broke on our farm, and some things didn’t 
really go for her at the 2-year-old sale,” said 
Lyons, general manager of John Sykes’ 
Woodford Thoroughbred Holdings opera¬ 
tion in Reddick, Fla., and Versailles, Ky. 
“So I took a shot on her and a friend of 
| mine, Jeff Heslep, from Arkansas, bought 
% into her. We sent her to Timmy, he’s 
trained for me for a number of years and 
he’s good with these types of horses. He 
understands the poor-man’s economy and 
he keeps them happy, runs them often, and 
that helps pay the bills.” 

Sensible Lady paid some of the bills 
with a fourth in Keeneland’s April 20 
Giant’s Causeway Stakes, her first start

“She was fired 
up the last few weeks leading up to this. 
She dumped the exercise girl the week 
before this. She knew it. That turf course 
(at Keeneland) is just sand. I don't know 
how they get grass to grow on it. But 
compared to here it's totally different grass 
course. She just loves it here, and now she's 
3-for-3 on it."

Another winning Kitten 


N ot many days go by lately when 
Joel Rosario doesn’t don the red 
and white colors of Ken and 
Sarah Ramsey and lead one of their horses, 
usually with Kitten in the name, into the 
winner's circle at any track east of the 
Mississippi River. 

Black-Eyed Susan Day was a rare day 
on the Maryland racing calendar-with 
seven stakes, a crowd of 38,957, and many 
more across the nation paying attention 
to the action—but not out of the ordinary 
enough to keep the Ramsey's red R silks 
out of the winner's circle. 

Emotional Kitten filled the order, win¬ 
ning Friday's $100,000 Hilltop Stakes. Red¬ 
wood Kitten followed up the next day, win¬ 
ning the $100,000 James W Murphy Stakes. 
Both winners are by Kitten's Joy, trained by 
Wesley Ward and were ridden by Rosario. 

The Hilltop wasn't easy. First the 
Pennsylvania-bred filly needed to over¬ 
come a stumbling start, then a wide trip, 
and finally a stubborn try from favorite 
Summer of Fun. Emotional Kitten was 
a nose best at the end, winning for the 
second straight time by that margin for 
Rosario. The winner covered 1 Vu miles in 
1:41.98 and paid $12 as the 5-1 third choice. 

“When she broke, she just broke to the 
ground and I kind of said, ‘oh my God,'" 
Rosario said. “She was able to hold it 
together after that. She got covered up 


quite quick. I was so far behind (more 
than a dozen lengths) I just said, ‘hopefully 
they're going faster than us and they can 
back up to me a little bit.' They did and she 
was running, moving up, and probably the 
best."

Mary Russ-Tortora won the fourth 
annual Lady Legends for the Cure race for 
retired female jockeys, booting home John 
Davison's Haywired in a 6-furlong allow¬ 
ance race for trainer Frannie Campitelli. 
Russ-Tortora, 59, won 520 races while 
riding from 1980 to '94 and was the first 
female to win a Grade 1 stakes when Lord 
Darnley won the 1982 Widener Handicap 
at Hialeah Park. 

The Lady Legends was once again a 
success with eight runners and a $27,507 
donation by Pimlico to the Maryland affili¬ 
ate of the Susan G. Komen for the Cure 
breast cancer organization. The dona¬ 
tion was equal to the amount bet to win 
on Haywired. Second in 2012 and third 
in 2010, Russ-Tortora felt right at home 
aboard the winner—once the gates opened. 

“In the gate, my heart was pounding 
a little bit harder," she said. “I was just 
watching that crack, waiting for it to open, 
and it wasn't opening fast enough. After 
we came out, it was like old stuff. I still ride 


horses regularly, but that's not the same as 
breezing and galloping. He stumbled leav¬ 
ing there, but he seemed to catch on to the 
lead pretty easy. I just nursed it along and 
tried to keep the creepy feeling of every¬ 
body looking over my shoulder away." 

♦ Canadian jockey Emma-Jayne Wilson 
won the Xpressbet Battle of the Sexes 
Jockey Challenge, scoring 36 points in the 
four challenge races. She edged Hall of 
Famer Edgar Prado, who finished with 
23. Each won a race on the challenge card, 
but Wilson finished second twice. The 
challenge brought together eight riders 
who have won more than 23,000 career 
races and over $1 billion in purse earn¬ 
ings, including 14 Triple Crown races, five 
Eclipse Awards and two Sovereign Awards. 

Wilson's performance helped the 
women (Wilson, Rosie Napravnik, Forest 
Boyce and Kristina McManigell) win the 
team competition over Prado, Javier Castel¬ 
lano, Gary Stevens and John Velazquez. 

“I really give kudos to (racing secretary) 
Georganne Hale and the guys here at 
Pimlico," Wilson said. “They do a good 
job and make sure they get some top- 
notch riders to make it a true showcase 
event. That's tough to do. I've been around 
the world for some of these different 
events, and jocks have different commit¬ 
ments. The fact that they're able to put this 
together as well as they do is a pat on the 
back to them.” 
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J ohn Gunther always knew Last Gunfighter possessed the 
talent to add his name to the list of top-tier runners to 
come from his breeding program based at Glennwood 
Farm in Versailles, Ky. 


He saw it when the First Samurai colt 
bolted almost clear to the outside rail 
while racing on the lead one afternoon 
at Oaklawn Park and still only lost by a 
neck. Gunther saw it again when Last 
Gunfighter returned to the races more 
than six months later and earned his maid¬ 
en like an old pro. And he’s seen it ever 
since, as Last Gunfighter racked up win 
after win, including a strong performance 
in the May 17 Pimlico Special Stakes-G3 
on Pimlico’s Black-Eyed Susan Day 

The Special, back on the Maryland 
Jockey Club stakes schedule for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive year after a hiatus from 
2009 to 2011, was Last Gunfighter’s sixth 
straight win. All have come for Chad 
Brown, who took over the colt’s training 
late last summer. 

“After that race when he bolted and 
almost fell down, still only missed by a 
nose. .. I said, ‘somebody is going to make 
me an offer on the horse,’ ” said Gunther, 
vice president of a stock brokerage and 
investment firm in his native Vancouver, 
British Columbia in Canada. “And sure 
enough they did. When he was vetted out 
they found a tiny chip. So I ended up keep¬ 
ing him, taking the chip out. Off that race 
you could tell there was a lot of potential 
there.” 

If there’s ever a time to be thankful for 
a chip and some time on the sidelines, this 
was it. Gunther’s horse now has back-to- 
back Grade 3 triumphs and the success has 
the 4-year-old inching into the conversation 
about the country’s leading older horses. 

Last Gunfighter, who closed into the 
extremely slow pace set by eventual runner- 
up Eighttofasttocatch, is also inching up 
the list of the best horses bred or raced by 
Gunther, which already includes champion 
Stevie Wonderboy as well as American 
Chance, Bending Strings, Wall Street 
Dancer, Kimberlite Pipe, Stay Thirsty and 
Last Gunfighter’s sire First Samurai. Last 
Gunfighter may already be there.

“It might be a bit early to say this, but 
I think he might be the best of them all,” 
Gunther said. “We’ll see. I guess it’s tough 
to say that, but the way he runs and wants 
to win, he’s got so much left. After going 
the mile and three-sixteenths at Pimlico 
and to be drawing away at the end. In the 
Excelsior [a Grade 3 at Aqueduct March 
23], he got in trouble twice, still ended up 
weaving his way through traffic and still 
won. He’s got so much. He’s so keen to 
win and seems to know where the wire is. 
He’s shown so much talent. He could be 
the best of them all.” 

He was easily the best in the Special, 
winning by AVa lengths under Javier Castel¬ 
lano as the 3-5 favorite in the field of six. 
Grade 1 winning millionaire Richard’s Kid 
was more than nine lengths behind Eight¬ 
tofasttocatch in third. The time was 1:58.50, 
the slowest edition going the current dis¬ 
tance since Vertex won in 2:00.60 in 1958. 

Considering the soft early pace -1:14.18 
through 6 furlongs and 1:39.24 for a mile- 
and the fact the Preakness only went in 
1:57.54, the final raw time might not be as 
bad as it seems. 

Brown and Castellano were impressed 
enough to not worry about such measures, 
and both heaped high praise on the attrac¬ 
tive Kentucky-bred out of the winning Sir 
Cat mare Saratoga Cat. 

“He hasn’t missed a day for us,” Brown 
said. “I’ll tell you this horse is tough. He 
stayed in New York in the wintertime. It 
goes to show you a horse can do that and 
still go on and run the rest of the year and 
knock on wood he will. He’s a real hardy, 
tough horse.” 

Last Gunfighter figures to get another 
chance to move forward, with a date in the 
Suburban Handicap-G2 going 1% miles 
July 6 at Belmont Park mentioned by both 
Brown and Gunther. 

“They shortened the Suburban; I wish 
it was still a mile and a quarter,” Gunther 
said. “He’ll get a mile and a quarter. He 
gets stronger the longer they go. The 
distance won’t be a problem for him, it’s 
actually a plus for him.” %

D Wayne Lukas played it about as cool as one could after he took 
sole possession of second place on the all-time list of leading 
% Preakness trainers with his sixth win in the American classic. 
He said all the right tilings after Oxbow and Gary Stevens took the field 
gate-to-wire, talked about how well the colt was training leading up to the 
race, credited his Hall of Fame jockey’s ride, and extolled how special it 
was to win for a client like Brad Kelley and Calumet Farm. 


Lukas’ second best performance of 
the day-and his only other trip to the 
winner’s circle on the weekend from 
eight starters-came about an hour ear¬ 
lier after Skyring did the same thing in 
the Dixie Stakes-G2 his stablemate did in 
the Preakness. Skyring, a colt by English 
Channel with Stevens aboard for the 9-fur- 
long Dixie, also did the same thing he did a 
year ago at Pimlico when he went gate-to- 
wire to win the James W Murphy Stakes. 

“We knew he had an affinity for this 
track last year and all he did was repeat it,” 
Lukas said coyly in the winner’s circle after 
winning his first Dixie. “A lot of that goes 
unnoticed sometimes, when a horse has an 
affinity for a surface like that.” 

Skyring certainly liked the course and 
was one of only two in the 11-member 
field with a win on it, but the fact he was 
winless in 11 starts since the Murphy con¬ 
tributed to his 24-1 odds no matter what 
his Hall of Fame trainer said. And he said 
plenty, despite talking earlier in the week 
on a ride up the elevator in the Pimlico 
grandstand that Optimizer was the better 
of his two Dixie entrants. 

“There isn’t a lot of difference between 
these horses, except this horse is a little 


more temperamental,” Lukas said. “The 
other horse (Optimizer) has got a litde bit 
of head on his shoulders.” 

Seven of Skyring’s string of losses came 
in graded stakes, two in Grade Is at the 
hands of Horse of the Year Wise Dan. 
Four times he was off the board, a com¬ 
plete non-factor. 

Stevens, whose Hall of Fame resume 
boasts such memorable front-end thefts 
as Winning Colors in the 1988 Kentucky 


W hile headed up the steps to the 
box seats midway through the 
day, trainer Chad Brown talk¬ 
ed about Last Gunfighter’s win in the 
Pimlico Special-G3 the day before and 
thought about favorite Summer Applause’s 
chances in the upcoming Allaire duPont 
Distaff-G3. 

Then he saw jockey Mike Smith and 
shifted gears to Pianist, one of the trainer’s 
two runners in the $150,000 Gallorette-G3 
a race later on the busy, stakes-filled day. 


Derby-Gl and One Dreamer in the 1994 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl, was riding 
Skyring for the first time in the Dixie. He 
rode Optimizer earlier in the season, but 
Joel Rosario rode that colt to a runner-up 
to Wise Dan last time in the Woodford 
Reserve Turf Classic Stakes-Gl and stayed 
on board for the Dixie. Stevens brushed 
up a bit on that front-end riding style for 
the Dixie and was in vintage form for Old 
Hilltop’s two biggest races. Skyring carved 
out an even pace and sprinted home to 
win by a half length from Willcox Inn in 
a solid time of 1:47.87. Optimizer was a 
head back in third. 

“When he’s on his game he’s very, very 
good, but when he doesn’t want it he’s not 
all that great,” Lukas said of Skyring. “It’s 
funny how they’ll dismiss a horse. The 
game is set up for you to cheat. All you 
have to do is give them one bad race and 
then you can get 24-1.” /Tom Taw 


“Listen, she’s very capable of winning 
and I don’t want you to think she’s not,” 
Brown told the jockey. “But to do so, 
you’re going to have to do something out 
of the norm. Put her on the lead if you 
can.” 

Smith, who’d never ridden Pianist, took 
the advice, put the almost 7-1 shot on the 
front end of the turf stakes and made 
it stand up for t l /u miles. Pianist led at 
every call, shaking clear late and scoring by 
2% lengths over Hard Not to Hke, with

Appealing Cat third. Even-money favorite 
Sami tar (GB), also from the Brown barn, 
finished fourth. Owned by Hidden Brook 
Farm and Dan Zucker, the winner col¬ 
lected her fifth lifetime win (and first in 
graded company) from 10 starts. 

A Hall of Famer, Smith found a way 
to balance speed and stamina aboard the 
daughter of More Than Ready. He didn't 
quite steal the race, but he made it work. 

“I tried to stay in that invisible spot all 
the way around there," he said. “I tried to 
find a spot where I can get comfortable, 
just keep her happy, keep her happy, keep 
her happy. If you do that, they usually run 
for you. You have to let them run, but see 
if you can save something too.” 

Pianist put up relatively quick splits of 
23.34 and 46.65 seconds, passed 6 furlongs 
in 1:10.54, got a mile in 1:34.61 and fin¬ 
ished in 1:40.60 (just off the track record 
of 1:40.32 set in 2007). 

“I think the :46 was a tittle out of the 
norm for her, but it worked,” Smith said. 
“Once I saw her in the paddock and saw 
how big she was and felt how big a stride

she has I thought I could get her into a 
rhythm and it might work ,” 

Bred in Kentucky by Grapestock LLC, 
Pianist sold for $100,000 to Hidden Brook 
at the Keeneland September yearling sale in 
2010. The 4-year-old filly started just once 
as a juvenile, but won three races includ¬ 
ing a small stakes last year. She opened 
2013 with an allowance win at Gulfstream 
Park and finished fifth in the Honey Fox 
Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream in March. 

Before posing for the photo with Pianist 
and Smith, Brown collected the accolades 
for Summer Applause in the $150,000 
duPont. The 8-5 favorite sat outside a slow 
pace set at various times by Daydreamin 
Gracie and Moon Philly, and won by 2 
lengths over Sea Island with Brushed by a 
Star third. Racing for breeder Greenwood 


Lodge Farm, Gillian Campbell, Dan Clark 
and Greg Skoda, Summer Applause cov¬ 
ered lVi6 miles over the main track in 
1:46.54 while winning her second graded 
stakes of 2013. 

The daughter of Harlan’s Holiday 
began her career with trainer Josie Carroll 
in Canada in 2011 and moved to Bret 
Calhoun in 2012. She won a Grade 3 stakes 
that winter and finished fourth in the 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl. Switched to Brown 
after one start in 2013, the Kentucky- 
bred won the Top Flight Handicap-G2 at 
Aqueduct in March and was fourth in the 
Apple Blossom Handicap-Gl at Oaklawn 
Park in April. Brown likes the direction 
she’s headed. 

“She has potential to be (a Grade 1 
horse), we tried the one time and now 


we’ve regrouped and we’ll try again,” he 
said. “She deserves a shot in a Grade 1 
again. At some point we’d like get that for 
her. She needs to get faster. Her numbers, 
she’s just a half-step behind those horses, at 
least to be hitting the board in Grade Is.” 

Run under allowance conditions, the 
duPont required Summer Applause to 
carry 124 pounds, while the others received 
allowances for not winning $60,000 at a 
mile or over this year. 

“When I was handicapping the race I 
didn’t realize she’d be spotting so much 
weight to everybody,” said Brown of the 
six-pound shift. “For her to pull away like 
that and really run a strong race against 
good fillies, giving weight, I was real proud 
of her.”

Successful 
comeback 
for Sage Valley 

R udy Rodriguez didn’t really want 
to bring Sage Valley back in what 
looked like a tough spot when the 
overnight came out. Fortunately the com¬ 
bination of six months on the sidelines 
being beneficial and a pair of scratches 
of would-be key players made things a 
litde easier for Sage Valley, who scored 
his first graded stakes win in the $150,000 
Maryland Sprint Handicap-G3 two races 
before the Preakness. 

“We tried to enter him in New York 
for the last three weeks,” Rodriguez said 
of the 4-year-old Discreet Cat colt, who 
was scratched as a main-track only entrant 
in the Around the Cape Stakes two days 
earlier at Belmont. “He was ready. I don’t 
want to come back in this kind of race, but 
thank God we did, so it was good.” 

The scratches of Poseidon’s Warrior, 
winner of the Grade 1 Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
last summer at Saratoga; and Candyman E, 
a stakes winner at Parx Racing and third 
in the Grade 3 Commonwealth Stakes at 
Keeneland this season, made it a bit softer. 
Sage Valley would still need to handle 
Hardened Wildcat, looking to be Brown’s 
third straight stakes winner on the day 
and fourth of the weekend, and the gritty 
Lukas-trainee Laurie’s Rocket. Not to men- 
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tion the biggest hurdle of all, troublesome 
shins that led Rodriguez to put Michael 
Dubb’s colt on the shelf after his sharp vic¬ 
tory in the Mr. Nasty Stakes last November 
at Aqueduct. 

“He’s got some issues, but he’s very easy 
to train,” Rodriguez said after Sage Valley 
and John Velazquez won by 2Va lengths 
from Hardened Wildcat in 1:10.51. “We 
felt like he was a nice horse so the time off 
was not a problem. We have to take time 
like that to give him the opportunity. It 
was the right time (to go the sidelines), and 
we treat him the right way. It looked like it 
worked out.” 

The Maryland Sprint was Sage Valley’s 
fourth consecutive win, dating back to 
early September 2012. /Tom Taw

B ob Baffert supposedly needed some 
urging from Lukas, a colleague he 
considers a friend dating to their 
days in Quarter Horse racing, to con¬ 
vince him to run Govenor Charlie in the 
Preakness. He needed no such prompting 
in the matter of Zee Bros. 

The distance of the $100,000 Chick 
Lang Stakes-6 furlongs on the main track 
early on the Preakness undercard-was a 
perfect fit for the Brother Derek colt with 
lots of speed and some questions about 
stamina. Owned by Zayat Stables, Zee Bros 
showed that speed and Martin Garcia kept 
him off the tiring inside paths and they won 
easily in 1:10.72, almost as fast as older 
sprinters went four races later in the Mary¬ 
land Sprint. 

“His Derby Trial, they went real fast 
and the track was off, tiring,” Baffert said 
of the colt’s sixth place finish. “He got a lot 
out of that so we expected him to run well. 
We didn’t like the 2-hole though. Matter of 
fact I was thinking, ‘should we scratch?’ But 
he was doing awesome. When they’re doing 
awesome you have to run them!

fuelFasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year-old sale

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L eonard Green had just become the owner of an Unbridled’s Song 
colt, and wanted to hear all about it. Fasig-Tipton had just sold 
the $280,000 2-year-old and wanted to make sure Gary Contessa 
signed the ticket for Hip 394. 

And then Contessa put everyone on hold. 


“Bye Len, HI call you right back,” the 
trainer told his owner. “Can you wait a 
minute?” he asked receipt runner Amy 
Johnson. 

Hip 395 was a scratch, and Contessa- 
who bought six horses at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-olds in training sale at 
Timonium, Md., May 20-21-had eyes on 
Hip 396 for another client. Chip McEwen, 
head of Wounded Warrior Stable, added 
more energy to the trainer’s day by send¬ 
ing a text message with simple instructions 
when it came to the big, strong Malibu 
Moon colt. 

“Keep raising your hand until we get 
him.” 

Juggling a phone call, a text, a sales slip 
and the bidding process like a good waiter 
serving a table of 20, Contessa followed 
the plan and spent $450,000 for the even¬ 
tual sales-topper for Wounded Warrior, 
which donates a portion of its horses’ 
earnings to assist military veterans and 
their families. 

Afterward, the trainer took a breath. 

“They were two hips apart, and there 
was a scratch, which was a little trying,” he 
said. “I had Leonard Green on the phone 
while 394 was in the ring, then I had to 
hang up and worry about 396. These are 
horses I usually watch somebody else buy. 
I’ve got a great clientele right now and it’s 
exciting to be part of some nice horses.” 

The sales-topper sure fit the descrip¬ 
tion. Consigned by Eddie Woods, the 
Kentucky-bred brought plenty of pedigree 
as a son of Malibu Moon, whose son Orb 
won the Kentucky Derby-Gl two weeks 
earlier. On the female side, the chestnut 
colt is a half-brother to eight winners 
including stakes horses Barrier Reef, Artie 
Party and Kissin Party. The colt’s dam, the 
Premiership mare Partyship, comes from 
the family of Silver Max, Yes It’s True and 
others. 

What’s more, the sales-topper turned 
heads all week at Timonium with the 
conformation of a first-round NFL draft 
pick and a 1-furlong work of 10.40 sec¬ 
onds. Contessa liked his new horse’s stride. 
Woods liked the progression he saw all 
spring. Combined, they made for plenty of 
promise and even more horse. 


“The walk, the move, the scope, the 
heart scan, he had everything going for 
him and he’s from a family that’s produced 
a couple of stakes horses,” Contessa said. 
“I liked everything about him. He’s very 
well made, very clean. He’s everything you 
want in a horse you’re hoping to get to 
run a mile and an eighth or a mile and a 
quarter.” 

Hip 396 was bred by Matthew Herbener 
and sold for $290,000 to Snow Ridge 
Farm as a weanling in 2011 at Keeneland 
November. He failed to reach his reserve in 
two subsequent trips to a Fasig-Tipton ring— 
Saratoga last year and Florida in March. 

“He manned up quite a bit (from March 
to May),” said Woods. “He was always a 
nice horse, but that sale in Florida comes 
around a bit quick for big horses. He was in 
tough, he worked a tick slower than some; 
it’s the same as a race, a lot depends who 
you run against. I thought he’d sell really 
well. I didn’t know he’d handle those turns 
because he’s big horse. He’s athletic and he 
got around there though.” 

The Malibu Moon colt and the 
Unbridled’s Song colt went immediately to 
Contessa’s barn at Belmont Park and could 
see action at Saratoga this summer. 

Colts by former Maryland sire Malibu 
Moon filled the top two spots at the sale, 
with Nick Zito going to $360,000 to land 
Hip 364, a dark bay/brown colt out of the 
Broad Brush mare Miss Moonlight, for cli¬ 
ent Joseph Moss. 

Like Contessa, Zito was busy at the sale. 
The New York-based trainer bought eight 
for Moss, including three for $300,000 or 
more. Zito said the buying spree was Moss’ 
idea. In March, the trainer tried to buy a 
Bernardini 2-year-old at Palm Meadows, 
but couldn’t match the $1.6 million spent 
by agent Steve Young for the sales-topper. 
Moss and Zito changed the gameplan for 
Timonium. 

“He said, What about the way you used 
to do it?’ ” Zito said of Moss. “That’s the 
way to go. Spread out the money instead of 
just buying one.” 

Zito liked his chances at Timonium. 

“Normally I would stay away from 
(sales), but this year the Midlantic sale had 
tremendous pedigrees,” he said. “If you

noticed, some of the ones we bought were 
sold three times. I liked that. That means 
they qualified to go to the other sales, 
which meant they had pedigrees.” 

The Malibu Moon colt bought by Moss 
was consigned by McKathan Brothers 
as agent and was withdrawn from the 
Palm Meadows sale. Bred in Kentucky 
by Spendthrift Farm, he is a half-broth¬ 
er to stakes horses More Moonlight and 
Mystical Moonlight. 

Moss also bought the third-highest- 
priced horse, a colt by Unbridled’s Song 
out of the Dixie Union mare Winning 
Bet. The bay colt, consigned by de Meric 
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Hip 364, a Malibu Moon colt, brought $360,000, the second-highest figure. 


Hip 167, a Pure Prize filly, led the regional-breds at $240,000. 




Hip 70, a Fairbanks colt bred in Maryland, went for $150,000. 


Hip 39, a Virginia-bred son of Smoke Glacken, brought $175,000. 


Sales, boasts a female family from the 
rich Phipps Stable. His dam is a daughter 
of Grade 1 winner Fantastic Find, who 
produced Grade 1 winner Finder’s Fee, 
future sire Treasure Island, Grade 1-win¬ 
ning steeplechaser Tax Ruling and Indy 
Pick, the dam of multiple graded winner 
Optimizer among others. 

JWS Racing and agent David Ingordo 
landed the top-priced filly, a daughter of 
Northern Afleet and the Unbridled’s Song 
mare Pacific Ocean Song from the con¬ 
signment of Grassroots Training and Sales, 
for $315,000. The filly is a half-sister to two 
winners. 

Mid-Atlantic Muscle 

Five yearlings bred in the region sold 
for $100,000 or more, led by a Maryland- 
bred filly. 

The chestnut daughter of Pure Prize 
and the Not For Love mare Bamba wound 
up the second-highest priced filly, selling 


to Charles Celia for $240,000. Trainer 
Lynn Whiting purchased Hip 167, getting 
a full-sister to stakes winner and Maryland- 
bred champion Plum. Bred by David and 
Jo Ann Hayden’s Dark Hollow Farm, the 
chestnut’s dam has produced three winners 
in addition to Plum. The Haydens, who 
also bred Bamba, weren’t going to let the 
filly go for less than $100,000, and were 
pleasantly surprised. 

“We were thrilled with it,” David 
Hayden said of the final figure. “We were 
prepared to buy her back based on the 
family and based on the anticipation of 
the new Maryland program with the owner 
and breeder bonuses.” 

Hayden feels those new bonuses will 
have an impact on ownership and future 
sales in the region. 

“The Maryland-breds sold really well, 
it’s indicative of the anticipation of what 
lies in front of us,” he said. “Slots are fuel¬ 
ing higher purses and bigger bonuses. The 


Maryland-bred yearlings should sell pretty 
well this fall. With things like this in place, 
you can start to develop families with some 
confidence. Before, there wasn’t enough 
money. You’d have to win five races to 
earn $100,000. Now, if you’re an owner/ 
breeder you can get there with two or three 
races.” 

Consigned by Niall Brennan, the 
Haydens’ filly was pointed toward 
Timonium early thanks to a small ankle 
chip that turned up in some pre-sale X-rays 
in March 2012. She had surgery, went to 
Brennan’s farm in Florida shortly after 
turning 2 and never missed a step. She 
worked a furlong in 10.60 seconds, but 
impressed the small crowd by the gap on 
the backside with her gallop. 

“Bad luck turned into good fortune,” 
said Hayden. 

Another Maryland-bred, a colt by 
Fairbanks (now named Wynhurst), brought 
$150,000. He was bred by Sycamore Hall 
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Farm and sold at the Timonium’s Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale for $15,000 to Tony 
Bowling's All In Sales. Consigned by All 
In seven months later, the half-brother to 
stakes winner Twelve Pack Shelly was sold 
to agent Donato Lanni under the name Mr 
Ed Savant 

Klaravich Stable bought a Virginia-bred 
colt named Luke for $175,000. The son of 
Smoke Glacken was bred by Carlos Moore 
and Gillian Gordon-Moore, and sold to 
Wes Carter at the Eastern Fall Yearling sale 
for $30,000. 

Moss bought Hip 226, a West Virginia- 
bred colt named Alexndeed, for $150,000. 


The son of Afleet Alex is a half-brother to 
six winners including the Grade 2-placed 
War Dancer. The colt was sold by Hardey/ 
De Renzo Thoroughbreds and was bred by 
Charles Parker. The bay sold for $80,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky sale last 
October. 

A Pennsylvania-bred With Distinction 
colt, bred by Ponder Hill, brought $110,000 
from XIB as agent for Bob Hess Jr. Sold by 
All In, the gray/roan is out of stakes win¬ 
ner Mary's Silver Pen, dam of four winners 
including $215,000 earner Awesome Jared. 

Regional buyers were active and includ¬ 
ed several at the upper levels. Pennsylvanian 


Tom Keithley spent $350,000 on two juve¬ 
niles, a Mineshaft colt and a War Front 
filly. Maryland's Sagamore Farm bought 
an Unbridled’s Song colt for $220,000 
through agent Bob Feld. 

Marylander Caroline Stautberg went to 
$120,000 to buy a Giant's Causeway filly, a 
half-sister to Grade 1 winner Funny Moon 
but the real news was Stautberg is the 
filly's breeder. She sold her at Keeneland 
September for $160,000. 

Perhaps the biggest regional name was a 
new one as Charm City Racing purchased 
a Rockport Harbor colt for $55,000. 
The stable is owned by Olympic swim-

The Rockport Harbor colt-whose new 
name is By a Hundredth-was training at 
Delaware Park in late May. 

Phelps is new to racing, but Bowman 
brings some extended knowledge to the 
new venture. He worked with swim- 
coach-turned-horse-trainer Paul Bergen in 
California and owned horses with Ferris 
Allen and the Boniface family for years. 
His horse Vanderkaay (named for four¬ 
time Olympic medalist Peter Vanderkaay) 
won the 2008 Dancing Count Stakes at 
Laurel Park. The coach was involved in the 
latest purchase, despite being at training 
camp in Colorado Springs. He chose sev¬ 
eral prospects from the catalogue, watched 
workouts online and conversed with 
Motion’s racing manager Jane Buchanan 


throughout the bidding process. Charm 
City got outbid on its first try, then secured 
the new runner. 

“I liked his pedigree number one, he 
comes from a very strong female family,” 
said Bowman, whose horse shares some 
family with champions Wait a While and 
Lookin At Lucky. “We liked the way he 
moved in the breeze show and Jane had 
seen him as a yearling and liked him before. 
It was fun. We felt very good about it and 
I think we were actually really lucky to get 
him.” 

Report Card 

Fasig-Tipton registered significant 
increases in average ($66,968) and median 
($40,000) while buy-backs dropped from 
102 to 43. Fewer total horses sold (249 
vs. 312), but the gross of $16,675,000 was 
nearly the same. 

“We had seen through the early 2-year- 
old market that there was increased activ¬ 


ity,” said Fasig-Tipton’s Boyd Browning. 
“There were broader buying groups and 
efforts. The level of presale action with 
people calling in to get credit and things 
was strong so we felt very, very positive 
going in but you never, ever know.” 

Contessa sees the progress, and likes 
the depth of the catalogue. 

“It works because you’ve got horses 
that people think a lot of, and that’s really 
improved,” he said. “They want to get 
them in front of the New York trainers 
and trainers on the East Coast. There 
are horses there that didn’t meet their 
reserve or whatever at other sales or were 
maybe overlooked at Ocala, Barrett’s, Palm 
Meadows. Plus, some people actually point 
to this sale so you’ve got a great pool of 
quality horses. It’s become top-heavy with 
quality horses, which is a good thing.”

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“It’s a fabulous sale,” he said. “The time 
of year is one thing, location is another. 
Two-year-olds are starting to run, which 
gets people thinking about buying them 
again. All of the sudden it’s a good idea 
to have another 2-year-old in the barn. 
Open sales like that seem to get buyers at 
ah levels.” 

Korean buyers once again helped lend 
clout to a Timonium sale as three groups 
left with 37 horses. The prices tended 
to stay in the $30,000 and under range, 
but a Malibu Moon filly brought $95,000 
from K.O.I.D. buyer You Hyo II. The bay 
filly, consigned by Hardey/De Renzo, is 
a half-sister to Canadian stakes winner 
Torquay. Combined, the Korean groups 
spent just short of $1 million and once 
again impressed Fasig-Tipton. 

“They bid on an awful lot of horses, 
and that helps spur activity and get a lot of 


momentum going in the marketplace,” said 
Browning. “The support of the Korean 
buyer creates activity, creates interest, cre¬ 
ates enthusiasm. They’ve been coming to 
Maryland for several years, have generally 
had good experiences, and bought horses 
that have been successful.” 

The international buyers enjoyed a 
chance to attend the Preakness at nearby 
Pimlico, but Browning said the chance 
to add talented runners to Korea’s racing 
industry is just as important. 

“Ultimately they’re looking to acquire 
quality horses that can be competitive in 
their racing program and they’ve found 
them here,” he said. “Success is your great¬ 
est reason to come back and this sale 
proves it, no matter where the buyer comes 
from.” #

A.C. rides big wave 

Short spring turf meet attracts big fields, 
sees strong jump in attendance numbers

M aureen Bugdon has been a part of 
the management team at Adantic 
City Race Course for well over 20 
years and the current track president is the 
eternal optimist when it comes to South 
Jersey’s last surviving track and its annual 
short boutique meet of all turf racing. 
Nevertheless, even she was wowed by the 
stunning success of the 68th meet this 
spring. 

“It was incredibly encouraging. I’ve 
never seen crowds like this here before,” 
Bugdon said of the handle that increased 
22.6 percent from last year and an atten¬ 
dance jump that was estimated to be 24 
percent because there is not a hard turn¬ 
stile or car count due to the policy of free 
admission and parking. 


Nonetheless, track officials are certain 
that the 13,258 people on track on the 
Sunday of the six-day meet, which ran 
April 25 to April 28 and on April 30 
and May 1, exceeded last year’s crowd on 
the corresponding day by about 2,000. 
The day’s attendance broke a 37-year-old 
record, and Bugdon and her team worked 
hard to get fans and families to come to 
the track. 

The facility, which opened in 1946 with 
glitz and glamour and has surely seen bet¬ 
ter days, underwent an off-season facelift. 
Although there was some damage caused 
by Hurricane Sandy when the storm hit 
the New Jersey coastline in October 2012, 
it was confined to some old trees, a few 
roofs, a portion of the barn area and parts 


of the track away from public view. The 
most visible areas were upgraded regard¬ 
less of Sandy and improvements included 
the restoration of the paddock beer garden 
so it could cater to more fans, the installa¬ 
tion of paddock area rest rooms, a full ser¬ 
vice bar with paddock view table tops, the 
addition of picnic tables with umbrellas, a 
new wagering pavilion and better conces¬ 
sion stands in the first floor grandstand, 
among others. 

“We also added handicapping seminars 
and added more mutuel clerks and parking 
attendants, thank goodness,” Bugdon said. 
“We’ve made some modest improvements 
over the last few years and what we did 
this year was a direct response to our loyal 
customers. We are very fan-friendly and 
we listened to constructive criticism. They 
asked us if we could do this or that, and we 
have. They made valid suggestions and we 
responded.” 

The horsemen also responded favor¬ 
ably by taking advantage of the track’s 
superior grass surface to fill the fields 
for all six days of racing, which includ¬ 
ed all but a few races run under starter 
allowance conditions, minimum purses of 
$15,000, and maiden special weights offer¬ 
ing $27,000. Because Parx Racing (par¬ 
ent company Greenwood Racing Inc. also 
owns Atlantic City) goes dark during the 
meet, horsemen from Philadelphia support 
the program in force. 

“I am very proud of the full fields we 
had during the meet and the quality of our 
program that racing director Sal Sinatra 
puts together,” Bugdon said. “Folks want 
to run on our plush Atlantic City carpet, 
which I think is one of the best in the 
country. This turf course gets better every 
single year. It thickens and this year’s cli¬ 
mate really helped it.” 

It was another Sinatra, Frank, who once 
helped draw crowds. He was among the 
original stockholders that included Bob 
Hope and six of the nation’s big band lead¬ 
ers when noted sportsman and Olympic 
gold medalist Jack Kelly, the father of 
Princess Grace of Monaco, founded the 
track. But those days are long gone, as 
is the track’s former marquee events, the 
United Nations and Matchmaker Stakes, 
now run at Monmouth Park. 

It’s no industry secret that Atlantic City 
Race Course, in May’s Landing, runs the 
six-day meet to satisfy state requirements 
to operate its year-round simulcasting busi¬ 
ness, which in turn funds the purses. 

When Atlantic City’s casinos were given 
the right to operate sports books in their

facilities, the Casino Simulcast Special 
Fund was enacted to protect live racing and 
help the tracks by designating a portion 
of the dollars bet in-house for the fund. 
Bugdon said that while her track used to 
get 90 percent of the proceeds, that num¬ 
ber has dropped to just 4 percent. 

With seven of the 12 Atlantic City casi¬ 
nos shutting down their race books and 
more reportedly following suit, the situa¬ 
tion doesn’t look to get better. But it may 
help drive horseplayers to the track, which 
opened the state’s first off-track wagering 
parlor, Favorites at Vineland, in 2007. 

“Our simulcasting business should be 
picking up and we are seeing new guests 
coming here all of the time,” said Bugdon. 
“But the casinos are just 10 minutes from 
our door so it’s a double-edged sword.” 

Still, after the stunning numbers posted 
during the meet, the future looks a little 
brighter. 

“This particular track has a lot of 
attachment for the fans and they have a real 
connection to it,” said Bugdon. “Coming 
here is like taking a step back in time and 
it recalls a slower way of life. Coming for 
the races is something that our loyal fans 
who enjoy the sport of kings really like 
and it’s something that families can enjoy 
with their children. I am very, very proud 
of Atlantic City Race Course.” 

In the track’s signature race and only 
stakes event, David A. Ross’ Perfect 
Officer overcame heavy traffic and split 
horses inside the eighth pole as he rallied 
along the rail to prevail by a nose in the 
$53,200 Tony Gatto Dream Big Stakes on 
closing day. 

Ridden by Kendrick Carmouche and 
trained by Tony Dutrow, the graded stakes 
winner was sent off as the prohibitive 1 -2 
favorite in the field of six that was reduced 
by four scratches. The 7-year-old Officer 
gelding covered the 5 furlongs over firm 
turf in :57.80. The New Jersey-bred Jersey 
Blue Giant, a 20-1 shot, was second and 
Kens Cape was another half length back. 

Perfect Officer, who upped his bankroll 
to $612,651 and is now 9-5-7 from 33 
starts, also won the race in 2011. 

MONMOUTH PARK GETS STARTED 
WITH RAINY DECATHLON 

Monmouth Park’s racing season jumped 
to life with its opening day card Saturday, 
May 11. Business boomed in terms of 
total handle—up more than $1.4 million 
while reaching $6,192,305—but was down 
in terms of attendance due in part to a 
shaky weather forecast. The rain held off 


for much of the day, but hammered the 
Jersey Shore track just past the halfway 
point of the 12-race card. 

The featured $75,000 Decathlon Stakes 
went to Maryland shipper Pass You Bye 
Bye, who handled a sloppy and sealed sur¬ 
face in his first try. 

“The mare had a couple of foals who 
handled it when they raced so I figured 
he wouldn’t mind the track condition,” 
said Ron Alfano, die longtime trainer for 
Rickman Racing, which owns the 4-year- 
old son of Rock Slide out of the You and I 
mare Pie I’d and bred die colt in Maryland. 

With Julian Pimentel in the irons, Pass 
You Bye Bye took advantage of the speed 
duel up front between Luckysdream and 
Diski Dance as they zipped through frac¬ 
tions of :21.72 and : 44.43 in the early 
going of the 6-furlong test. Luckysdream 
was in front at the eighth pole, but Pass 
You Bye Bye said goodbye to the other 
five in the field as he passed the leader 
and stopped the timer in 1:09.34 to prevail 
by a length. Diski Dance finished another 
half length behind Luckysdream to get the 
show money while even-money favorite 
and Grade 2 winner Travelin Man took 
fourth after a slow start and mild rally. 

“He did beat a pretty good bunch,” said 
Alfano. “He had been running good and 
hadn’t done a whole lot wrong sol figured 
I’d ship him in and take a shot.” 

Pass You Bye Bye, who stepped up 
from a second in a $47,000 allowance at 
Pimlico in his previous start, improved to 
four wins and three seconds in eight tries 
and upped his earnings to $135,790. The 


victory gave him a record of three wins 
and two seconds from five 2013 outings. 

ZA APPROVAL STARS IN RED BANK 

Tune Me In was a local hero last year 
when the gray gelding captured two 
Grade 3 events-the Oceanport and Cliff 
Hanger-on the grass at long odds in suc¬ 
cessive outings. But he would fare second 
best when he tangled with another horse 
of his color and sex in his 2013 debut as 
New York shipper Za Approval came from 
far back to take the $100,000 Grade 3 Red 
Bank Stakes May 18. 

Sent off as the odds-on favorite in the 
field of 11 and shouldering co-highweight 
of 123 pounds in the first of Monmouth’s 
16 graded stakes, Za Approval encoun¬ 
tered traffic problems as the front run¬ 
ners set fractions of :23.49, :47.53 and 
1:10.69. But when Joe Bravo maneuvered 
him into position at the top of the lane, 
he unleashed a furious rally and ran down 
Tune Me In to prevail in 1:34.52 on firm 
footing. The show spot went to Bad Debt, 
who missed second by a nose in the mile 
test. 

“It’s really cool to ride an old pro 
like this horse,” Bravo said of Live Oak 
Plantation’s homebred, a 5-year-old son 
of Ghostzapper out of the With Approval 
mare Win Approval. “He just gave me 
the impression that he was in control the 
whole time and I was just waiting for a 
place to go. He did the rest.” 

Trained by Christophe Clement, Za 
Approval won his second straight Grade 
3 stakes, having taken the Appleton at 
Gulfs tream in late March, and got his third 
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doing well all day. He set some quick frac¬ 
tions, so he didn’t steal it, he had to earn it.” 

The 5-year-old Malibu Moon gelding 
out of the St. Jovite mare St Lucinda went 
right to the front and then controlled the 
pace as he carved out fractions of :22.72, 
:47.03 and 1:12.29 before holding off the 
others and covering the distance in 1:42.01 
as the longest shot on the board at 9-1. 
Spring Hill Farm and Ruler On Ice dead- 
heated for second, 1% lengths back, and 
defending champion Gourmet Dinner was 
another 6% lengths back. Odds-on favorite 
Buffum never got into the race and was 
eased. 

The stakes win was the first in 28 tries 
for the Kasey K Racing Stable and Brier 
Creek Farm colorbearer, and the first for 
the jockey, who had ridden 959 horses out 
of the gate before the Majestic Light. 

Big Sur, a regular on the Mid-Atlantic 
circuit since 2011, had made his previ¬ 
ous 15 starts at Parx, improved to 5-5-9 
in 28 starts and increased his earnings to 
$209,139. 

LOPEZ WINS TWO 
MEMORIAL DAY STAKES 

The Memorial Day holiday gave jockey 
Paco Lopez plenty of reason to celebrate 
as he posted victories in the pair of stakes 
carded May 27, first with second-choice 
Silverette in the $60,000 Red Cross for 
trainer Dale Romans and then with upset- 
ter Rusty Slipper in the $60,000 Litde Silver 
for Graham Motion, who also won the 
$75,000 Monmouth Beach Stakes a day 
earlier with Zucchini Flower. 

Paul Pompa Jr.’s Silverette was making 
her first start at Monmouth but looked as 
though she were bred to relish the main 
track when she pressed the early pace, 
moved to the front of the field and held 
off all challengers to prevail by a length 
in front of Angel’s Glory in 1:09.72 for 6 
furlongs. Holiday Soiree took third. 

Silverette, who notched her first stakes 
victory, does have the bloodlines to excel. 
The 4-year-old daughter of Street Sense is 
out of Holy Lightning, which makes her a 
grand-daughter of 1994 Horse of the Year 
Holy Bull, who in two starts at Monmouth 
broke his maiden at first asking in 1993 
and then won the Haskell Invitational 
Handicap-Gl a year later. 

Silverette improved her earnings to 
$198,802 from four wins and three sec¬ 
onds in eight starts and won her second 
race in three 2013 outings. 

In the Little Silver, Zanim Meahjohn’s 
Rusty Shpper also became a first-time

win in four starts this year. The Kentucky- 
bred improved his earnings to $302,165 
and his record to 6-3-0 in 13 starts. 

FAMILY AFFAIR IN MAJESTIC LIGHT 

The winner’s circle photo after the 
$75,000 Majestic Light Stakes May 25 
should double as a treasured family picture. 

Trainer Ramon Moya saddled Big Sur 
as the 5-year-old gelding made his first try 
in stakes company, and then he gave his 
son, Ramon F. Moya, a leg up as the jockey 
sought his initial stakes score. 


When they headed out to contest the 
mile and 70-yard test, the field had been 
cut in half because stormy weather turned 
the main track sloppy and forced five 
scratches. The conditions could only help 
a horse who had proved he could win on 
the front end. 

“The owner gave me this horse (to 
train) about two months ago,” said the 
elder half of the father/son team. “He’s 
been training great and we thought we 
would take our shot here. We were going 
to the lead no matter what. Speed had been 
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stakes winner when she rallied from off the 
pace and raced four-wide through the lane 
to post a three-quarter-length victory over 
Street Gem, who was disqualified from 
second and placed fifth for interfering with 
Rhythm Queen in the upper stretch. 

Rusty Shpper went the mile over firm 
turf in 1:35.29 as the 10-1 fifth choice in 
the field of nine 3-year-old filhes. Three 
Hearts, who was a half length farther back, 
was placed second and Skyfall moved up 
to third. Bella Castani, who was made the 
odds-on favorite on the basis of a two-race 
win streak that included a stakes victory at 
Belmont, was not a factor. 

Rusty SUpper boosted her Ufetime 
bankroll to $62,014 and won the third of 
her five starts. 

In the two added money events for 
female runners May 26, Clement and Bravo 
connected again when Ruthenia proved 
she’s a horse for the course by finding the 
winner’s circle in the $75,000 Miss Liberty 
Stakes for the first time since she captured 
the 2012 Violet Stakes-G3 at Monmouth. 

Bred and raced by Virginia Kraft Payson 
and a full-sister to the multiple graded 
stakes winner Rutherienne, Ruthenia ral- 
Ued from the back of the pack of nine on 
the far turn and poured it on through the 
lane to win by a length in 1:42.08 for the 
tVie miles on good turf. Namaskara fol¬ 
lowed the 3-2 favorite across the Une with 
Street Secret and Dinner’s Out (GB) dead¬ 
heating for third. 

Ruthenia’s win was her first in a year 
almost to the day. She had failed to finish 
in the money in four straight stakes tries 
(aU graded) since her Violet victory. The 
win improved the 5-year-old Pulpit mare’s 
Ufetime record to 5-3-1 in 15 starts and 
increased her bankroll to $298,635. 

In the $7 5,000 Monmouth Beach Stakes, 
Albert Frassetto’s homebred Zucchini 
Flower kicked clear once she dispensed 
with WiniUscious to win by 3 3 A lengths 
under Jeremy Rose as she covered the mile 
and 70 yards on a fast track in 1:39.83. 
Daydreamin Grade was third while even- 
money favorite Clarinda came up empty. 

Trained by Motion, the Kentucky-bred 
filly by Flower Alley out of the Silver Buck 
mare Heathers Promise won for the fourth 
time in 15 starts and increased her earnings 
to $177,665. 

The Monmouth Beach was supposed 
to be a comeback for Cash for Clunkers, 
who finished second in the 2012 Ogden 
Phipps Handicap-Gl but had been out 
of action since last September. The return 
was derailed, however, when she was a late

scratch after unseating Elvis TrujiUo and 
running off in the post parade. 

TIM HILLS A HALL OF FAMER 

Trainer Tim Hills, who moved his base 
from Rockingham Park and Suffolk Downs 
to the New Jersey and Florida circuits in 
the early 1990s, is among those elected to 
the 2013 class of the New England Turf 
Writers Hall of Fame. The inductees are 
to be honored at the organization’s annual 
dinner at the Danversport Yacht Club in 
Danvers, Mass., in mid July. 

The multiple graded stakes-winning 
trainer topped the Monmouth standings in 
2002 and 2004 and finished second there in 
2001 and 2003. Among his career highlights 
are the Reeve Schley Jr. Stakes-G3 with 
Kissin’ Jeb in 1999, the 2001 Eatontown 
Handicap-G3 with Cousin Gigi and the 
2005 Boiling Springs with Toll Taker-all 


at Monmouth. In 2003 he sent out Mooji 
Moo to win the Regret Stakes on Haskell 
Invitational day and the following year that 
filly won the $300,000 Sunshine Millions 
Filly and Mare Sprint Stakes at Santa Anita. 
He also won a pair of stakes at the 2008 
Monmouth meet and most recently cap¬ 
tured the Desert Vixen Stakes in 2012 with 
Senator Beck, who went on to be voted the 
2012 New Jersey-bred champion 3-year- 
old filly and top turf horse. 

Other Monmouth stakes winners 
trained by Hills include Open Skies, Our 
Friend Harvey, Joe’s Son Joey, Rideouts 
Patton, Wish It Were, Stormy Roman,

Proud Early Mentor 

Retired trainer Carr celebrates Derby 
victory by former employee McGaughey

J ust about every day of the year David 
Carr can be found in the Parx Racing 
track kitchen, also known as Ron’s 
Backstretch Cafe. Though he saddled his 
last horse as a trainer in 1990 at Philadelphia 
Park (now Parx), Carr is an owner and also 
is involved in bloodstock sales. 

Carr had a special rooting interest 
in this years Kentucky Derby. Back in 
the mid-1970s, Carr had given his friend 
Claude R. “Shug” McGaughey his first 
racetrack job when he was stabled at old 
Latonia Race Track (now Turfway Park) in 
Kentucky. McGaughey parlayed that job 
as a hotwalker and groom a few years later 
into his own trainer’s license, eventually 
securing a high-profile job with the mighty 
Phipps Stable, and later was inducted into 
the Hall of Fame in 2004. 

So it was with a lot of pride that Carr 
watched as Orb, co-owned by the Phipps 
Stable and Stuart S. Janney III, captured 
the 139th Kentucky Derby, and saw his 
former protege standing on the podium in 
the Churchill Downs infield. 

“Afterwards, I sent Shug a text 
because I didn’t want to bother him with 
a phone call,” Carr said. “I texted him 
‘Congratulations,’ and he texted me back. 
He wrote, ‘Long way from the start. Thank 
you for giving me a chance.’ ” 

Carr can recall many stories about his 
days working with Shug, including his very 
first day of employment. 

“I told him to be ready at 4:30 a.m.,” 
Carr said. “Overnight, it had really snowed 
a lot. He called me up and said, ‘Have you 
looked outside? You’re not going to work 
in this, are you?’ I told him, ‘Shug, this is a 
seven-day a week job.’ ” 

Carr said that first day ended with 
McGaughey spending the night in the barn 
because the snow drifts were so high and 
travel became impossible. 


From that auspicious beginning, 
McGaughey went on to saddle some of 
the sport’s most beloved stars, his nine 
champions include Easy Goer, Heavenly 
Prize, Inside Information, Personal Ensign, 
Rhythm, Queena and Vanlandingham. He 
has nine Breeders’ Cup wins, including two 
in 1989 (Rhythm and Dancing Spree), two 
in 1995 (Inside Information and My Flag) 
and back-to-backs with Lure (1992, 93). 
He won an Eclipse Award as outstanding 
trainer in 1988. 

CHEEKSANDPEANUTS 
BREEDS NEW CAREER 

Cheeksandpeanuts demonstrated plen¬ 
ty of ability during her three-month racing 
career. 

For owner and breeder Pink Toes Farm 
LLC and trainer Dee Curry, the daughter 
of Pioneering broke her maiden at first 
asking at the Bensalem oval in 2002, then 
reeled off two stakes wins in a row, first 
in the Wonders Delight Stakes at Penn 
National, followed by the Foxy J. G. Stakes 
back at Parx. Her last race was a third in 
an allowance at Delaware Park before an 
injury forced her to the sidelines. She then 
embarked upon a new career as a brood¬ 
mare, where she’s also excelling. 

Cheeksandpeanuts has produced four 
foals to race since they first debuted in 
2007, and all are multiple winners. Her 
first, stakes-placed Salty Cheeks (by Salt 
Lake), won six times and earned $170,650; 
her second, Key Lime Baby (by Champali), 
was third in the $750,000 Fitz Dixon 
Cotillion Stakes-G2 in 2009 and earned 
$167,990; and her third, Manos de Piedra 
(by Buddha), earned $83,860. 

The mare’s 4-year-old daughter Hot- 
butteredpopcorn (by Dehere) won her 
second lifetime race May 11 when she 
triumphed in a $50,068 allowance at Parx 
for owner/breeder Gryphon Investments 


LLC and trainer Curry, boosting her career 
earnings to $75,450. 

Under Angel Castillo, Hotbutteredpop- 
corn was shuffled back at the start of 
the 6 V 2 -furlong test and trailed her six 
opponents until the head of the stretch. 
At that point, she responded to Castillo’s 
urging and surged along the rail to drive 
past leader Estrada’s Girl and win by 2 Va 
lengths over J K L’s Legacy, who had rallied 
for second. The final time was 1:18.99 on 
the muddy track. 

“Hotbutteredpopcorn looks very much 
like her mother, and has a very similar per¬ 
sonality,” Curry said. “Cheeksandpeanuts 
loved to train and was easy to be around, 
and so is Hotbutteredpopcorn.” 

Cheeksandpeanuts has a 2-year-old colt 
by Pioneerof the Nile named Cu Chulainn, 
and produced a filly this spring by that 
same sire. 

“I will be training Cu Chulainn, and 
I’ve trained the whole family, even Cheeks- 
andpeanuts’s half-brother Wildcat Creek, 
who broke his maiden first time out in 
1998,” Curry said. 

Curry, a former model from Roswell, N. 
Mex., keeps busy away from the racetrack 
through her involvement in rehabilitation 
and placement of abused dogs through 
the Burlington County Animal Shelter in 
New Jersey. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Three Diamonds Farm’s Red Velvet, a 
filly by City Zip trained at Fair Hill by Mike 
Trombetta, won the first juvenile race of 
the season May 20. 

Dispatched as the heavy favorite in the 
field of five, Red Velvet broke quickly and 
was sent up to contest the lead by jockey 
Jose Caraballo. She dueled for command 
with Sara Bay for most of the AVi furlongs 
before prevailing by a head in :53.93. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Clovis Crane, 
Red Velvet is out of the Honour and Glory 
mare On and On. 

■ The first turf race of 2013 was sched¬ 
uled for May 25, but was not run until May 
27 due to soft conditions. That first race 
was won by Metro Thoroughbreds LLC’s 
Back Away, a 4-year-old Put It Back geld¬ 
ing who dominated the field as the favorite 
in the mile and 70-yard starter handicap. 

Trained by Derek Ryan, Back Away was 
timed in 1:40.61, not far off the course 
mark of 1:39.24 set last year by Cantonic. 

Three races later, Major Marvel record¬ 
ed the 17th victory of his career and came 
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close to breaking the course record for 
the same distance when he won the split 
division of the same turf race by a nose 
under Kendrick Carmouche. The 7-year- 
old Bernstein gelding, who is owned by 
Ken and Sarah Ramsey and trained by 
Mike Maker, won in 1:39.49. 

■ Jockey Arianna Spadoni was seriously 
injured after clipping heels and falling dur¬ 
ing the running of the last race May 18. 
Riding Bob Got Loaded for owner and 
trainer Ramon Preciado, Spadoni had to 
steady off the heels of Greek Gold on 
the turn of the one-mile contest when her 
mount went down. 

Taken to Aria Hospital in nearby north¬ 
east Philadelphia, Spadoni was found to 
have broken her back and was later trans¬ 
ferred to the Hospital of the University 
of Pennsylvania, where she underwent 
surgery May 20. Spadoni will be sidelined 
for several months but intends to return 
to the saddle. 

■ The My Juliet Stakes, named in honor of 
the sprint champion who called Keystone 
Racetrack home, was run May 25, and 
despite luring a field of six distaff sprinters 
and a fast racetrack, at post time only three 
loaded into the starting gate. 

After the trio was sent on their way 
in the 6-furlong sprint, it soon became 
apparent that there would be no catching 
Martin Scafkli s Winning Image and Jose 
Caraballo. Although she bobbled at the 
break, the 6-year-old Southern Image mare 
took charge after a quarter mile, and then 
held Appealing Stella and J K Ls Legacy at 
bay the rest of the way for her fifth career 
stakes win. 

Out of the Apollo mare Harvest Girl, 
Winning Image increased her bankroll to 
$435,437 winning off a more than five- 
month layoff for trainer Mike Aro. ^

Milestone Moment 

Track honors longtime area resident 
Kreiser for 1,000th training victory

A ceremony in the Penn National Race 
Course winner’s circle the evening of 
May 15 celebrated the 1,000th train¬ 
ing victory of veteran Tim Kreiser. 

A longtime resident of the Grantville 
backstretch, Kreiser’s milestone was actu¬ 
ally achieved more than 100 miles away and 
three days earlier at Parx Racing, when he 
saddled Joseph Besecker’s Tiempo Libre 
to win a $34,095 starter allowance. The 
4-year-old Tale of the Cat gelding had 
finished second in his prior start April 11 
at Penn National. 

While the career achievement wasn’t 
acknowledged with much fanfare at Parx, 
management at Penn National created a 
large poster that was proudly held by fam¬ 
ily and friends after Kreiser captured the 
fourth event of the program with Defeet 
R Fleet for owner Robert A. Derr, whom 
Kreiser has partnered with since he began 
training in 1993. 

“It felt really great to have achieved 
1,000 wins,” said Kreiser, a resident of 
nearby Fredericksburg. “It seemed like it 
took me a long time.” 

If not for the uncertainty of the con¬ 
struction business, Kreiser might not have 
started training in the first place. 


“When I was growing up, I never knew 
Penn National existed, and I didn’t know 
much about horse racing,” he said. “Right 
out of high school, in 1981,1 started work¬ 
ing a construction job. Then they said they 
were laying me off.” 

Kreiser said a friend of his that was 
working for trainer Stephen C. Rowan at 
Penn National asked him if he would con¬ 
sider joining Rowan’s crew. 

“He asked if I would come help and do 
stalls,” Kreiser said. “I thought, why not, 
it was something to do and a way to make 
money.” 

Kreiser discovered that he enjoyed 
working on the backs tretch, and eventually 
started to groom horses for Rowan. 

“Things were going really well, and then 
I got a call from the construction com¬ 
pany,” he said. “They wanted me to come 
back, but I told them no. Then they said 
they’d give me a raise, but I still said no.” 

Kreiser eventually found himself work¬ 
ing on a farm not far from the Penn 
National stablegate. It was 20 years ago 
when he passed his trainer’s test and got 
his license, initially training five horses 
owned in partnership with Derr off the 
farm. Kreiser won with seven of his 36 


starters the first season and hit the board 
50 percent of the time. 

Kreiser has since steadily increased his 
number of starters, number of wins, and 
improved the quality of horses he trains. 

Back in early August 2009 Kreiser sent 
out the 2-year-old first-timer Peppi Knows 
to break his maiden at Penn National for a 
$40,000 tag for owner Lucky Star Racing 
Inc. Little did Kreiser realize that the 
Stephen Got Even gelding would take him 
from the bosom of the Blue Mountains to 
the Big Apple, as he completed his juvenile 
year with a victory in the Finger Lakes 
Juvenile Stakes and a runner-up finish in 
the Rem sen Stakes-G2 at Aqueduct. 

Peppi Knows started his sophomore 
campaign in 2010 with a win in Aqueduct’s 
Whirlaway Stakes, and he remains under 
the care of Kreiser. Peppi Knows won 
two of Inis first four starts as a 6-year-old, 
the most recent victory coming May 2 in 
an optional claimer at Penn National. The 
gelding has won 10 times from 26 starts 
and earned $357,425. 

Another of Kreiser’s heavy-hitters was 
Mason Dixon Stable’s turf star Cardashi, 
who scored the trainer one of his most 
lucrative wins in the $200,000 Pennsylvania 
Governor’s Cup in 2009 at nearly 30-1 
odds. At the time the Governor’s Cup was 
the richest race at Penn National. 

Kreiser wasn’t at Penn National that 
night-he was on vacation and watched 
the race from a harness simulcast facility in 
upstate New York—so he couldn’t join in 
the winner’s circle festivities as the 7-year- 
old gelding was brought in by jockey David 
Cora. 

“I was pretty numb when he hit the 
wire,” Kreiser said. “I asked myself, ‘why 
did I come up here?’ The richest race in 
Penn National history, and I’m not there. I 
bet zero dollars. I was hoping with a good 
trip to maybe run third.” 

Cardashi is now 11 and retired, the 
winner of 15 of 62 starts and $443,085. 
He won for the final time in the final start 
of his career, for $25,000 claimers at Penn 
National, on July 13, 2012, fighting on the 
lead the entire 5-furlong trip and winning 
by a nose. 

Kreiser sent out James M. Courtney’s 
Spring Dance to a win in the 2012 Dr. 
Teresa Garofalo Memorial Stakes at Parx, 
and she was named that track’s top 3-year- 
old filly of the season. 

Kreiser sports a career 22.1 percent 
strike rate (1,006 wins from 4,547 starts), 
and his horses earned $14,908,127 through 
May 29. Four times he ranked among the 
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top 100 trainers nationally by number of 
wins, and twice by earnings, and is on pace 
through the end of May to have his best 
year yet. 

So, any regrets over the decision not to 
return to construction? 

“Never. What's better than being my 
own boss?" 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ The first turf race of 2013 went to Bill 
Pape’s Tapit Express, who took a condi¬ 
tional $32,240 allowance going 1 Vie miles 
May 22 for trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 

The 4-year-old Tapit gelding raced 
toward the rear of the 10-horse field under 
Andrew Wolfsont after a slow break, then 
began to move up as they swung onto 
the backstretch. He encountered traffic 
trouble around the turn and approaching 
the top of the lane, but Wolfsont then 
swung him wide and he kicked clear to win 
by 2 3 A lengths. 

The win was the first in the last six 
starts for Tapit Express since he broke 
his maiden at Delaware Park the previous 
June. 

■ Trainer John Locke is a force to be reck¬ 
oned with in his first full season at Penn 
National and Moonstruck Cowboy is prov¬ 
ing his skill at the claim box. Since Locke 
dropped the slip and $12,500 for the Two 
Punch gelding back in mid-December, 
Moonstruck Cowboy has reeled off three 
wins and two seconds in six starts, all in 
allowance or starter allowance company. 

The latest success came May 23, when 
Moonstruck Cowboy won a $34,720 allow¬ 
ance in the very fast time of 1:09.62 for 
6 furlongs. Since arriving in the barn, 
Pennsylvania-bred Moonstruck Cowboy 
has earned $78,695 for owner Spencer 
Blecha. 

Locke was the leading conditioner at 
Penn National through May 29 with 35 
victories from 202 starts, one better than 
Kreiser. The native of Covert, Kans., was 
based for many years on the Midwest cir¬ 
cuit, racing in Oklahoma, Louisiana and 
Texas. He also practiced veterinary medi¬ 
cine for 17 years, from 1972 until 1989. 

The best horses Locke has trained 
include Texas-bred Scrappy Roo, win¬ 
ner of the 2008 John B. Connally Turf 
Cup Handicap-G3 at Sam Houston, and 
Proven Cure, winner of the Litdebitlively 
Stakes at Lone Star Park as a 12-year-old in 
2006. ' *

Less is more 

Horsemen, management agree on reduced 
racing lineup of 81 days for 2013 season

A two-year contract between Delaware 
Park horsemen and management was 
signed calling for 81 days of live rac¬ 
ing between May 18 and Oct. 7, with four 
guaranteed make-up days. The contract 
is for 19 days less than the former state- 
mandated minimum 100 racing dates. 

The shorter meeting was allowed to 
move forward because current law offers 
no provision for fewer racing dates after 
state lawmakers voted to change language 
in Delaware Code Relating to Horse 
Racing. Delaware Secretary of Agriculture 
Ed Kee was involved in the process and 
although the changes still require final 
approval from the Senate when it recon¬ 
venes in early June, reports from an origi¬ 
nating legislative committee essentially said 
the revisions were in line to allow contin¬ 
ued operations at Delaware Park. 

The contract was finalized more than 
a month prior to the 2013 home opener, 
unlike last year when negotiations went 
down nearly to the wire. The two sides 
agreed on the shorter season to keep purse 
levels steady and increase field size, a factor 
at last year's meeting made difficult with a 
stable area that never filled to capacity. 

“In order to put on the best racing 
possible and the fullest fields possible, to 
create more interest for the person watch¬ 


ing and the person wagering on them, we 
needed to reduce our live days of racing," 
said John Mooney, executive director of 
racing at Delaware Park. 

Mooney said they also wanted to main¬ 
tain purse levels to entice owners to run at 
the track. 

The number of days and purse levels 
have declined steadily since 2007. The 
picturesque track scheduled 137 days of 
live racing in 2007, and last year was slated 
for the minimum 100 days, although six of 
those days were canceled due to extreme 
heat or lack of sufficient entries. 

Soon after slot machine gaming started 
at Delaware Park in 1995, purse levels 
jumped each year, to more than $300,000 
per day by early 2000. But by 2007, when 
Pennsylvania's casinos were fully opera¬ 
tional, purses declined to $283,000 per day, 
and last year fell by 25 percent to a daily 
average of less than $213,000. 

Bessie Gruwell, executive director of 
the Delaware Thoroughbred Horsemen's 
Association, said the reduction in live days 
was necessary because the casino faced 
increased competition from surrounding 
states that had legalized gambling, such 
as Pennsylvania and Maryland, as did the 
racetrack, which was fighting to maintain 
a horse population in the face of a declin¬ 


ing foal crop and competition from Parx, 
Monmouth Park and the Maryland tracks. 

The Delaware barn area will remain 
open this year through Dec. 31 and will 
be open from March 1 to Dec. 31 in 2014. 

Horsemen returning this year are Jamie 
Ness, Juan Vasquez, Mike Pino, Randy 
Nunley, Mac Robertson, Sam Cronk, Tim 
Ritchey and Jeff Talley. 

CHANGES TO THE GROVE 

A new policy for the popular The 
Grove picnic area was announced prior to 
opening day, restricting what items patrons 
could bring into the grassy area adjacent 
to the paddock and near the first turn. 
Among the items initially banned by man¬ 
agement were coolers, grills, thermoses, 
backpacks, glass containers, noisemakers, 
air horns, laser pointers, outside alcoholic 
beverages, as well as fireworks, firearms, 
pepper spray, Mace and knives. Clear plas¬ 
tic bags would be permitted. 

Track management revised this policy 
May 17, stating that, “Delaware Park wish¬ 
es to maintain the family environment of 
the Picnic Grove, without sacrificing the 
integrity of its focus on safety. In reviewing 
our goals with senior management and our 
security advisors, we have revised our list 
of prohibited and permitted items, effec¬ 
tive immediately." 

The revised policy, which is in effect 
throughout the meet, allows grills (charcoal 
only) and coolers, subject to inspection. 
Alcoholic beverages are available for pur¬ 
chase on track grounds, as well as a variety 
of food options. 

The restrictions were put into place in 
the wake of the Boston Marathon bomb¬ 
ings in April, and follow the infield security 
changes enacted by Churchill Downs and 
Pimlico Race Course for the Triple Crown. 

The Grove features a large tent, with 
pari-mutuel tellers, available for private par¬ 
ties. It can accommodate upwards of 2,000 
patrons. The Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association traditionally uti¬ 
lizes The Grove for its “Family Fun Days," 
to be held this year June 15, July 27 and 
Aug. 17, and its Owners Day celebration 
in October. 

NEWS AND NOTEWORTHY 

■ Delaware's opener featured the split Our 
Mims Stakes for 3-year-old fillies, with six 
starters in each division. 

The $54,625 first division went to 
Porter Racing Stable's Missy Rules, who 
led all the way in the mile test to win by 
3Vi lengths. 
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The Randy Nunley trainee was off the 
board in a claiming contest in her previous 
start at Laurel Park, but last season showed 
an affinity for the Stanton surface with a 
victory in the Small Wonder Stakes and a 
maiden special weight winning debut. 

In the $50,000 second division, James 
H. Glover’s lie St. Molly was also agate-to- 
wire winner and held off Disco Barbie to 
win by three-quarters of a length. 

Bred in Arkansas by her owner, lie St. 
Molly won the Lady Razorback Futurity 
last season at Louisiana Downs in her 
career debut, and earlier in 2013 captured 
the Rainbow Miss Stakes at Oaklawn Park. 
Kenny Smith, enjoying his second season 
at Delaware, trains the daughter of He St. 
Louis (Chi). A native of Ada, Okla., Smith 
saddled two other winners on the opening- 
day card. He finished 11 th in the standings 
last season with 15 wins from 125 starters. 

“Hopefully we won’t slow down any¬ 
time soon!” Smith, 59, said of his opening- 
day success. 

On-track handle for the first day of 
racing was $208,536, while total handle for 
the eight-race card was $670,884. Last year, 
on-track handle was $246,093, and total 
handle was $803,004. 

■ Live Oak Plantation’s homebred One- 
pointhreekarats scored a gate-to-wire vic¬ 
tory in the $50,000 Winter Melody Stakes 
May 22, completing P/is miles in 1:43.58 
for trainer Graham Motion and jockey 
Jeremy Rose. 

A 5-year-old mare by Medaglia d’Oro 
out of Beaties for Real, by Unreal Zeal, 
dispatched as the third betting choice, 
Onepointhreekarats hit the wire 2 lengths 
in front of Bryan’s Jewel, who was 5 
lengths in front of Ciguaraya. Favored 
Twice the Lady finished sixth and last. 

“The last couple of times I rode her 
we were up against some fast horses (in 
the Ruffian Handicap-G2 at Aqueduct and 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap-G2 at Laurel 
Park) and I took her back, but she really 
likes to be out there either close or up on 
the outside,” Rose said. “I was able to get a 
nice lead and she really responded.” 

Onepointhreekarats was last of six in 
the Ruffian Handicap, but rebounded nice¬ 
ly to the switch to ungraded company. The 
Winter Melody was her fifth win from 13 
career starts and boosted her earnings to 
$204,989. " #■

Schedule Shift 

Meet opens with expanded stable area, 
level purses, new faces at Erie track

P resque Isle Downs opened its sev¬ 
enth season Sunday, May 12, and 
presented an eight-race card that fea¬ 
tured the Inaugural Stakes. The 2013 open¬ 
er marked the first time since the track 
opened for an abbreviated 25-date meeting 
in September 2007 that the season kicked 
off on a Sunday The change was made 
to take advantage of the lack of compet¬ 
ing Thoroughbred simulcast signals in the 
early-evening time slot. 

Opening-day attendance and handle 
numbers weren't as robust as last year, 
with the crowd down by 397 patrons and 
total handle down more than $287,000, but 
Presque Isle Director of Racing Debbie 
Howells was optimistic. 


“Pm quite happy with the way things 
have started,” Howells said. “We've got 
two more new barns with an additional 96 
stalls, and we had stall applications for over 
1,400 horses this year.” 

The backstretch will now hold 692 
horses, up from 500 two years ago. 

The racing schedule is also different 
from last year, with a Sunday through 
Thursday stretch and Friday and Saturday 
dark days. Daily purse distribution, fueled 
by expanded gaming revenue from the 
adjoining casino, remains at $184,000. 

The track brings back its five-race 
starter allowance distance series with total 
purses of $255,000 beginning July 4. The 
series is for horses who have run for a 


claiming price of $12,500 or less, and the 
first race will be run at l 5 /s miles with a 
purse of $26,000. 

The purses for the next four races 
increase by $10,000 each, and the distances 
also increase until the final event is run at 
2 l /4 miles. 

Returning horsemen for this year's 
Presque Isle meet include last year's lead¬ 
ing trainer Joe Martin, plus Jonathan 
Sheppard, Graham Motion, J. Michael 
Rogers, Tim Hamm, Dale Capuano, 
Randall Russell, Gerald Bennett and John 
Bourke. Newcomers to the Erie back- 
stretch are Burton Sipp, Mike Maker, Greg 
Compton and Jevon Crumley. 

PREACHING TRAINER 

Trainer Joe Martin, who helps his father 
Earl with pastoral duties in his native Hot 
Springs, Ark., began the 2013 season the 
way he ended the last—with a trip to the 
winner's circle. 

Martin, 46, tightened the girth on 
Martin Brothers Inc.'s Eddington's Note 
in the first race of the season, a $36,840 
allowance at 6 furlongs. The 3-year-old 
Eddington filly broke awkwardly but ral¬ 
lied to win by a head under Pablo Morales, 
Martin's go-to rider the last two seasons. 

Martin recorded the first training cham¬ 
pionship of his career at Presque Isle when 
he finished 2012 with 41 wins, eight more 
than three-time champion Jamie Ness and 
Tim Hamm. 

“I had a lot of second-place finishes at 
different racetracks, and couldn't seem to 
win a title until last year,” Martin said. “My 
barn had a very good meet, even though 
Jamie Ness kept winning, too. If you beat 
him, it's really an accomplishment.” 

Through the end of May, Martin was 
locked in a tie for the trainer's lead with 
Motion with eight winners apiece. 

Martin said he brought fewer horses to 
start the 2013 meet, but expected his num¬ 
bers to increase this summer. 

“I'm starting with 35 head at Presque 
Isle, and I have another 52 at Prairie 
Meadows in Iowa with my brothers Tim 
and Bill,” Martin said. “Later in the meet, 
the horses in Iowa that fit will come here.” 

Martin said his Presque Isle string con¬ 
tains 10 juveniles, including a couple of 
Pennsylvania-breds. Among them is Jigger 
of Gin, a filly by Albert the Great out of 
Silver Brook, by Montbrook, whom he co¬ 
bred with his brothers, Chester Storthz and 
John Calhoun Jr., and colts bred by Ronald 
DeWolf—Honour Zone, by Honour and 
Glory out of the Winthrop mare Cat Zone, 
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and Buckeye Brutus, by Jump Start out of 
Crafty Crypto, by Crafty Prospector. 

One who won't be joining Martin's 
string this year will be the popular Iowa 
Alice. The Iowa-bred Harperstown mare 
raced until age 11, winning 18 races from 
77 starts in her career. 

“Iowa Alice has 12 wins here, the most 
by any horse at Presque Isle Downs,” 
Martin said. “She won her last race in June 
of last year, but in her last four races she 
didn’t run well at all, almost as if she was 
telling me it was time to quit. Her legs were 
still great, but I made her into a brood¬ 
mare. I thought the time was right for her 
to have some babies.” 

Martin winters at Oaklawn Park and 
this season won 12 races and $329,394 in 
purses there. 

“I look forward to coming to Presque 
Isle every year,” Martin said. “It's just a nice 
place to train horses, the (Tapeta) surface is 
fantastic, and so are the people at Presque 
Isle.” 


Last year, Martin lived in a big RV 
parked on a lake near the track. This sea¬ 
son, he said, he's renting a big house in 
nearby Waterford, which he called “very, 
very comfortable.” 

WOODBINE SHIPPER 

Canadian invader Leinan showed her 
affinity for synthetics when she parlayed 
a second in Woodbine's Star Shoot Stakes 
April 20 into a victory in the $100,000 
Inaugural Stakes on opening day. 

The 3-year-old filly by Ready's Image 
out of Golden Mirage (Ire), by Green 
Desert, scored by 514 lengths for trainer 
Josie Carroll. The Inaugural was the sec¬ 
ond stakes win for Leinan, who took the 
Glorious Song Stakes at Woodbine last 
November. Owned by James and Alice 
Sapara and bred in Kentucky by Robert B. 
Trussell Jr., John T.L. Jones III and Empire 
Partners Ltd., the bay filly added $60,000 
to her bankroll to increase her earnings to 
$239,996. 


“We're just thrilled with her,” said Laurie 
Allen, Carroll's assistant, who made the trip 
to Erie with Leinan. “I'd like to thank her 
owners for their support. She's a wonderful 
filly to be around.” 

Pablo Morales, a 25-year-old Peruvian 
who won his first outright riding tide in 
2012 at Presque Isle, rode the winner. 
Morales won the tide with a record 130 
wins last season, one year after he and 
Huber Villa-Gomez finished tied atop the 
standings with 97 wins. ^

Regular 
jockey Matt McGowan kept Down Town 
Allen close enough to the lead, but not 
quite in the front. Jax and Jill built a 
2-length cushion by covering the first quar¬ 
ter mile in 21.97 seconds, but it wouldn’t be 
enough and McGowan knew it. 


“I knew Jax and Jill was the speed, and 
at the head of the lane she only had a half 
length on (Down Town Allen) and I was 
like, Watch this,’ and she just switched 
leads and went on. That was my main 
concern, letting Jax and Jill get too far out 
and having too much to do. When she laid 
that close going 21,45,1 was like, ‘Nah, she 
ain’t stopping.’ 

“Like I’ve always said, I thank (owner/ 
trainer) John (Casey) and (assistant) Kristy 
(Petty) for getting her ready for these races 
because she’s a true-blue race horse. She 
can go any distance.” 

The 6-year-old proved that once more 
with an irresistible surge through the 
stretch, overtaking her younger rival for a 
half-length victory in 51.27 seconds on a 
fast track. The Fancy Buckles three-peat 
(she has owned the race since 2011) was 
also her sixth straight stakes win stretching 
over the last two seasons. The daughter of 
Taylor Mountain Farm stallion Windsor 
Castle and the Roy mare Like Down Town 



Veteran racemare Down Town Allen got her sixth stakes win in a row with a determined stretch drive in the Fancy Buckles Stakes in May. 
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has a career mark to 17 victories in 32 
starts for total earnings of $740,177. 

“She's been a good little mare to me,” 
Casey said. “I was worried about the speed, 
but she did all right. We taught her to rate 
a lithe bit, to go farther-you make a whole 
lot more money going distance here. But 
she ran good.” 

Casey had hoped the Fancy Buckles 
might revert back to earlier in the year, but 
instead came after the April 20 Original 
Gold Stakes, a 7-furlong test Down Town 
Allen also aced. 

“There are not too many spots with no 
conditions,” Casey said. “It’s hard to find a 
place to run her. I guess itTl be back here, 
someplace.” 

McGowan is confident that whenever 
and wherever Down Town Allen next lines 
up, he'll have a partner hell-bent on getting 
to the front and staying there. 

“She takes it personal,” the jockey said. 
“When she's got the lead, she pins her ears 
and she's got a ton of heart. I've never 
been on one quite like her.” 

LUCY’S BOB BOY WINS 
FOURTH STRAIGHT 

Crowd favorite Lucy's Bob Boy 
stretched his 2013 campaign to a perfect 
4-for-4 with a pair of allowance victories in 
May, including a 7-furlong test that nearly 
boiled down to a match race against fel¬ 
low Charles Town superstar Russell Road. 
First, though, Lucy's Bob Boy handled an 
open field on May 10 with a 3%-length 
win in 1:18.83 over 6 V 2 sloppy furlongs. It 
wasn't quite up to par with the track record 
of 1:16.44 he set last December, but was 
plenty good enough. 

Eight days later, the state-bred chestnut 
son of Flatter (out of Love for Lucy, by 
Not For Love) wrote the next chapter in 
his on-going duel for track supremacy with 
the venerable Russell Road. Owned by 
Michael Furr and trained by Sandra Dono, 
Lucy's Bob Boy burst onto the scene 
with a spectacular 3-year-old season that 
included a victory in last year's $500,000 
West Virginia Breeders Classic against an 
older field most prominently featuring the 
millionaire favorite Russell Road. A month 
later, the then 6 -year-old Russell Road 
exacted a bit of revenge by beating his new 
rival in the A Huevo Stakes, the last loss on 
the sparkling resume of Lucy's Bob Boy. 

A race featuring those two wasn't likely 
to draw much interest from fellow horse¬ 
men, and a sparse four-horse field dropped 
to three when Rummy's Command was 
scratched by the track veterinarian. That 


left only Tup Take' Please, a stakes winner 
in his own right, to challenge He could 
have sat this one out, as well, as jockey 
Gustavo Larrosa immediately took Lucy's 
Bob Boy to the lead along the rail. Russell 
Road, under Luis Perez, did what he could 
to stay within striking distance over the 
first half mile, but the 1 -2 favorite gradu¬ 
ally drew off for a 4 V 2 -length victory in 
1:22.73, just missing the track mark of 
1:22.68. The victory boosted Lucy's Bob 
Boy's lifetime mark to a stellar 13 wins in 
16 starts, with three seconds, and pushed 
his earnings to $511,530. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ First-time starter In Mid Heir delivered 
a dream debut for owner New Farm in a 
May 16 maiden special weight for 3-year- 
old fillies. The Florida-bred daughter of 
Wildcat Heir out of Rhythm in Shoes, by 
Rhythm, entered as the prohibitive 1-5 
favorite and she repaid that faith. Under 
Jose Montano, the Jeff Runco-trained filly 
smoothly slid to the inside to establish a 
comfortable lead after breaking from the 
five post, then simply took off to win 
going away by 11 % lengths. Her winning 
time for AV 2 furlongs was 51.94 seconds. 

Six days earlier, the same connections 
watched another Florida-bred daughter of 
Wildcat Heir, 5-year-old Heir Gone Wild, 
score by 5 lengths in a 6 1 / 2 -furlong allow¬ 
ance. The race was an near replica of that 
of In Mid Heir's, as Heir Gone Wild broke 
from the five post, immediately made for 
the inside and toward the front, then 
increased her lead to die wire. 

■ Veteran owner/trainer Ernest Haynes 
got a bit of reassurance shortly after pulling 
the trigger on a $25,000 claiming ticket on 
4-year-old filly Metal Firecracker. Haynes 
dropped the slip into the claim box just 
before the Pennsylvania-bred daughter of 
Lite the Fuse went off as the favorite in a 
optional claiming sprint, and she didn’t dis¬ 
appoint with a 2 V 2 -length victory in 51.25 
seconds, a sort of a going-away present for 
trainer Hugh McMahon and owner Matt 
Groff, before switching barns. It was just 
the second career start at Charles Town 
for Metal Firecracker, who's already made 
a tour of the mid-Atlantic tracks with races 
at Penn National, Parx, Laurel and Pimlico 
to her credit among 18 career starts. 

■ Taylor Mountain Farm proprietor James 
Casey continues to produce a steady stream 
of allowance winners at his home track 
and the spring months were particularly 
fruitful. Antonio Lopez rode a string of 


homebred runners to victory, starting with 
Luftikus-sired 4-year-old gelding Flavored 
Punch in a 7-furlong allowance April 30. 

Windsor Castle's 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Queen'o'daball, winner of last year's 
Eleanor Casey Memorial Stakes (named 
after James Casey's late wife) opened her 
2013 campaign with a neck win at AV 2 fur¬ 
longs May 2 and came back 13 days later to 
score by a head going 6 V 2 furlongs. 

Another Luftikus progeny, 3-year-old 
filly Lucky Candy, tallied her second career 
win from four starts under Lopez in a 
sprint May 11. 

A son of Windsor Castle, 4-year-old 
Greenway Court, got into the act on May 
17 with another sprint allowance win. The 
stakes-placed runner boosted his record to 
13-6-3-2 for earnings of $129,890. 

■ Eight-year-old gelding Lively 
Reparations, once a staple on West Virginia 
Breeders Classics night, proved he still 
has a bit of fife left in his legs by scoring 
in a 1 Lie-mile allowance May 24. A seven¬ 
time winner in 72 career starts, the son of 
Reparations was looking for his first win 
in seven starts heading into the race and 
got it under Mauricio Rodriguez. Trained 
by James Starkey for owner Bobby Raines, 
Lively Reparations secured the 2%-length 
win in 1:48.79 and has now reached the 
winner's circle at least once in five of his 
seven racing campaigns. 

■ 

Canadian-bred 6 -year-old gelding Esporon 
has made quite an impact at Charles Town 
since leaving Monmouth Park last summer. 
Sired by Officer, Esporon had been a solid 
if unspectacular hard-knocker at tracks 
ranging from Woodbine to Gulfs tream 
Park before finally finding a home in West 
Virginia's Eastern Panhandle. 

Esporon served notice with two wins in 
two starts at Charles Town last December, 
and extended his win streak to six heading 
into a May 17 optional claimer. That suc¬ 
cess didn't stop owner Delorme and Frank 
Racing Stable LLC from risking the bay 
for a $40,000 claiming price. That prob¬ 
ably tempted a few envious owners, but 
Esporon made it through without a new 
owner. And under Erik Ramirez, he won 
again for trainer Timothy Grams to make 
it seven wins in a row (and 5-for-5 for the 
year).

Arrival Time 

Rising star Demonstrative leaps 
to head of class with Iroquois triumph

W hen steeplechase horses reach a 
certain point, people start think¬ 
ing—and asking questions. How 
good is he? How would he have done in 
the old days? What if he went back to run¬ 
ning on the flat? 

Demonstrative is there. 

On May 11 at the Iroquois Steeplechase 
in Nashville, Tenn., the 6-year-old won 
the third Grade 1 of his career-clos¬ 
ing like Jonathan Papelbon in the ninth 
inning to catch Divine Fortune near the 
finish line and win by a neck. Owned 
by Jacqueline Ohrstrom and trained by 
Richard Valentine, Demonstrative took an 
early lead in the race for leading steeple¬ 
chase horse of 2013 and became the story 
of the spring jump season-with just one 
start. 

Last year, he won two Grade 1 stakes 
and earned more than $200,000-complet¬ 
ing (almost; he missed an Eclipse Award 
by less than 20 votes) a rise to the top of 
the game since making his steeplechase 
debut as a 3-year-old in 2010. Because his 
horse had never run 3 miles or been at his 
best on soft turf, which happens frequently 
at Nashville, Valentine considered other 
paths early in 2013, then had the decision 
made for him when Demonstrative won a 
training flat race in late April. 

“I was really surprised with his flat run,” 
said Valentine, who missed that race while 
saddling Professor Maxwell for a Maryland 
Hunt Cup win. “I just wanted him to get a 
nice work and make sure he galloped out. 
He won. Unsolicited, people told me he 
looked pretty impressive.” 

Off the flat win, at the Queen’s Cup 
in North Carolina, Demonstrative went 
to Nashville and rocked Music City. Two 
championship rivals, Pierrot Lunaire and 
Blackjack Blues (Ire), were on the sidelines 


with injuries but Divine Fortune stood in 
the way. The Pennsylvania-bred, second 
in three Grade 1 stakes last year, danced 
another dance and, when he took the lead 
at the top of the stretch, threw down a 
challenge. 

Cutting the corner, jockey Darren 
Nagle asked the long-striding 10-year-old 
and got an immediate response. 

“Darren did the right thing; that’s what 
I would have done,” said Demonstrative’s 
jockey Robbie Walsh. “He had me strug¬ 
gling for a few strides.” 

Walsh tipped Demonstrative wide off 
the turn in hopes of finding fresh ground 
and the late run his horse is quickly patent¬ 
ing. Two lengths in front, Divine Fortune 
took off like a Navy fighter jet at the 
second-last-raising the pot once again. 
Demonstrative answered and cut into the 
margin. Both horses attacked the last, with 
Divine Fortune touching down in front. 
Demonstrative dug in once more, however, 
drew even and prevailed with a final surge. 
Walsh knew it, pumping his fist just after 
the finish line and feeling the relief of 
coming through when it mattered most. 
The winner covered 3 miles in 5:42.40. 
Recent import Molotof (Fr) finished near¬ 
ly 34 lengths behind the top two. 

At just 6, Demonstrative could be start¬ 
ing a long run at the top and stands on 
the verge of being the next “big” steeple¬ 
chaser. It seems they come along every few 
years—Flatterer in the 1980s, Lonesome 
Glory in the ’90s, McDynamo and Good 
Night Shirt in the 2000s—jumpers capa¬ 
ble of winning multiple Grade 1 stakes 
and championships. From the Ohrstrom/ 
Valentine base in Virginia, by way of Ken¬ 
tucky and England, comes tins guy. 

The Kentucky-bred son of Elusive 
Quality was destined for big things as a flat 


horse with Gainsborough Farm, but won 
just once in 11 English flat starts for trainer 
Mark Johnston. Purchased by Valentine at 
England’s Tatters alls July Sale three years 
ago, Demonstrative found immediate suc¬ 
cess in American jump racing. He won his 
hurdle debut at 3, added a stakes later that 
season. At 4, he won twice more. Last year, 
he weathered a rough start to the season 
(losing Walsh at the Queen’s Cup, finishing 
way back at Colonial Downs, being diag¬ 
nosed with EPM), but rebounded with two 
wins at Saratoga, a Colonial Cup-NSAl 
victory and recognition as an Eclipse 
Award finalist. Now, he’s won eight of 18 
starts over jumps and earned $416,300. 

Demonstrative has won at Saratoga 
going a flat, fast 2Vis miles and on Nash¬ 
ville’s energy-sapping layout going 3 miles. 
Before the Iroquois, Walsh worried about 
the rain (it came but did little other than 
make the course pretty much perfect) and 
the added distance. 

“I thought he was the best horse in the 
race, if he got the trip,” the jockey said. 
“Outside of that, Divine Fortune. You 
can’t take anything away from him. He’s 
so consistent and tough and game. Darren 
was the one I was keeping an eye on the 
whole race. He was the known worry. The 
3 miles was unknown and it’s a proper 3 
miles. It’s not a flat track that rides shorter. 
It’s a proper 3 miles. It takes a lot more 
getting than the (2% miles) in (the Colonial 
Cup).” 

Jumping mattered late, and Demon¬ 
strative matched Divine Fortune’s leaps 
over the final three. Walsh figured he 
could, based on the race’s early stages. 

“I hadn’t asked him a question the 
whole way around, he gave me a couple of 
long ones himself, but I hadn’t asked him,” 
he said. “He’d been popping away so I was 
pretty sure when I wanted him to go long 
it was going to be there for me. I asked him 
to go long at the last two. The last came up 
a bit in between and I said ‘we’ve got to 
go.’ Without gunning him, I had to release 
him. If you gun him he might come up too 
early, he’s that brave. He landed running, 
hard, after the last.” 

MR. HOT STUFF SCORCHES 
NASHVILLE NOVICE 

The richest stop on the spring calendar 
at $415,000, the Iroquois featured sev¬ 
eral signature performances. Chief among 
them was a powerhouse novice hurdle

stakes win by Mr. Hot Stuff. You know 
him as a full-brother to stallion and Grade 
1 winner Colonel John, a starter in the 
2009 Kentucky Derby and Belmont Stakes 
and-according to many-the best looking 
horse in the land. 

Now, to the delight of owner Gill 
Johnston, trainer Jack Fisher and who¬ 
ever runs the @Mrhotstuffhorse Twitter 
account, he’s a stakes winner over jumps. 

“It adds a little extra because of who he 
is and because of his name,” said Johnston. 
“Even people who don’t know his story 
pay attention because of his name. People 
hear that and want to look at him, pay 
attention to him and see him.” 

The rangy 7-year-old came to jump rac¬ 
ing when Fisher bought him from WinStar 
Farm for client Nick Arundel late in 2010. 
When Arundel died, Johnston bought the 
ready-made prospect at a small dispersal 
sale. The son of Tiznow delivered quickly, 
winning twice in 2011 and flashing prom¬ 
ise before going to the shelf with tendon 


trouble while training for a Saratoga start. 
Mr. Hot Stuff went to Johnston’s farm in 
Chattanooga, Tenn.-resting and recover¬ 
ing with her retirees during most of last 
year. The Kentucky-bred returned in 2013 
as good as ever. At Nashville he thumped 
a solid field to win the $75,000 Marcellus 
Frost by 2% lengths over 2013 stakes 
winner Black Quartz (Fr) and Sulwaan 
(Ire) for Johnston, Fisher and jockey Sean 
Flanagan. 

“Here he is, back again,” said Johnston, 
whose horse was headed to open company. 
“He’s a really laid back horse, he really is. 
He was no problem and that was the nice 
thing about him. As big as he is, he was no 
problem to work around.” 

MORE FROM NASHVILLE 

■ The filly/mare stakes at the Iroquois 
proved that races aren’t over until they’re 
over as Well Fashioned got up in the final, 
last, ultimate step to edge Kisser N Run 
by a nose in the $50,000 Margaret Currey 


Henley Stakes. Owned by Magalen Bryant 
and trained by Doug Fout, the 6-year-old 
Virginia-bred won for the fourth time over 
jumps and proved her grit yet again. 

“The ones in front were stopping and 
she was passing tired horses,” said jockey 
Willie McCarthy. “She just loved it. If 
they’d gone steadier earlier on and she was 
struggling for a bit of a gear it wouldn’t suit 
her. They went quick and she was passing 
tired horses and she kept running and run¬ 
ning and running. She winged the last two 
jumps, I didn’t know where the wire was 
but I knew she was getting there.” 

■ Over timber, Worried Man got the best 
of former top-class hurdler Tax Ruling 
to win the $50,000 Mason Houghland 
Memorial for Sonny Via, Fisher and Gus 
Dahl. The 6-year-old son of Dynaformer 
rated well back early then went to work on 
the final turn—kicking away and winning 
by 4% lengths over Tax Ruling with Grand 
Pride third. 
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Former Kentucky Derby starter Mr. Hot Stuff became a stakes winner in the $75,000 Marceiius Frost 



GRINDING SPEED 
STRIKES GOLD 

Before the Virginia Gold Cup timber 
stakes, trainer Alicia Murphy would have 
been excused for worrying about her stable 
star Grinding Speed. He fell late in the 
My Lady’s Manor, his only prior start of 
2013. Instead, Murphy took a riding lesson 
aboard the 7-year-old gray. 


“I wondered if I’d feel any hesitation 
or anything and I didn’t,” she said. “I don’t 
think he made a bad jumping mistake at 
the Manor. I think he just wasn’t prepared 
or something and kind of lost it. It wasn’t 
a crashing fall, he didn’t get hurt and he 
seems fine.” 

Understatement of the year. 

Bouncing back from his only timber 
start that didn’t end in a win or a second, 


Worried Man graduated the maiden timber 
ranks in style, taking the $50,000 Hough land. 

Grinding Speed throttled seven others 
in the $75,000 timber stakes at Great 
Meadow in The Plains May 4. Owned 
by Michael Wharton, the Maryland-bred 
bided his time early under Mark Beecher, 
then put on a clinic—flying fences and 
out-galloping the others while winning by 
6% lengths over Straight to It with Dakota 
Slew third. The winner covered 4 miles in 
8:50.80 and gave Beecher a rare double. 

The jockey is just the fifth to win the 
Maryland Hunt Cup and Virginia Gold 
Cup timber stakes in the same year. The 
4-mile classics are a week apart and offer 
quite different challenges —especially with 
the Hunt Cup restricted to amateurs and 
the Gold Cup open to professionals. 
Irishman Beecher, an amateur, rides like 
he gets paid double and joined Jack Fisher 
(1994), Sanna Hendriks (then Neilson, 
1991), Charlie Fenwick Jr. (1979) and 
Mikey Smithwick (1950) on the list. 

Like Murphy, Beecher didn’t sweat the 
fall too much once he saw how Grinding 
Speed rebounded. 

“It was just one of those things,” he 
said of the fall. “He’s been so consistent 
and I think it was one of the first mistakes 
we’ve made together. It was just a nov- 
icey thing. He’s a very proud horse, a good 
jumper and a cocky kind of character. It 
didn’t knock anything out of him.” 

Bred by Alan, Mark, Mitchell and 
Madeline Kline, Grinding Speed became 
a steeplechaser after seven flat starts (one 
win) in the region. He won once over hur¬ 
dles, but really blossomed when switched 
to timber in 2012—putting up a record of 
three wins and three seconds. Flis 2013 
began with the fall at the Manor, then the 
Gold Cup and he closed May with a sixth 
in the Radnor Hunt Cup.

Beecher still thinks the horse has some 
improvement to come. 

“For what he’s done in that length of 
time, he is phenomenal,” said Beecher. “I 
won his first point-to-point over hurdles, 
knew I’d struggle with the weight but I told 
Alicia that whenever he came to timber to 
ring me back. He had that jump to him 
that made you think he’d take to timber 
fairly quickly.” 

The Gold Cup offered pari-mutuel 
wagering for the first time, with limited 
on-site facilities only, and handled more 
than $81,000 on a six-race card. The con¬ 
cept was a test for expanded betting on 
the fall races in October, where account 
wagering and a wireless hub are said to be 
in the plans. 

The Gold Cup led the way with $20,466 
wagered in the win-place-show pools. 
Grinding Speed paid $12 as the fourth 
choice behind Hot Rize, Alfa Beat (Ire) and 
Straight to It. 

DOUBLE FOR GRAHAM 
AT RADNOR 

Pennsylvania trainer Eddie Graham ran 
his entire steeplechase string at the Radnor 
Hunt Races May 18 and left with a perfect 
record as Rainbows for Luck won the 
Radnor Hunt Cup timber stakes and Dr. 
Skip took a maiden hurdle. 

“Oh my God,” Graham said after¬ 
ward. “That doesn’t happen. Everyone 
was laughing and telling me to smile for 


the pictures. I couldn’t. I felt like I was in 
shock. I only have two owners, those two 
horses, and they’re the only jumpers. My 
parents were there, my kids were there. It 
was my first stakes win.” 

Graham’s wife Wendi works as a racing 
official at Parx and they operate a small 
stable—mostly horses they own —near 
Unionville, Pa. Running at Radnor, a half- 
hour or so away in Malvern, felt like a 
home game—especially when Rainbows 
for Luck charged home to win the $40,000 
timber feature. Owned by Greg Bentley 


and ridden by Jody Petty, the 12-year-old 
rallied late to catch Hot Rize and win by a 
nose after 3% miles. 

Rainbows for Luck moved to jump 
racing in 2007 after competing on the 
flat for Canadian breeder Sam-Son Farm. 
Trained by Paul Rowland, the son of 
Benny the Dip won a maiden hurdle in 
2008, moved to timber and won his first 
try at Winterthur in 2009. With Rowland 
battling cancer, the horse moved to the 
barn of longtime friend Graham in 2011 
and has gone on something of a run-win- 
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Maryland-bred Dr. Skip won his steeplechase 
debut in the maiden hurdle at Radnor

ning four of seven starts spaced over 
19 months. Whenever he runs, fans and 
friends think of Rowland, who died last 
year. His horse continues on, however and 
Graham calls training Rainbows for Luck 
a lesson in balance. The trainer keeps his 
horse fit and fresh most of the time, works 
on recovery after races and picks spots. 

“He’s old, he’s got a lot of issues and 
problems,” he said. “His stifles have been 
beat up for years, his knees are banged up. 
He’s like a hockey player. He goes to Fair 
Hill (Equine Therapy Center) for the cold 
saltwater spa, gets a cold hose, all those 
things you do.” 

Graham’s other victory came with stee¬ 
plechase newcomer Dr. Skip, who won his 
debut over eight foes in a $25,000 maiden 
hurdle for Petty. The Eddington gelding 
reeled in Foolish Surprise late and won 
by 2V2 lengths over West Is Best. Bred in 
Maryland, the 5-year-old ran on the flat for 
breeder Michael Cataneo and trainer Leigh 
Delacour before joining Graham’s barn for 
owner Clorevia Farm. 

■ Also at Radnor, stakes veteran hurdler 
Decoy Daddy (Ire) prevailed in the $50,000 
National Hunt Cup-G3 hurdle stakes for 
Irv Naylor, trainer Bhanne Slater and jock¬ 
ey Carol Ann Sloan. The 11-year-old won 
his second stakes of the year and collected 
his 10th lifetime jump win from 47 starts, 
defeating Gustavian by a half-length with 
Country Cousin third. The winner gave the 
runner-up 12 pounds and yielded up to 20 
to his seven rivals in the race. 


Slater marveled, yet again, at her horse’s 
hard-trying nature. 

“He’s the horse who’s going to give you 
everything he has every time,” Slater said. 
“He doesn’t have excuses. If he doesn’t win 
it’s just because he’s not good enough, not 
because he doesn’t try or something else. 
He probably can’t beat Demonstrative, 
Divine Fortune, horses like that, but he just 
goes out there and does his job.” 

■ The spring season ended at Fair Hill, 
Md., where veteran Call Me Sonny stormed 
home in the $40,000 Valentine Memorial 
Stakes, run as a starter handicap after sev¬ 
eral years as a filly/mare race. Owned by 
Dale Thiel and trained by Ricky Hendriks, 
the winner ousted five rivals while collect¬ 
ing a $24,000 payday to nearly double his 
career earnings while winning for the third 
time. Paddy Young rode the winner. 

REGIONAL RUNNERS 

Mid-Adantic-breds collected plenty of 
jump wins in May. 

Sharp Numbers won a classy maiden 
hurdle at the Iroquois. Now owned by 
Woodslane Farm and trained by Fisher, 
the 5-year-old son of Johar was bred in 
Maryland by Richard Granville and ran on 
the flat for Kevin Boniface. Pennsylvania- 
bred Port Morsbey, a half-brother to flat 
stakes winner Kitten’s Point, won a maiden 
timber for Faerie Hill LLC and trainer 
Richard Valentine. Pennsylvania-bred Lear 
of the Cat dominated an allowance tim¬ 
ber for Don Cochran and trainer Paddy 


Neils on. Pennsylvania-bred Spinnaker 
scored for owner/trainer/breeder Jeremy 
Gillam, and his riding daughter Diana, at 
Willowdale. Maryland-bred Kingdom won 
a maiden hurdle for The Fields Stable and 
breeder Mimi Voss at Fair Hill. The 4-year- 
old is a half-brother (by Louis Quatorze) 
to former champion filly/mare hurdler 
Guelph. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Through May, individual National 
Steeplechase Association races were tight. 
After a slow start, Brianne Slater led 
the trainers’ list with 11 wins, one more 
than Jack Fisher and Jonathan Sheppard.

Veterinary Matters 


Making the Grade 

Thorough pre-purchase examinations 
an important part of buying racehorses

T he pre-purchase examination of a 
Thoroughbred racehorse can pres¬ 
ent a challenge to owners, trainers 
and veterinarians alike. The key to such 
examinations is open communication and 
a realistic vision for the individual horse 
and associated career goals. The following 
discussion focuses on the pre-purchase 
exam involving a private transaction of an 
in-training Thoroughbred. 

The overarching purpose of a pre-pur- 
chase examination is to assess an animal 
and provide as much information about 
its current health and ability to perform 
the expected job at hand. The exam can 
only account for what your veterinarian 


finds on that specific day. The goal is not 
to “pass” or “fail” a horse but rather paint 
a comprehensive picture using normal and 
abnormal findings. 

All pre-purchase exams begin with 
obtaining a solid history from the cur¬ 
rent owner/trainer. Questions regarding 
daily management, current training level 
and historical health and lameness issues 
are considered fair game. Following the 
thorough history, a general physical exami¬ 
nation is performed from nose to tail. 
Mucous membranes and jugular refill time 
are assessed for adequate hydration. Both 
jugular veins are examined for patency 
(lack of obstructions). An ophthalmic 
exam is generally performed in a dark stall. 
The cornea, lens and retina are examined 
for pathology. Any abnormalities visual¬ 
ized may warrant further examination by 
a specialist. 


Care fill evaluation of the heart and 
lungs is an important feature of the exam. 
Any evidence of an irregular rhythm or 
heart murmur should be assessed by a 
specialist prior to purchase. If your vet¬ 
erinarian is comfortable and experienced 
in cardiology, an EKG is easily performed 
on the farm. With the advent of an EKG 
application for smart phones/tablets, this 
aspect of the pre-purchase exam may 
become more widely considered routine. 
Assessment of the lungs and airway con¬ 
sists of listening to all lung fields as well 
as the trachea. A re-breathing exam may 
be performed by placing a large trash bag 
over the animal’s nose, thus encouraging 
deeper breaths. The chest is listened to 
again during this exam to help detect any 
underlying disease. 

Upper airway endoscopy is used to 
evaluate the larynx structure and func¬ 
tion. Sedation is avoided as it can alter the 
examination findings. The cartilages adja¬ 
cent to the trachea are assessed for sym¬ 
metry and the ability to fully abduct (lead 
away) away from the tracheal opening. The 
epiglottis, soft palate and other structures 
are evaluated for normal appearance and 
function. Endoscopy is usually performed 
at rest. Recently, over-ground endoscopy 
has allowed veterinarians to evaluate the 
larynx using a scope mounted to a bridle 
that transmits an image to a handheld 
computer. This allows the veterinarian to 
assess the larynx during work with the ani¬ 
mal performing in its normal environment. 
While resting endoscopy is still the pre¬ 
ferred diagnostic, over-ground endoscopy 
may become more routine as practitioners 
obtain this equipment. 

Routine complete blood count and 
serum chemistries are often offered to 
buyers to help detect any underlying dis¬ 
ease or organ dysfunction. A toxicology 
screen can be used to detect drugs in the 
system. Routinely these toxicology screens 
will look for low levels of various anti¬ 
inflammatory agents or sedatives. 

Following the general physical, a thor¬ 
ough lameness exam is performed. This 
begins by palpating the neck, back and 
all limbs. Each joint is examined for the 
presence of effusion (excessive fluid) and 
pain on flexion. All tendons and ligaments 
in the distal limb ate palpated for heat, 
thickening and soreness. Hoof testers are 
applied to detect any possible foot sore¬ 
ness. Conformation is carefully considered; 
while no perfect standard exists, many 
buyers have a preference for specific traits. 
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by Caitlin Rothacker DVM 



The horse is first evaluated at a walk 
and then a trot on a hard surface in a 
straight line, and on turns in both direc¬ 
tions. Multiple different flexion tests can 
be performed to assess soundness after 
stressing specific joints. Care should be 
taken on assessing importance of flexion 
tests. While a flexion test may exacerbate 
a lameness and help localize areas of inter¬ 
est, a positive flexion in itself does not 
diagnose a problem and may be a normal 
finding for a particular horse. At this point 
in the examination, if any abnormalities are 
detected, the buyer is often contacted with 
the most current information. A severe 
negative finding may preclude finishing the 
examination. 

Radiographs are an important feature 
of the pre-purchase exam. Many race¬ 
horses will have yearling radiographs that 
may or may not be available to view. The 
decision to radiograph specific joints or 
to obtain a complete set of films is largely 
based on owner/trainer expectation as well 
as the purchase price of the animal. Most 
veterinarians will recommend obtaining 
a complete set including front feet, fore 
and hind fetlocks, carpii, hocks and stifles. 


These radiographs are evaluated for small 
chip fractures, arthritis and other abnor¬ 
malities. 

Pre-purchases examinations are an inte¬ 
gral part of buying a racehorse. Through 
the advent of on-farm radiographs and 
portable endoscopy, the veterinarian is 
able to provide real-time information to 
the buyer and trainer. Communication 
between buyer, trainer and veterinarian is 
key both before and often during a pre- 
purchase examination. While an enormous 
amount of detail can be gained from the 


exam, it is important to remember that 
the veterinarian’s job is to provide well- 
founded medical information and not an 
opinion on the quality of the animal or its 
future performance.

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Task force moves to strengthen 
state’s breeding industry 


In May, the Maryland Racing Commission 
approved recommendations from its Breeding 
Industry Task Force addressing bonuses for 
breeders, owners and stallions-all aimed at 
bolstering the state's Thoroughbred breeding 
industry 

If finalized and adopted, the program will 
include (starting in September): 

• A 30-percent bonus, paid by the Mary¬ 
land Bred Fund, to the breeders of Mary- 
land-bred horses which finish first, second 
or third in open races at Laurel Park, Pimlico 
Race Course and Timonium. 

• A 10-percent bonus, paid by the Maryland 

Bred Fund, to the owners of sires who pro¬ 
duce Maryland-bred horses which finish 
first, second or third in open races at the 
three tracks. 

• A 20-percent bonus, paid through the track 

purse account, to the owners of Mary- 
land-bred horses which finish first, second 
or third in open races at the three tracks. The 
owners' enhancement is slated to increase to 
30 percent in 2015. 

Maryland Horse Breeders Association Pres¬ 
ident Tom Bowman answered some questions 
on what the changes will do for the state's 
breeding industry, which has weathered mas¬ 
sive decreases in mares bred, foal crops and the 
stallion rosters over the past decade. 

What were the goals of the task force in ad¬ 
dressing the breeding industry? 

We had three objectives-make the breeding 
program strong, change the structure to re¬ 
ward more people and use it to help strength¬ 
en racing. Within that, we knew we wanted to 
increase the breeders' incentives, change the 
current regulation (which only awards win¬ 
ners) to pay back to third place and maintain or 
increase owners' bonuses. 

How did the task force go about crafting 
the recommendations? 

From the beginning we wanted to find the 
facts and offer solutions. We spent a lot of time 
on it. We mailed out questionnaires, we asked 


for comments, we talked with the groups in¬ 
volved-the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion, the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen's 
Association and the Maryland Jockey Club. We 
looked at Maryland's regional competition, 
and national competition. We tried to look at 
why certain regions were thriving and asked 
how we could change the patterns in Mary¬ 
land to reflect those areas of the country that 
were being successful. We didn't want to just 
copy them, but we wanted to see how we could 
use what worked best in other states and make 
them better if we could. 

How important are increased bonuses for 
breeders? 

Right now, we're offering 17.5 percent to 
winners only and we believe it isn't enough to 
encourage people to come here, own a mare or 
stay here with mares. States around us are of¬ 
fering nearly two times that much and we felt 
that 30 percent was the minimum of what it 
was going to take to make a difference. When 
Bruce Quade became chairman of the racing 
commission, his first priority was getting the 
long-term agreement between the racetracks, 
the horsemen and the breeders. Step two was to 
do something to help the breeding industry. It's 
a three-legged stool-the racetracks, the breed¬ 
ing industry and the owners and trainers at the 
track-and the proper balance is when every 
one of those organizations is successful and in 
sync with the others. 

What kind of impact do you envision? 

I've already seen a number of people, even 
this late in the year, tell me they're going to 
breed their mares-because of the 30 percent. 
I think there are going to be opportunities to 
get back in the broodmare business in Mary¬ 
land because it's going to be financially viable. 
We were caught in a perfect storm-progress 
in other states, downspin in the economy and 
a lack of momentum here. We bottomed out a 
year or two ago. We're going to see a slow, but 
very strong, increase in the number of mares 
producing Maryland-breds. I think breeders 





will be more and more tempt¬ 
ed to stay at home and breed 
at home. If everything hap¬ 
pens the way the task force 
has drawn it up, an owner/ 
breeder will get a 60-percent 
bonus which is a nice kick and 
further encourages people to 
breed and race in the state. In 
a five-year span, that will be 
reflected in great participation 
of Maryland-breds in Mary¬ 
land racing. 

What about stallion bo¬ 
nuses? 

Stallions are an integral 
part of the whole deal, because 
if we're going to try to get peo¬ 
ple to keep mares here we're 
going to have to attract stal¬ 
lions too. But just an increase 
in the stallion bonus isn't go¬ 
ing to make the difference in 
someone relocating a stallion 
here. What really matters 


to stallion owners are mare 
pools, and progeny earnings. 
The breeders' bonus will help 
the mare pool and the earn¬ 
ings are affected by the purses 
at the track, which have in¬ 
creased. We suggested stallion 
bonuses be 10 percent and that 
future consideration be given 
to other programs that might 
affect stallions. It has to build 
from the bottom up. It's not a 
major change from the stallion 
bonuses Maryland offers now, 
but we think the breeders' bo¬ 
nuses will have an effect on 
stallions too by putting more 
mares in the state. 

Owners' bonuses used to 
be paid through the Mary¬ 
land Bred Fund. Why rec¬ 
ommend shifting that to the 
purse account? 

The MHBA is charged with 
doing whatever it can to en¬ 


courage breeding, and the 
task force was created to find 
ways to enhance breeding, but 
in asking people on our board 
and on the MTHA board, no 
one wanted to see owners' 
bonuses go away. They are 
an important part of the pro¬ 
gram. 

The more we worked on 
it, and came to the conclusion 
that breeders' bonuses were 
going to need to be 30 percent, 
it became clear that owner 
enhancements were going to 
have to come from a different 
source. We can no longer fund 
that and still fund increased 
breeder bonuses. The purse 
account became the logical 
solution, though we realize 
it's a new concept in Mary¬ 
land and we're stepping into 
the unknown a little bit. 


What do these changes 
mean for Maryland's racing 
industry politically? 

You'd have to have your 
head in the sand to think that 
the money we're receiving 
from slots isn't going to be un¬ 
der intense scrutiny. The more 
we can demonstrate that the 
money is going to programs 
that will strengthen the state 
of Maryland, overall, that 
Maryland horses are winning 
races and that Maryland own¬ 
ers and trainers are buying 
Maryland horses the better we 
will be. The industry has been 
put on notice. We've been giv¬ 
en this for a certain amount of 
time, and we're expected to 
demonstrate responsible use 
of the funds. This puts us on 
the right course. I think the fu¬ 
ture is bright, really bright. ^

She has also been associ¬ 
ated with six Maryland-bred 
champions, including Smart 
and Fancy, Not Abroad and 
Love of Money. 

Among her goals are to 
"work to continue the prog¬ 
ress that has been made over 
the past few years. I am par¬ 
ticularly interested in promot¬ 
ing Maryland-breds at auction 
and continuing the efforts to 
bring together breeders, own¬ 
ers and horsemen as one cohe¬ 
sive group." 

First named to the board 
in 1985, Pons has served four 
terms prior to being reelect¬ 
ed this year. A former MHBA 
president (1994-96), Pons was 
also a board appointee in 





















2012, and is a member of the 
Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion Breeding Industry Task 
Force. Part-owner of Country 
Life Farm in Bel Air (Har¬ 
ford County) and Merryland 
Farm in Hydes (Baltimore 
County), and farm and racing 
partnership manager. Pons 
is determined to "work with 
other industry groups to make 
Maryland the best state to 
breed and race, emphasize the 
agricultural appeal and im¬ 
portance to our state, maintain 


the spirit of the founders of the 
MHBA and locate the MHBA 
offices to an appropriate agri¬ 
cultural site." 

Reightler (White Hall, Har¬ 
ford County) returns for a 
second consecutive term. The 
founder and president of Bill 
Reightler Sales and Consulting 
Agency is also an insurance 
agent and former trainer and 
farm manager, and has been 
active on numerous MHBA 
committees. He notes, "It has 
been my honor to serve on the 


board during the past term. 
The board members have 
worked tirelessly to advance 
the mission of the MHBA and 
I would be pleased to continue 
the work of the organization 
as a board member." 

Of the five directors whose 
terms expired in 2013, R. 
Thomas Bowman, Ann Mer¬

Maryland-bred starter 
handicaps kicked 
off sensational 
Pimlico cards 



Bayonne flashed her style in the Kattegat's Pride Starter 
Handicap on Black-Eyed Susan Day, winning by 2 lengths. 



Hello Lover found an easy spot to kick off his 2013 campaign: 
the Deputed Testamony Starter Handicap on Preakness Day. 


Two $40,000, lHe-mile 
starter handicaps for Mary- 
land-breds led the star-stud¬ 
ded cards on Black-Eyed 
Susan Day, May 17, and 
Preakness Day, May 18. 

On Ladies Day Friday, 
8-5 favorite Bayonne didn't 
disappoint in the Kattegat's 
Pride, rallying from far back 
with Erik Ramirez and driv¬ 
ing home a 2-length winner 
over Side by Side, with second 
choice Franstein third in the 
field of nine. 

Owned by Cramer Racing 
LLC, 5-year-old Bayonne was 
the only stakes winner in the 
field, having won Charles 
Town's Pink Ribbon Stakes 
last September. Her Charles 
Town-based trainer, Jeffrey 
Cramer, had taken the daugh¬ 
ter of Dance With Ravens for 
$6,250 as a 4-year-old out of a 
Penn National claiming race 
in 2012. 

"We knew when we 
claimed her she had a hole in 
her somewhere. She is a sister 
to Eighttofasttocatch. Based 
on that family line they mature 
slow, so we weren't worried 
about her," Cramer noted af¬ 
ter the Pink Ribbon win. Since 
the claim, Bayonne has won or 
placed in 10 of 13 starts, and 
came into the Pimlico race off 
a third behind Dance to Bristol 


in the $200,000 Sugar Maple 
Stakes at Charles Town. 

The Deputed Testamony 
Starter Handicap, the second 
race on the Preakness card, 
drew a field of nine and was 
won by overwhelming favor¬ 
ite Hello Lover. One of the 
winningest horses in the na¬ 
tion in 2012, the son of Not 
For Love was making his 2013 
debut and, with John Bisono 
in the irons, cruised home 2 
lengths ahead of No Brakes, 
with Who Dat Boy another 2 
lengths back in third. 

Owned by Kasey K Rac¬ 
ing Stable and Brier Creek 
Farm LLC and trained by 
Butch Reid, Hello Lover was 
also claimed by his connec¬ 
tions early in 2012 (for $7,500). 
While yet to win a stakes race, 
the 7-year-old gelding has a 
record of 32-13-9-3, earnings 
of $423,055, and been stakes- 
placed three times in the past 
year, including a third in the 
Grade 3 Greenwood Cup at 
Parx Racing. 

Both handicap winners 
were foaled at David and 
Jo Ann Hayden's Dark Hollow 
Farm in Upperco. Bayonne, 
bred by Dark Hollow Farm 
and Herringswell Stable, is 
out of the Nice Catch mare Too 
Fast to Catch. Her half-broth¬ 
er, Eighttofasttocatch, finished 


second in the Pimlico Special 
Stakes-G3 later on the Friday 
card. 

Hello Lover, a member of 
the same crop as Eighttofast¬ 
tocatch, was bred by Lin¬ 


da Newton out of Chemise 
(by Secret Hello). He is a 
full-brother to stakes winner 
Coquettish and a half-brother 
to stakes winners Miss Lom¬ 
bardi and Dress Grey. ^ 









Delaunay's first 
graded score 
a Churchill 
tour de force 

Over a sloppy track against 
last year's champion sprinter 
and Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl 
winner Trinniberg, Delaunay 
shot to the head of the class 
among the nation's sprint elite 
with a victory in the $400,000 
Churchill Downs Stakes-G2 
on the Kentucky Derby Day 
card May 4. 

Now a winner of all four of 
his starts over the Churchill 
main track, and a winner of six 
straight stakes going back to 
last September, Delaunay 
campaigns for Maggi Moss 
and is trained by Tom Amoss, 
who claimed the gelding for 
$40,000 a year earlier at Chur¬ 
chill. 

"By far, it's the best claim I 
ever made," Amoss said. "I 
saw a horse that I thought was 
worth $40,000, which is what I 
paid. What's different? I really 


don't know. He's just come 
around and he looks great. He 
doesn't look like a $40,000 
horse, that's for dam sure." 

Sent off as the 1.90-1 favor¬ 
ite, Delaunay pressed the pace 
of Trinniberg through an 
opening quarter in :22.29 and 
a half in :44.86, took charge 
heading into the stretch after 
three-quarters in 1:09.08, and 
finished 7 furlongs in 1:22.35. 
It was 4 lengths back to Pass 
the Dice in second. 

Ridden by Rosie Naprav- 
nik, the 6-year-old gelding 
pushed his career earnings to 
$803,486 from 39 starts. The 
victory was the 14th of his ca¬ 
reer, and seventh for Moss. 

Bred by Robert Meyerhoff's 
Fitzhugh, Delaunay is a son of 
Maryland-bred Eclipse Award 
winner Smoke Glacken and the 
stakes-winning Maryland-bred 
Perilous Night, a daughter of 
Coronado's Quest. Delaunay's 
granddam is Grade 3-winning 
Maryland-bred Broad Smile, a 
full-sister to stakes winner Jo¬ 
vial Brush and a half-sister to 


the dam of Japanese Grade 1 
scorer Testa Matta. His third 
dam is Grade 1 scorer Wings of 
Love, whom Meyerhoff pur¬ 
chased for $300,000 at the 1988 
Keeneland November Breed¬ 
ing Stock sale in foal to Alleged. 

First stakes win 
for Night Officer 
comes over 
Belmont turf 

Night Officer, a half-broth¬ 
er to Delaunay, recorded his 
first stakes win when rallying 
for a neck victory in Belmont 
Park's $85,000 Around the 
Cape Stakes May 16. Sent off 
as the 4-1 second choice in the 
field of seven, the 5-year-old 
bay horse zipped 6 furlongs 
over the inner turf course in 
1:07.92. 

Trainer Bruce Brown 
claimed Night Officer for 
$50,000 at Belmont in July 
2012 for Chalk Racing. It was 
the only time the colt had been 
risked for a tag by his breeder, 
Robert Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh 
stable. Since the claim. Night 
Officer has competed six 
times, five in stakes. 

He earned his first black- 
type last fall when third be¬ 
hind course record-setting 
Jazzy Idea and Ben's Cat in the 


Laurel Dash. In his first start of 
2013, Night Officer faced Ben's 
Cat again, finishing second to 
the 2012 Maryland-bred Horse 
of the Year in the Mister Diz 
Stakes at Pimlico. 

After cross-entering in the 
Jim McKay Turf Sprint at Pim¬ 
lico (won by Ben's Cat), Brown 
chose to stay home at Belmont. 
With Jose Lezcano riding for 
the first time. Night Officer 
saved ground behind rapid 
fractions of :21.55 and :44.01 
over the firm turf. With 
three-sixteenths remaining, he 
dug in, caught the early lead¬ 
ers and then held off the late 
charge of Hoofit (NZ). 

The son of Officer im¬ 
proved to 25-6-3-5 with earn¬ 
ings of $254,881. He is the sec¬ 
ond stakes winner for Perilous 
Night, also bred in Maryland 
by Meyerhoff and winner of 
the 2004 Squan Song Stakes at 
Pimlico. All five of Perilous 
Night's foals are winners, led 
by Delaunay.

State’s fourth casino 
opens at Rocky Gap 


M, 


laryland's fourth ca¬ 
sino began operating in late 
May with the opening of the 
Rocky Gap Casino Resort, 
a sprawling recreation and 
business complex near Cum¬ 
berland in Western Maryland. 

State racing industry of¬ 
ficials anticipate that Rocky 
Gap slot-machine proceeds 
will contribute about $200,000 
annually to the purse account. 

The casino, which took 
its first wagers on May 22, 
occupies the lower level of a 
220-room resort and stands 
on lakefront property that 
features a spa, 18-hole golf 
course, vast conference space 
and access to Rocky Mountain 
State Park. 

Officials said that opening 
day attracted some 1,000 peo¬ 
ple to the casino, which offers 
558 slot machines, 10 table 
games and around-the-clock 
action. By comparison, Mary¬ 
land Live, the state's largest 
casino, operates 4,750 slots. 

Lakes Entertainment of 
Minnetonka, Minn., owns the 
casino, which incurred repeat¬ 
ed delays before last week's 
launch. The resort originally 


opened in 1998 but failed to 
fulfill its billing as a popular 
destination, which in turn 
discouraged potential casino 
operators. Lakes bought the 
resort in August for $6.8 mil¬ 
lion and reportedly has com¬ 
mitted to some $35 million in 
improvements. The state also 
spent about $54 million to en¬ 
hance the golf course and con¬ 
ference center. 

As an operational incen¬ 
tive, Maryland racing officials 
had agreed to accept a lesser 
percentage of net slots pro¬ 
ceeds that benefit the purse 
dedication account. To that 
end. Rocky Gap will contrib¬ 
ute 2.5 percent; the three oth¬ 
er casino entities contribute 7 
percent apiece. 

Maryland's Thoroughbred 
industry receives 80 percent 
of that slots-driven windfall. 
Of that, 89 percent goes to the 
purse account, 11 percent to 
the Maryland-bred fund. 

The state plans to open two 
additional casinos, in Balti¬ 
more city (scheduled for 2014) 
and Prince George's County 
(after 2015). ^

Get ‘S-E-T for Parasite Prevention! 

From the Rutgers Equine Science Center 


S ummer’s here and with its arrival come some new 

responsibilities for horse owners, trainers and caretakers. 

The saying "spring cleaning” is not just a reference 
to your house and farm, but to your horses as well. After the 
shedding, the next thing to think about is your equine de-worming 
program. Horse owners should be aware of both horse health and 
the impact parasite killing drugs (anthelmintics) may have on the 
environment. Scientists around the world, including Mike Sukdheo 
at the Rutgers Equine Science Center, have studied parasites and 
pesky little buggers for decades, and have a lot to say about best 
practices. 

There are a few ways to control parasite infestation, but the best 
way to manage it is to never let it happen in the first place. Can 
you guess the easiest way to test for worms? (Hint: it’s what you 
do when you take your dog for a walk.) If you guessed collecting 
your horse’s manure for testing, then you are RIGHT! Fecal testing 
might sound gross, but it is a very accurate way to test for worms, 
which are parasites, that could be hiding out in your horse’s body. 
Yuck! It’s also inexpensive, which is always a plus because then you 
have extra cash to buy your four-legged friends extra treats. Just to 
be clear, once you collect a few samples in a bag, the veterinarian 
is the one who does the dirty work. Your vet will tell you exactly if 
your horse is dealing with parasites or not, and what to do about it. 
Easy! 

Your homework for today is to go and have all of your horses 
checked for parasites. It is important to be proactive in finding out 
the parasite situation on your farm because it is common for a fit, 
sleek horse to look perfect from the outside, but on the inside it 


could be experiencing serious damage. It is easier to see signs of a 
parasite infestation in younger horses. Some signs that your horse 
already has a parasite problem include: 

* Dull, rough coat 

* Decreased energy 

* Weight loss, coughing and/or nasal discharge 

* Tail rubbing/hair loss 

* Mouth wounds 

* Colic 

* Summer sores 

* Depression 

* Loss of appetite 

* Decreased body condition score 

* Diarrhea 

What is the key to best parasite practices? 

Stop the cycle before it starts! Checklist for Proactive Parasite 
Prevention is easy as S-E-T. 

1. SANITIZE. All areas around horses and the farm should be 
kept clean. 

2. ELIMINATE. Manure should be promptly removed and put 
in a compost area or spread in a field, not inhabited by horses. Dry 
heat is the most important part in destroying larvae and remaining 
parasites. 

3. TREATMENT. Different chemicals are better at targeting 
specific types of parasites. Make sure that you do your homework, 
in consultation with your veterinarian, before implementing a 
parasite plan for your horse, so that you are sure it is the most 
optimal approach.

DREAMS COME TRUE FOR PENNSYLVANIA 
THOROUGHBRED COMMUNITY

O n Friday, May 3, 2013, Pennsylvanians 
celebrated significant wins during the 
Kentucky Derby weekend. 

Some celebrated the victory by Princess 
of Sylmar, a beautiful horse that won the 
coveted Grade 1 Kentucky Oaks, the filly 
equivalent of the Kentucky Derby. 

Others celebrated the fact that this Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred horse was owned and bred by 
long-time Pennsylvania resident Ed Stanco, 
who resides in Malvern. Others celebrated 
the fact that this was the second time in 
three years a horse bred in Pennsylvania won 
the Kentucky Oaks. The Pennsylvania-bred 
Plum Pretty won in 2011. 

Others cheered on as another Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred horse-So Many Ways-won the 
prestigious Grade 3 Eight Belles Stakes. 

Individuals connected with Penn Na¬ 
tional Race Course in central Pennsylvania 
toasted the national recognition the track re¬ 
ceived because it was the starting gate where 
Princess of Sylmar started her racing career 
and won her first race. 

Meanwhile, those who have been involved 
with the Pennsylvania Bred program-which 
provides incentives to own and breed Penn¬ 
sylvania horses—cheered the overall success 
of the program. This success was evident by 
the major Kentucky Derby weekend victo¬ 
ries by two fillies registered in the Pennsyl¬ 
vania breeders program. 

All of the above events were spectacular 
accomplishments for the owners, breeders, 
trainers and the myriad of people who played 


a role in these two horses’ careers—from the 
blacksmiths to the veterinarians to the indi¬ 
viduals who foaled these fillies, watched them 
open their eyes, and take their first steps. 

Having horses of my own, I can only 
imagine being at Churchill Downs and feel¬ 
ing the pride and excitement of those mo¬ 
ments. On behalf of the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association, I would like to con¬ 
gratulate them and wish them continued 
success in the future. 

In the end, however, the biggest winner 
was the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
These wins reaffirmed the progress and im¬ 
pact of the state’s horse breeding and racing 
industry thanks to the state’s Race Horse 
Development Fund. Created as a partner¬ 
ship between the state’s racetracks, horsemen, 
breeders and state government, the Race 
Horse Development Fund has reinvigo¬ 
rated the state’s racing industry and millions 
of dollars of new economic investment in 
Pennsylvania. 

According to economic data from the 
Department of Agriculture, between 2001 
and 2008 the economic impact of the rac¬ 
ing industry in Pennsylvania more than 
quadrupled thanks to Act 71, which created 
the fund. Those Department of Agriculture 
statistics shows that the overall economic 
impact of the equine industry increased by 
380 percent to $3 billion with employment 
more than tripling from 13,870 to more than 
41,000. In addition, countless acres of open 
space have been preserved, with old farmland 








taking on new life as horse farms for 
the state burgeoning equine racing and 
breeding industries. 

Racing has been an economic driver 
and job creator in Pennsylvania, growth 
that has been fueled by the Race Horse 
Development Fund. Best of all, the 
Race Horse Development Fund is 


funded by slot machine revenue, not 
state tax dollars. In short, it is an ex¬ 
ample of a major public policy success 
by our legislature. In fact, it has become 
a model for many other states across the 
country. 

So, as we celebrate the success of 
Princess of Sylmar, owner/breeder Ed 


Stanco, and other Pennsylvanians, lets 
also celebrate the success of the efforts 
by our elected officials to save Penn¬ 
sylvania racing and horsebreeding and 
create a new economic engine and job 
creator for our state.

T he historical significance of horses 
and agriculture to Charles Town 
and its surrounding localities 
cannot be denied or treated 
frivolously. From Charles Washington, 
the founder of Charles Town 
and youngest brother of George 
Washington, to the inception of 
Thoroughbred horse racing in 1933, 
the state's passionate love affair with 
equines and all activities associated 
with them are ubiquitous. 

Founded in 1801, Jefferson 
County is the easternmost county 
in the state of West Virginia and is 
named for Thomas Jefferson, author 
of the Declaration of Independence 
and third President of the United 
States. The county was a frequent 
site of conflict during the Civil War, 
as Union and Confederate soldiers 
battled for supremacy over the lush 
Shenandoah Valley. 


Just a few miles from the stable 
gate at Charles Town Races 
is historic Harpers Ferry. At the 
confluence of the Potomac and 
Shenandoah rivers it is also the 
intersection of Maryland, Virginia 
and West Virginia and contains a 
national park. 

Farming is practiced throughout 
the state, but in a form that is 
different from large extensive cash- 
crop agriculture elsewhere in the 
United States.The 2002 U.S. census 
for agriculture described the 
average farm size as smallish with 
family and single-owner operations 
working 92 percent of the farms and 
an astounding 96 percent partly or 
totally owned by the operator. Hay, 
grown to feed the state's livestock, is 
the No. 1 crop, providing 2 percent 
of West Virginia's total agricultural 
receipts. 


West Virginia's history is filled with 
as many twists and turns as its famed 
"Country Roads." 

Today, Hollywood Casino at 
Charles Town Races is a major 
destination that takes you on a 
ride through some of the most 
beautiful countryside in America to 
discover the finest in year-round live 
Thoroughbred action. 

The West Virginia Breeders 
Classics are an October tradition 
that determines the hierarchy in our 
racing/breeding industry. Founded 
in 1987 by NFL Hall of Fame legend 
Sam Huff and Carol Holden, the 
Classics and its complement of 
similar races have assumed a place 
of prominence coast-to-coast as 
one of the true treasures in the 
Mountain State. 

Leading the crusade for the 
improvement and continued 
existence of the sport is the West 
Virginia Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association. 

President Doug Allara has 
spent the last 34 years in service 
to the community as an admired 
veterinarian. After almost 20 years 
as an officer/board member 
of the WVTBA he considers the 
recent passage of legislation 
regarding three races for West

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Virginia accredited horses a day 
a significant achievement. He 
describes the amount of time 
and effort along with the spirit 
of cooperation between board 
members, politicians and Penn 
National Gaming Inc. management 
as memorable. 

"The approach that Vice President 
Martin Blaylock, lobbyist Carol 
Fulks and I used was the epitome 
of teamwork. Over the span of the 
last five years we have tirelessly 
worked to create an atmosphere 
where the board could unanimously 
speak with one voice," he said. 

"This cohesive panel allowed us to 
articulate our point and negotiate 
with Al Britton (Charles Town's 
general manager), Erich Zimny (vice- 
president of racing operations) and 
Richard Moore (general manager 
of racing operations) in a civilized 
and professional manner. This is 
an economic bill, not a gambling 
bill.The timing was right to press 
our desire for three restricted West 
Virginia-bred races a day in the 
condition book which will aid the 
local horsemen, breeders and 
economy, while enhancing the 
preservation of green space." 

Blaylock was proud to 
have played a key role in the 
development and ratification of this 
bill. 

"As Doug alluded to, this has 
been an ongoing process that 
countless people have had a hand 


in creating. Pioneers in the industry 
like John McKee, Randy Funkhouser, 
George Whitehair, Robert Hilton and 
Frank Call are just a few that laid 
the foundation for us to build on. This 
bill makes the agricultural product 
within West Virginia more meaningful 
and attainable. The support of local 
politicians allows this bill to take 
effect starting in July." 

In a word, minimalism seems to 
have been the motto for success. 

Noteworthy lawmakers who 
viewed this piece of legislation as 
vital to the economy of West Virginia 
and particularly Jefferson County 
were Herb Snyder, John Unger, 

Craig Blair, Stephen Skinner, Tiffany 
Lawrence and Paul Espinosa. 

Blaylock stated, "I can't thank 
everyone involved enough. From 
trips to Charleston in the wee 
hours to phone calls pleading for 
backing, this open process truly 
demonstrated the guiding principles 
we reside under are alive and well." 

Longtime horseman and breeder 
James W. Casey (owner of Taylor 
Mountain Farm) was enthusiastic 
about the prospects of having an 
extra race a day for West Virginia- 
bred horses. 

"We needed a shot in the arm 
and this bill was it. My son Jimmy 
(horseman/veterinarian) estimates 
that if we can maintain three 
races a day it could mean an 
additional $3-4 million a year to 
the local economy. With Maryland 


racing/gaming looming large 
on the horizon this plan could 
help stimulate new people to get 
involved in the business. Without a 
strong breeding program the future 
of racing could be doubtful." 

Horsewoman or, more 
appropriately, the "Queen of 
versatility" Amanda Moro has been 
a regular fixture in some facet locally 
since 1994. Presently, she spends 
the preponderance of her time at 
Harewood Farm where she tends 
to 100 horses and 35 resident mares. 
Formerly an exercise rider, jockey 
and trainer, the soft-spoken lass has 
roots that are deep in the fertile 
West Virginia soil. 

"My farm is my life. It is my intention 
to work in concert with my owners 
to breed and raise quality West 
Virginia individuals. I think three 
accredited races a day gives me 
the opportunity to help endorse an 
already genuine program and shore 
up my financial situation. 

"I have always believed that 
racing and gaming could exist side 
by side and fiscally benefit from the 
partnership," she continued. "This 
bill allows me to discuss with my 
owners as well as my help that we 
are a viable commodity well into 
the future. Since I acquire everything 
I need to run the farm (hay, straw, 
feed and employees) locally, this 
is my way of recycling the past 
and present towards an optimistic 
tomorrow."

Saratoga Experience Continues 


Saratoga Race Course is celebrating its 
150th anniversary of racing this year, and 
steeplechasing has been a part of the Saratoga 
Experience from the very beginning. 

Steeplechasing again will play a role in this 
year’s Saratoga 150 celebration, with nine 
high-quality races scheduled over six Thurs¬ 
days in July and August. On the program are 
two Grade 1 races, the $100,000 A. P. Smith- 
wick Memorial on Aug. 1 and the $150,000 
New York Turf Writers Cup on Aug. 22. 

The summer schedule kicks off in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, at Parx Racing in suburban Philadel¬ 
phia. Three races on Tuesday, June 25, are on 
tap, including a $30,000 optional allowance 
hurdle. 

In late July, the racing moves to Saratoga 
Springs in the Adirondacks for the historic 
Saratoga season, with steeplechase purses 
totaling $745,000. First up on July 25 is the 
$75,000 Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes for 
horses in their first seasons of jump racing. 

The following Thursday, Aug. 1, will fea¬ 
ture both the A. P. Smithwick Memorial and 
a $65,000 optional allowance hurdle on the 
inner turf course. The $75,000 Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps Stakes for fillies and mares on Aug. 8 
will precede the induction of steeplechasers 
Me Dynamo and Tuscalee into the Racing Hall 
of Fame the following day. 

The Aug. 15 session will offer another 
doubleheader, with the $75,000 Michael G. 
Walsh Novice Stakes complemented by a 
$65,000 optional allowance hurdle. Taking 
center stage on Aug. 22 will be the New York 
Turf Writers, always the highlight of the sum¬ 
mer steeplechase season. 

The Saratoga Steeplechase Experience for 
2013 concludes Aug. 29 with another double- 
header, the $75,000 Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords 
Stakes for fillies and mares and a $65,000 
optional allowance hurdle. 

Many top competitors from the 2012 season 
remain in training. Demonstrative, the New 
York Turf Writers Cup victor, is making a bid 
for the 2013 Eclip se Award and won the Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois (Gr.

Tight races 
as spring 
season ends 

As the National Steeplechase Association’s 
spring season neared its conclusion, the seesaw 
battles for leading trainer and leading jockey by 
wins and by earnings were exceedingly close, 
and the competition is sure to continue through 
the summer at Parx Racing and Saratoga Race 
Course. (See summer schedule on Page 1.) 

A nine-race program at the Fair Hill Races 
in Maryland on May 27 left only two races at 
Colonial Downs on June 8 remaining from the 
spring condition book. 

The only race that was not close was leading 
owner by purses. By the end of May, three-time 
leading owner Irv Naylor had amassed nearly 
$300,000 in purse winnings and was more 
than $130,000 ahead of his closest competitor, 
Bill Pape. 

In third was Jacqueline Ohrstrom, whose 
purse account benefited from the victories by 
Professor Maxwell in the $75,000 Maryland 
Hunt Cup on April 27 and Demonstrative in 
the $150,000 Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 
1) two weeks later. 

Through Fair Hill, only two victories sepa¬ 
rated the top four trainers in the 2013 standings 
by wins. Brianne Slater, who trains for Naylor, 
took over the top spot with 11 victories fol¬ 
lowing two scores on the Maryland program, 
including Grade 1 hurdle winner Tax Ruling’s 
victory in a novice timber race. 

Jack Fisher, last year’s champion trainer by 
wins, had one win at Fair Hill to pull into a 
tie for second with Jonathan Sheppard, who 
had taken over the top spot with two wins 
by Pape runners at the Radnor Hunt Races a 
week earlier. 

Fisher and Sheppard had 10 wins apiece. 
Richard Valentine, who trains Professor Max¬ 
well and Demonstrative, was fourth by wins 
with nine and led the earnings table with more 
than $285,000, almost $40,000 ahead of Fisher 
through May. 

After riding Sheppard’s two winners at 
Radnor, Darren Nagle did not have any mounts 
at Fair Hill but nonetheless maintained the 
top spot by jockey wins with nine. The race 
tightened when reigning champion jockey Ross 
Geraghty scored two wins at Fair Hill. At eight 
wins, he was tied with Sean Flanagan, who 
rides first call for Fisher. 

Moving up in the standings was three-time 
champion jockey Paddy Young, who had two 
Fair Hill victories. He has six wins, as does 
earnings leader Robbie Walsh, the regular 
jockey of Demonstrative.

In Memoriam 


PHILLIP L. CAPUANO 


P hillip Louis “Phil” Capuano, whose 
love of horses and racing launched 
a training dynasty in Maryland, died 
May 10. He was 80. 

Mr. Capuano bought his first horse in 
1962 through a newspaper classified, and 
had a small stable of cheap claimers for 
the next 20 years. With the support of 
his wife Connie and his children— 
sons Dale and Gary and daughter Gina— 
the family fortunes grew, and they got 
their first stakes winner in 1982 when the 
juvenile colt Gary's Friend, named for 
Mr. Capuano s 18-year-old son, won the 
Playpen Stakes at Laurel. The colt was 
trained by 19-year-old Dale. 

Gary's Friend's half-brother, 
$693,524-earner Silano, an eight-time 
stakes winner also trained by Dale, was 
foaled at the family’s small farm in Upper 
Marlboro in 1984. Other stakes winners 
to compete for Phil and Connie Capuano 
included $474,892-earner Silver Tango, 
trained by Gary and dam of their future 
stakes winners Dale's Prospect and Our 
Commander, and Foxie G, an earner of 
$392,568. 

Mr. Capuano was a founding member 
of the Maryland Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men's Association and worked tirelessly 
advocating for backstretch issues as a 
longtime chairman of the MTHA's 


Backstretch Committee at Bowie. He 
was recognized in 1995 with the MTHA's 
award for outstanding service to Mary¬ 
land horsemen. He served on the board 
of the MTHA from its inception in 1987 
until health issues forced him to step 
down in 2011. 

The Capuano name has been atop the 
leading trainers lists for decades, as Dale 
Capuano became one of the most suc¬ 
cessful trainers in the state, taking more 
than 30 training titles at Maryland tracks 
and conditioning the likes of millionaire 
Heros Reward, graded winner Prized 
Stamp and Kentucky Derby starter Wind 
Splitter. Gary Capuano made national 
headlines with the classic campaign of 
Captain Bodgit in 1997, when second in 
the Kentucky Derby and third in one of 
the most thrilling runnings of the Preak- 
ness Stakes. 

Mr. Capuano also trained, on a small 
scale, throughout die years, counting 
among his winning charges Yemen's 
Mite, a cheap yearling purchase in 1966 
whom he owned in partnership and who 
later produced Gary's Friend and Silano. 
In 1990, Mr. Capuano was the trainer of 
record for multiple stakes winner Double 
Bunctious while deputizing for Dale. 
And during the 2000 meet at Timonium 
while again filling in for Dale, Mr. 



Capuano sent out five winners from five 
starters on the August 30 nine-race card. 

“He trained my string at Bowie for 
many years,” said Dale. “He was a Bowie 
guy, and was there until about three or 
four years ago. I was fortunate to be able 
to work with him for all those years. 

“He looked out for the well being for 
the people there, and the racetrack-any¬ 
thing that went wrong at Bowie, he was 
the guy those people went to. If anybody 
said anything bad about Bowie, he was 
the first one to stand up and straighten 
them out.” 


EDMUND N. BAXTER 

Maryland Million-winning owner Edmund 
Norman “Ed” Baxter died suddenly on 
May 3 after suffering a brain aneurysm. 
The Westminster, Md., resident was 77. 

A longtime racing fan who was born in 
Baltimore, Mr. Baxter graduated from City 
College and Western Maryland College 
(now McDaniel College) and became a 
home builder and land developer. He made 
his initial investment in the Thoroughbred 
business in the 1970s by purchasing a layup 
facility in Charles Town that offered swim¬ 
ming rehabilitation for horses. 

Over the years Mr. Baxter ran horses 
under the name Ramshead Stables, many 
bred by his son, David Baxter. Their home¬ 
bred Scipion colt Keep Momma Happy 
produced a stunning upset in the 2012 


Maryland Million Nursery, when the first¬ 
time starter-who only got in after a late 
scratch the morning of the race-rallied to 
win by a neck and paid $48.60. Another of 
their runners, Friskie J, got his fifth win on 
June 2 at Charles Town for Ramshead 
Stables. 

CHARLES WILLS DUBOSE 

Carolina Cup supporter Charles Wills 
“Red” DuBose, 77, died at his home, 
Cantey Lane Farm, in Camden, S.C., on 
May 19. 

Born in Charlotte, N.C., Mr. DuBose 
was a real estate executive who formed his 
own company, Charles Wills DuBose Real 
Estate in Camden, which later became 
a part of Russell & Jeffcoat. He had a 
fascination with local and family history, 


and was a grandson of Camden Mayor 
Charles Perkins DuBose, a descendant of 
Revolutionary War hero General Joseph 
Kershaw. 

Mr. DuBose's father, Charles “C.P.” 
Dubose, was a Thoroughbred breeder in 
South Carolina. In 1972, the 5-year-old 
John U., bred by and foaled at Cantey Lane 
Farm, became the first South Carolina- 
bred to win the Carolina Cup. At the 
Carolina Cup's spring timber race meet 
in recent years, the C.P. and Edith Wills 
DuBose Cup is contested, named in mem¬ 
ory of Mr. DuBose's parents. 

EDWARD E. JOHNSON 

Edward “Baby Ray” Johnson, 76, an assis¬ 
tant for trainer Joe Pierce Jr. at Monmouth 
Park for nearly 50 years, died on May 1. 
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A native of Charleston, W.Va., Mr. 
Johnson was a resident of Long Branch 
and worked at Monmouth for 60 years as a 
valet and assistant trainer. 

“Nobody (at the track) knew what his 
real name was,” said Pierce. “Everyone 
called him ‘Baby Ray’.” 

A. HERMAN STUMP JR. 

Augustine Herman “Humpy” Stump Jr., a 
longtime foxhunter and show competitor 
and father of steeplechase trainer Alicia 
Murphy, died from complications of a fall 
and pneumonia at the senior living com¬ 
munity Springwell, in Mount Washington, 


Md., on May 12. The retired Baltimore 
insurance executive was 87. 

Mr. Stump married the former Louise 
Warfield in 1952 and for more than 50 
years the couple lived in a log cabin on a 
15-acre farm in Reisterstown which they 
named “Not Far From Boring.” The 
Stumps had three children, son William, 
who now resides in Seattle, Wash.; daugh¬ 
ter Alicia, among steeplechase racing’s top 
trainers by money won who sent out this 
year’s Virginia Gold Cup winner Grinding 
Speed; and son Jimmy, a steeplechase rider 
who was 20 when he died from injuries 
suffered in a fall during a race at Delaware 
Park in July 1977. 


After graduating from Gilman School 
and Princeton University, with a stint in the 
Navy during World War II, Mr. Stump 
joined the Baltimore-based insurance com¬ 
pany Stump, Harvey & Co. Inc. in the early 
1950s, a company founded by his father 30 
years earlier. He remained with the com¬ 
pany after it was sold in the 1990s and 
retired in 2008. Mr. Stump spent countless 
hours working with his church and as a 
humanitarian volunteer. 

The Stumps had moved to the retire¬ 
ment community in 2010. Mrs. Stump died 
last December.

on the line. The New York- 
bred gelding, trained by for¬ 
mer steeplechase jockey and 
Maryland trainer Barclay Tagg, 
had surprised in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, getting the win 
over favorite Empire Maker. 

“I'll be candid," said Tagg 
on his first foray into the 
Triple Crown races. “Certainly 
I think I deserve this. I worked 
as hard or harder as anybody. I 
might not be as smart as some 
of them but I worked as hard 
as any of them. Hell yeah, I 
paid my dues." 

I Maryland-bred Eclipse 
Award-winning sprinter 
Smoke Glacken had two off¬ 
spring in the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-Year-Olds in 
Training sale. His son, a bay 
colt consigned by Niall Bren¬ 
nan Stables, agent, topped the 
sale at $320,000; his daughter 
was the second-highest priced 
filly (and third most expen¬ 
sive overall), with Kirkwood 
Stables, agent, selling her for 
$155,000. 

It was the largest 2-year- 
old sale in Maryland history, 
as 322 juveniles sold for a 
record $9.8 million. The sales- 
topper, a New York-bred colt 
out of the A1 Nasr (Fr) mare 
Baydon Belle, posted what 
was believed to be the fastest 
3 furlongs ever recorded at 
Timonium-:33.20.

drew commentary from retired 
Maryland Horse editor Snowden 
Carter. The classic was won 
by Secretariat’s son Risen Star 
at the expense of Kentucky 
Derby-winning filly Winning 
Colors, who was pressed early 
in the race by the Woody Ste¬ 
phens-trained Forty Niner. 

“All of a sudden Woody 
Stephens is getting hate mail. 
The grand old man among 
horse trainers was an Ameri¬ 
can hero going into the Preak¬ 
ness, and now he’s a bum-all 
because a filly he doesn’t train 
couldn’t coast on the front end 
as she had done in the Derby. 

<( Woody’s fall from grace 
isn’t deserved. . . To my mind 
Wayne Lukas and Gary Ste¬ 
vens did more to get their filly 
beat than did Woody. Lukas. . . 
was supremely confident in his 
belief that no 3-year-old could 
outrun his filly for the lead. 
And then in pre-race talk he 
added that if he was wrong, it 
didn’t matter because Winning 
Colors didn’t have to run on 
the lead anyway. 

‘What it came down to was 
that this was a real horse race 
with both jockeys (Stevens and 
Pat Day) doing their best while 
committing no fouls. That 
neither Winning Colors nor 
Forty Niner could survive the 
backstretch duel is understand¬ 
able. Things like this happen 
ever so frequently—it’s one of 
the intriguing aspects of horse 
racing.” 

I Pimlico unveiled the 
“Preakness Village,” a portion 


of the infield featuring corpo¬ 
rate tents where guests could 
view events from the turf 
course’s inside rail. 

I The last time the Pimlico 
Special had been run, Jimmy 
Croll saddled Sharpsburg to 
finish second to Vertex in 
1958. Three decades later, 

Croll sent out Bet Twice for 
the newly revived Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial and had a better outcome, 
as Cisley Stable and Blanche 
Levy’s classic winner turned 
back one of the finest fields 
of older horses ever assembled 
at Pimlico.

The six Special starters had 
combined earnings of nearly 
$12 million and included the 
previous year’s Kentucky 
Derby/Preakness winner 
Alysheba, who wound up 
fourth. 

I Deputy Governor, a Mary- 
land-bred son of former 
Windfields Farm stallion Mas¬ 
ter Willie (GB) owned by 
Prince Ahmed Salman’s Uni¬ 
versal Stable, got his first 
Grade 1 win in Hollywood 
Park’s John Henry Handicap, 
producing a powerful rush 
over the turf to defeat Steinlen

was primarily due to his unde¬ 
feated son Raise a Native, 
recent winner of the Juvenile 
Stakes and expected to be a 
major player for the next year’s 
Triple Crown races. 

It was noted that Raise a 
Native was the “first really top 
horse sired by Native Dancer 
to race in this country,” the 
Sagamore stallion’s most nota¬ 
ble offspring having competed 
in France and England. 

Raise a Native made four 
starts before bowing a tendon in 
early August while preparing for 
the Sapling Stakes. The muscular 
chestnut ; who never raced farther 
than J% furlongs, set three track 
records and equalled his own in the 
other start. 

I The Maryland breeding 
industry continued to blossom 
after the passage of the previ¬ 
ous year’s House Bill 106, with 
announcements of new stal¬ 
lions to the state coming with 
regular frequency. 

Named to enter stud in 
1964 were Bronze Babu and 


Polarity, the stakes-winning 
duo owned by Hill-N-Dale 
Farm (Mr. and Mrs. Ephraim 
Winer), as well as Big Brave, 
going to Country Life Farm. 

It was as yet undecided where 
the Hill-N-Dale horses would 
take up residence. 

The most accomplished of 
the new additions was Bronze 
Babu. A course record-setting 
stakes winner by *My Babu, 
Bronze Babu was still in 
training, looking to add to 
his 14 wins from 41 starts 
and $160,455 in earnings. He 
was out of Triple R. (by The 
Rhymer), sister to Tuscany and 
half-sister to Princess Lygia. 

Big Brave was the most 
lightly raced, but boasted 
a stellar pedigree, being by 
*Turn-to out of *Princequillo’s 
stakes-winning daughter 
Sequoia. Campaigned by W.H. 
Perry, Big Brave would stand 
as the property of Claiborne 
Farm, Perry and Country 
Life. Joe Pons noted that the 
Maryland Fund Program was 
the deciding factor in Perry’s 
decision to send the stallion to 
Maryland. 

The Hill-N-Dale horses entered 
stud at Glade Valley Farm , with 
Bronze Babu, who made 21 starts 
in 1963, boosting his earnings to 
$228,915, standing for $2,500. 

Of the three, the most accom¬ 
plished at stud was Big Brave, the 
sire of seven stakes winners, led by 
Denim Gal. Bronze Babu’s only 
stakes winner was the accomplished 
Inkslinger, Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion steeplechaser five consecutive 
years (1970-74).
